INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS  OF  IOWA

Ames,  Iowa,  November  29,  1919. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  Representatives  and  Past  Grand  Masters: 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Ames 
session,  I  hereby  call  a  special  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  held 
in  the  Odd  Fellows  Temple  in  the  city  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Tues¬ 
day,  the  30th  day  of  December,  1919,  at  nine  o’clock  a.  m. 

The  business  to  be  transacted  shall  be  that  of  considering  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  complaint  in 
regard  to  the  management  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’ 
Homes  located  at  Mason  City,  and  all  matters  germane  thereto  or 
growing  out  of  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses 
incurred  by  said  committee  and  the  holding  of  this  special  session, 
and  for  no  other  purpose. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name  and  caused 
to  be  affixed  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Ames,  Iowa,  this  29th 
day  of  November,  1919.

Representative  Guy  M.  Everett,  Chairman  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  at  Ames  to  investigate  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Homes  at  Mason  City,  presented  the  following 
report  and  moved  its  adoption : 

t.  ' 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  I.  O.  O.  F.: 

We,  your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Rockwell  Lodge,  No.  344,  located  at  Rockwell,  Iowa,  also  the  petition 
signed  by  a  part  of  Mason  City  Lodge,  No.  224,  relative  to  certain  com¬ 
plaints  having  been  made  and  published  in  the  public  press,  relative  to 
misconduct  in  the  management  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Homes  at  Mason 
City,  Iowa,  and  to  alleged  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment  of  the  inmates 
thereof,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  performed  our  duties  to  the  best 
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of  our  knowledge  and  ability,  that  this  committee  immediately  took 
evidence  at  Ames,  Iowa,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  later  at  Mason  City, 
Iowa,  at  the  Orphans  and  Old  Folks  Home  and  at  Waterloo,  Iowa,  and 
we  further  report  that  we  submit  with  this  report  a  typewritten  tran¬ 
script  of  all  the  testimony  that  has  been  taken  by  this  committee  and 
we  submit  as  the  findings  of  this  committee  the  following: 

That  the  only  evidence  of  excessive  punishment  that  this  committee 
has  been  able  to  find  is  that  one  of  the  inmates,  Virgil  Lincoln,  who 
received  the  punishment,  excessive  punishment,  was  at  the  hands  of 
an  assistant  matron,  Mrs.  Morgan,  that  as  soon  as  this  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  matron,  Mrs.  Striker,  this  offending  assistant 
matron  was  removed  from  her  position  of  authority,  and  was,  as  soon 
as  possible  to  relieve  her  by  other  help,  dismissed  from  the  services  at 
the  Home,  and  so  far  as  this  committee  has  been  able  to  determine, 
has  left  Mason  City.  This  committee  further  finds  that  there  was  no 
attempt  made  on  the  part  of  any  one  in  authority,  either  the  Trustees, 
Matron  or  the  then  Grand  Master,  to  conceal  or  excuse  the  seriousness 
of  the  offense  and  did  everything  in  their  power  as  speedily  as  possible 
to  remove  the  disturbing  factor. 

We  find  as  a  matter  of  fact,  as  one  of  the  witnesses  expressed  it, 
the  boys  at  the  Home  are  “Young  America,”  that  they  are  filled  with 
the  average  desire  to  violate  the  rules  of  the  Home,  possibly  not  in  the 
spirit  of  meanness,  but  in  a  spirit  of  boys’  delight  in  resisting  author¬ 
ity,  and  along  this  line  we  find  the  boys  at  the  Home  no  different  than 
the  same  number  of  children  would  be  in  any  other  capacity. 

We  find  that  the  three  boys  who  ran  away  from  the  Home  did  so, 
as  we  believe  under  the  urging  of  an  older  boy  by  the  name  of  Eddie 
Letscher.  We  called  this  boy  before  the  committee  and  the  committee 
is  unanimous  in  saying  he  is  a  disturbing  factor  in  the  Home,  and  we 
believe  that  the  evidence  affirmatively  shows  that  these  boys  had  made 
arrangements  to  run  away  from  the  Home  before  the  whipping,  which 
they  gave  as  their  reason  for  running  away,  occurred. 

We  find  from  the  evidence  that  when  necessary  and  during  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Sister  Lewis,  and  also  Sister  Striker,  it  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  at  various  times  in  the  interest  of  good  government  and  disci¬ 
pline  at  the  Home  to  inflict  corporal  punishment  on  some  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  the  evidence  of  the  Hatch  boys  at  Des  Moines,  will  show  that 
no  more  harsh  or  severe  punishment  has  taken  place  under  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Sister  Striker  than  did  under  the  administration  of 
Sister  Lewis,  except  the  punishment  administered  by  the  assistant 
matron,  Mrs.  Morgan. 

We  further  find  that  one  of  the  interested  and  complaining  wit-

messes,  a  member  of  this  Order  by  the  name  of  George  Letscher,  has 
within  the  last  two  weeks  been  called  to  the  Home  because  of  an  in¬ 
fraction  of  the  rules  by  his  son,  Eddie  Letscher,  and  that  after  he  had 
learned  of  the  offense  of  his  son,  he  took  upon  himself  the  punishment 
of  Eddie  for  the  infraction  of  the  rules  and  whipped  his  own  child,  at 
the  Home,  with  a  board,  and  this  committee  finds  that  said  brother  was 
of  the  opinion  that  the  punishment  the  boy  received  at  that  time  was 
justly  deserved. 

Your  committee  is  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  where  there  is  such  a 
gathering  of  coming  American  citizens  congregated  together,  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  continue  a  certain  amount  of  corporal  punishment 
upon  a  percentage  of  the  children  who  are  so  brought  to  this  institu¬ 
tion;  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  harder  to  control  and  discipline  the 
same  children  in  such  an  institution  than  it  would  be  in  their  own  home. 
While  we  do  not  believe  that  any  member  of  this  Order  will  uphold 
or  countenance  any  great  or  excessive  punishment,  we  do  believe  that 
it  is  proper  and  essential  that  a  reasonable  and  moderate  amount  of 
such  punishment  for  the  discipline  of  these  children  in  the  Home  will 
be  necessary,  and  we  believe  that  such  discipline  will  continue  to  be 
necessary  in  the  future  to  maintain  proper  control  of  the  children  at 
the  Home,  and  we  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  our  be¬ 
loved  Order  in  the  state,  before  they  commence  the  circulation  of 
stories  or  rumors  of  excessive  punishment,  that  they  first  investigate 
the  matter  upon  their  own  initiative  before  spreading  the  matter 
broadcast,  to  the  detriment  of  the  discipline  of  the  Home  and  to  the 
injury  of  the  standing  of  the  Order. 

This  committee  finds  from  all  the  evidence  before  it,  that  Sister 
Striker  had  no  personal  knowledge  that  this  excessive  punishment  was 
inflicted  by  Mrs.  Morgan,  and  if  anyone  should  be  of  the  opinion  that 
cur  matron,  Sister  Striker,  should  be  censured  because  she  did  not 
know  of  such  punishment  being  inflicted,  this  committee  is  constrained 
to  believe  that  because  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Homes  and  of 
the  numerous  and  continually  accumulating  duties  that  fall  upon  her 
shoulders,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  heaping  too  many  burdens  upon 
the  matron,  and  this  committee  is  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  Sister 
Striker  is  as  well  acquainted  with  her  duties  and  as  conversant  with 
the  management  of  the  Homes  and  her  multitude  of  duties  as  is  pos¬ 
sible  for  any  one  to  be;  and  we  believe  that  no  person  would  be  com¬ 
petent  to  perform  the  duties  which  our  matron  does  in  a  more  ef¬ 
ficient  or  competent  manner,  and  this  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  duties  and  responsibilities  now  resting  upon  the  shoulders  of 
the  matron  are  in  reality  more  burdensome  than  should  be  placed  upon 
any  one  person. 
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Your  committee  very  carefully  and  thoroughly  inspected  the  Homes 
and  all  of  the  buildings  located  at  Mason  City  and  we  find  them  in 
excellent  condition;  clean  and  in  good  repair  and  well  kept  in  every 
particular.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  found  the  most  splendid 
feeling  among  the  old  folks  at  the  Home.  That  since  the  first  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1919,  there  has  been  hardly  a  complaint  relative  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Old  Folks'  Home  or  relative  to  the  treatment  received  by 
them  from  the  officers  and  help  in  each  of  the  institutions. 

The  members  of  the  committee  visited  various  members  of  the 
old  folks  in  the  Home  and  all  were  well  satisfied  with  their  treatment 
there;  the  only  complaint  that  the  inmates  seemed  to  have  at  this  time 
was  in  relation  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  not  being,  as 
the  inmates  thought,  friendly  enough  and  brotherly  enough  to  go 
around  and  shake  hands  with  all  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  or  visit 
with  them  sufficiently  to  please  them,  and  this,  we  say,  is  the  only 
discordant  note  or  complaint  that  was  brought  to  our  attention,  except 
the  matron  is  also  condemned  along  the  same  lines. 

The  committee  visited  all  the  buildings,  inspected  their  condition 
and  paying  particular  attention  to  the  method  and  manner  in  which 
things  were  handled  relative  to  the  farming  end  of  the  business  around 
the  Homes.  We  found  everything  in  a  reasonably  well-kept  condition, 
the  silos  filled,  the  hay  in  good  condition  and  all  in  the  barn,  and  so 
far  as  visible  evidence  is  concerned,  it  would  seem  that  this  part  of  the 
Homes’  affairs  had  received  reasonably  careful  attention. 

From  the  number  of  cows  maintained  in  the  dairy  herd  and  the 
superintendent’s  report  of  the  amount  of  milk  produced,  it  seems  to 
this  committee  that  in  the  interest  of  economy  the  dairy  herd  should 
be  brought  up  to  a  higher  standard  so  that  there  would  be  much  more 
milk,  cream  and  butter  derived  from  it  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the 
two  Homes.  We  believe  that  there  is  an  excessive  expense  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  because  of  the  amount  of  stock  being  maintained  on  the  farm 
which  is  consuming  a  quantity  of  food  and  from  which  there  is  being 
no  revenue  derived. 

This  committee  feels  that  the  Trustees  have  not  in  this  particular 
matter,  given  serious  consideration  to  this  phase  of  the  farm  man¬ 
agement. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  laws  of  the  Order  do  not 
provide  for  enough  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
Homes  and  under  the  laws  of  the  Order  we  do  not  believe  the  Trus¬ 
tees  are  endowed  with  sufficient  authority  to  make  the  number  of 
visits  at  the  Homes  as  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  supervision  which 
the  Trustees  should  have  over  the  institutions. 
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Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  because  of  the  infrequent 
visits  required  by  the  law,  being  only  two  per  year,  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  that  the  supervising  effect  of  the  Trustees  is  not  sufficient, 
and  that  the  institutions  have  not  been  supervised  consistent  with  the 
importance  which  the  institutions  bear  to  our  Order  and  which  they 
should  have. 

Since  the  appointment  of  this  committee  there  has  been  brought  to 
its  attention  complaints,  by  some  of  the  brothers,  relative  to  the  report 
of  the  Wallace  Johnson  estate,  found  on  page  110  of  the  last  Grand 
Lodge  Jourpal,  and  also  a  matter  from  Dubuque,  Iowa,  in  reference  to 
a  case  of  a  deceased  brother  who  died  at  the  Home,  and  complaint 
being  made  as  to  the  care  of  his  remains  by  the  undertaker  at  Mason 
City  and  also  the  fee  charged  by  the  undertaker.  This  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  said  matter  has  been  raised  since  the  appointment 
of  the  committee  and  that  this  committee  is  not  privileged  to  report 
thereon. 

Your  committee  having  at  heart  the  best  interest  of  our  Order,  and 
having  had  come  to  our  minds  matters  and  suggestions  which  we  be¬ 
lieve  will  be  beneficial  to  our  institutions  and  to  our  Order,  have  taken 
the  liberty  of  embodying  in  a  second  report  the  suggestions  which  we 
believe  are  necessary  to  the  successful  and  efficient  carrying  on  the 
work  of  our  Order  and  the  institutions  at  Mason  City,  and  we  em¬ 
body  in  such  report  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  which  your 
committee  have  ready  to  submit  to  this  Grand  Body;  if  such  report  is 
desired  from  this  committee.

Past  Grand  Master  H.  C.  Ring  moved  that  the  special 
committee  be  now  required  to  present  their  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  this  Grand  Body.  Motion  prevailed. 
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Representative  Guy  M.  Everett  presented  the  following 
recommendations : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  I.  O.  O.  F.: 

Your  special  committee  which  has  heretofore  submitted  to  this 
Grand  Body  their  report  and  findings  on  the  condition  of  the  Orphans 
and  Old  Folks  Home  at  Mason  City,  Iowa,  beg  leave  to  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  following  recommendations  and  suggestions 
which  have  come  to  our  minds  as  a  committee  by  reason  of  the  inves¬ 
tigation  and  inspection  made  in  performing  the  duties  devolving  upon 
them,  and  submit  for  your  respectful  consideration  the  following: 

First:  That  the  laws  of  the  Order  be  changed  so  as  to  require  the 
Trustees  to  meet  at  the  Homes  at  Mason  City  in  regular  session  at 
set  intervals  of  not  less  than  six  meetings  per  year,  and  that  the  said 
Trustees  have  the  same  supervisual  duties  and  responsibilities  that 
they  now  have. 

Second:  That  the  matron  be  released  from  attending  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  part  of  the  management  of  the  Homes,  so  that  her  whole  effort 
can  be  given  to  the  physical  comfort  and  welfare,  training  and  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  inmates  of  the  Homes. 

Third:  That  the  laws  of  the  Order  be  changed  so  as  to  provide 
for  a  male  superintendent  of  the  Homes  and  property  of  the  Order 
located  at  Mason  City;  said  superintendent  to  have  complete  charge 
of  all  the  business  and  of  the  financial  end  of  the  institutions  at 
Mason  City.  That  said  superintendent  shall  be  a  person  competent  to 
keep  an  accurate  and  true  record  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  by 
reason  of  the  Homes  and  farm  at  Mason  City  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  good  standing.  Said 
superintendent  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Trustees. 

Fourth:  That  specific  regulations  be  adopted  and  printed  showing 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  both  the  superintendent  and  of  the 
matron. 

Fifth:  That  the  dairy  herd  be  made  one  of  usefulness  and  kept  at 
a  standard  which  will  insure  a  sufficient  supply  of  milk  and  cream  for 
the  inmates  of  the  Homes.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  result  this 
committee  would  recommend  that  the  herd  be  composed  of  young 
cows  between  the  ages  of  three  and  seven  years. 

Sixth:  That  a  standing  resolution  be  adopted  whereby  no  Trustee 
shall  be  elected  to  succeed  himself  in  office. 

Seventh:  That  if  recommendation  No.  3  be  adopted  none  of  the 
Trustees  need  be  a  resident  of  Mason  City. 

Past  Grand  Master  H.  C.  Ring  moved  that  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file  with 
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the  exception  of  the  printing  of  the  evidence.  Motion  pre¬ 
vailed. 

Representative  S.  D.  Bickford  moved  that  the  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  special  committee  be  received  and  the  chair 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  representatives  to  make  such 
recommendations  as  they  deem  proper,  if  the  Grand  Master 
rules  it  germane  to  this  question,  and  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  be  made  at  this  session.  The  motion  prevailed  and  the 
following  committee  was  appointed:  Representatives  Wm. 
Winegar,  A.  E.  Baumgartner,  F.  W.  Smith,  J.  A.  Cutting  and 
D.  L.  Sohl. 


Representative  Guy  M.  Everett,  for  the  special  committee, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  on  motion  was 
adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

We,  your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matters 
from  Washington  Lodge  No.  1  of  Burlington,  Iowa,  relative  to  the 
application  for  admission  into  the  Old  Folks  Home  at  Mason  City  by 
Mary  Everingham  beg  to  report  that  inasmuch  as  the  law  relative  to 
the  admittance  of  anyone  to  the  Homes  is  specific  and  plain  that  this 
committee  feels  it  must  sustain  the  action  of  the  trustees  in  this 
matter.

Winegar,  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Committee,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was,  on 
motion,  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

We,  your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  recom¬ 
mendations  and  findings  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  conditions 
at  the  Odd  Fellows  Homes  at  Mason  City,  Iowa,  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows: 

That  we  considered  carefully  all  of  the  matters  submitted  by  said 
committee  and  other  affidavits .  and  find  that  brutal  punishment  was 
inflicted  at  different  times  upon  residents  of  said  Homes  by  a  certain 
assistant  matron  who  has  since  been  removed  and  discharged,  and  is 
no  longer  connected  with  the  Homes. 

The  evidence  apparently  indicates  that  the  matron  was  not  aware 
of  this  treatment.  We  feel  that  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  matron 
and  assumed  by  her  are  varied  and  numerous  but  we  feel  that  she  was 
negligent  in  not  knowing  of  the  punishment  inflicted  upon  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Homes  as  indicated. 

These  Homes  have  grown  and  the  residents  are  becoming  more 
numerous  and  will  do  so  in  the  future.  The  institution  is  of  great  im¬ 
portance  and  the  pride  of  our  beloved  Order.  Nothing  should  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  occur  that  would  in  any  manner  reflect  upon  Odd  Fellowship. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  employ  a  competent  male  superintendent  of  good  character 
and  good  standing  in  the  Order  who  shall  have  complete  charge  of  all 
the  business  and  financial  affairs  of  the  Homes  under  direction  of 
the  Trustees.  That  the  Trustees  shall  define  his  duties.  That  the 
Trustees  shall  select  if  possible  a  married  man  whose  wife  shall  be 
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competent  to  act  as  matron  of  the  Homes.  That  the  superintendent 
shall  be  required  to  give  an  indemnity  bond  to  account  for  all  funds 
coming  into  his  hands,  the  premium  to  be  paid  for  out  of  Grand 
Lodge  funds. 

We  further  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  resident  Trustee, 
Brother  S.  A.  Koch,  was  negligent  in  his  duties,  and  we  believe  it 
would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  our  Order  that  he  resign  as  such 
Trustee. 

Therefore,  be  it,  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Homes  employ 
a  competent  superintendent  as  hereinbefore  stated  and  recommend  that 
the  Trustees  shall  fix  his  salary  and  define  his  duties  and  that  the 
matron  be  relieved  of  all  duties  that  shall  devolve  upon  the  superin¬ 
tendent.  Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Home  Trustees  shall 
call  at  least  two  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Mason 
City  each  year  in  addition  to  the  two  regular  meetings  provided  in  the 
Constitution.

Albia,  Iowa,  July  12,  1920. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

On  the  15th  day  of  June,  1920,  the  same  being  the  third  Tues¬ 
day  of  said  month,  the  undersigned,  John  R.  Price,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  Iowa,  called  to  his  assistance,  J.  P.  Lambertson,  and  J.  D. 
Devereaux,  two  disinterested  Past  Grands,  residents  of  Albia,  Iowa, 
and  members  of  Monroe  Lodge  No.  81  in  the  city  of  the  residence 
of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  together  they  proceeded  to  open 
and  canvass  the  vote  for  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
manner  following:  Rejecting  all  ballots  not  mailed  within  six  days 
after  the  first  meeting  night  in  June  of  the  Lodge  from  which  the 
return  was  received,  all  returns  having  been  endorsed  with  the  date 
it  was  received  at  the  office  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

We  entered  on  separate  sheets  for  each  district  respectively  the 
votes  cast  for  each  candidate  so  far  as  the  returns  were  correctly 
certified  to  us.  All  irregular  and  incorrect  returns  were  sent  back 
to  the  proper  Lodges  for  correction  as  required  by  the  laws  and  the 
Constitution  and  an  adjournment  was  taken  until  the  8th  day  of 
July,  1920,  for  final  canvass.  That  on  said  8th  day  of  July  all  irregu¬ 
lar  and  incorrect  returns  properly  corrected  and  returned  to  the 
undersigned  on  and  prior  to  said  date  of  July  8th,  were  on  said 
date  duly  canvassed  and  the  candidates  receiving  the  greater  number 
of  votes  were  declared  elected  and  upon  receipt  of  certificate,  the 
same  will  be  issued  to  each  Representative  elected.  A  list  of  the 
names  of  said  Representatives  so  elected  is  hereto  attached  and  made 
a  part  hereof. 

Some  returns  were  received’  from  some  districts  more  than  six 
days  after  the  first  meeting  night  in  June,  hence  could  not  be 
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counted  under  the  laws,  but  fortunately  had  these  returns  been  re¬ 
ceived  in  time  the  results  of  the  election  in  those  districts  would  not 
have  been  changed. 

Only  one  return  was  received  from  District  No.  32,  together 
with  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  stating  that  no  nomination  had  been 
made  in  the  district  as  by  law  provided  and  in  this  return  the  candi¬ 
date  for  Representative  had  been  nominated  and  elected  on  the  first 
meeting  night  in  June,  hence  the  undersigned  hold  the  election  to  be 
illegal  and  no  Representative  elected  from  that  district.  Having  in 
mind  the  desire  for  a  full  and  complete  representation  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  we  recommend  that  at  the  next  annual  election  a  special 
meeting  be  called  in  this  district. 

In  conformity  with  the  Constitution,  the  undersigned  have  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secretary,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mile¬ 
age  and  Per  Diem,  verbatim  copies  of  this  report  together  with  the 
correct  list  of  the  Representatives  so  elected.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom  was  submitted 
the  papers  in  the  contest  of  D.  0.  Liston,  of  West  Irving  Lodge  No. 
283,  vs.  J.  W.  Schreiner,  of  Gladbrook  Lodge  No.  471,  in  District  No. 
86,  have  had  before  us  the  papers  submitted  in  the  case,  including 
the  original  returns  from  the  various  Lodges  in  said  district,  filed 
with  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  by  him  canvassed  and  certificate 
of  election  issued  and  delivered  to  J.  W.  Schreiner,  and  from  this 
procedure  Brother  D.  0.

Grand  Master’s  Report 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Greeting:  In  accordance  with  the  established  rules  of  our  Order, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Clause  14,  Section  18,  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution,  as  the  Executive  Head  of  this  jurisdiction,  1 
herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  full  accounting  of  my 
official  acts  as  Grand  Master  during  the  interim  of  the  sessions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  have  endeavored  to  make  this  a  year  of  achievement  and  any 
failure  on  my  part  has  been  error  of  judgment  and  not  of  the  heart. 
I  have  given  my  entire  time  to  the  Order  and  have  labored  day  and 
night  for  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Order. 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
I  felt  most  profoundly  the  magnitude  of  the  responsibilities  that  had 
come  to  me.  When  I  assumed  the  oath  of  office,  it  was  with  some 
misgivings,  because  I  was  conscious  of  its  duties,  and  responsibilities. 
However,  having  the  assurance  of  loyal  support  and  evidences  of 
implicit  confidence  in  me  and  my  ability  on  every  hand,  I  set  about 
the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  with  a  firm  determination  to 
“make  good”  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  when  a  full  consideration  has 
been  given  to  the  year’s  work,  this  Grand  Lodge  will  be  able  to  say 
“Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.” 

Today,  my  keenest  feeling  is  not  that  of  joyous  pride  in  what  I 
have  been  able  to  accomplish,  but  is  rather  a  feeling  of  regret  that 
the  achievements  have  been  so  few  in  proportion  to  the  opportunities 
presented  and  the  hopes  I  had.  Wherein  and  as  far  as  I  have  been 
successful,  I  am  glad.  For  my  mistakes  and  failures,  if  any,  I  crave 
your  indulgence.  Whatever  of  success  I  may  have  attained  is  due 
to  a  very  great  extent  to  the  untiring  efforts  and  loyalty  and  co¬ 
operation  of  the  splendid  membership  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and 
I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  of  you  for  the  loyal  sup¬ 
port  accorded  me  this  year. 

On  the  26th  day  of  April  last  year,  Odd  Fellowship  started  on  the 
second  century  of  its  existence.  The  completion  of  the  first  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  as  recorded  is  worthy  of  more  than  perfunctory  observ¬ 
ance.  Our  Order  struggled  for  years  against  misrepesentation.  It 
originated  from  the  smallest  of  beginnings,  and  certainly  has  earned 
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fairly  the  proud  distinction  it  now  occupies  as  the  greatest  brother¬ 
hood  in  the  world.  No  other  organization  fills  such  a  place  in  our 
American  civilization. 

We  have  a  membership  now  numbering  two  and  a  half  millions  in 
the  world.  We  have  disbursed  millions  of  dollars  to  needy  brothers,  re¬ 
lief  of  distress  and  the  care  of  our  orphans  and  old  and  indigent 
members.  This,  indeed,  is  a  record  to  be  proud  of  but  no  words  can 
adequately  describe  the  “Characters  that  have  been  strengthened,  the 
lives  that  have  been  made  cleaner,  the  countless  acts  of  brotherly 
friendships  which  have  been  performed,  or  the  influence  which, 
through  such  avenues,  have  been  quietly  but  actively  helping  to  mold 
our  national  life.” 

One  of  the  great  regrets  that  I  shall  feel  when  surrendering  this 
office  to  my  successor  will  be  the  severing  of  ties  that  have  become 
near  to  me  through  correspondence  and  personal  meetings.  Many 
dear  personal  friendships  have  been  formed  this  year  and  I  earn¬ 
estly  request  that  you  will  not  forget  me  when  my  office  has  been 
passed  to  another.  I  want  the  membership  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  to  know  that  the  year’s  work  has  better  fitted  me  to  be  of 
real  service  to  the  Order  in  the  future,  and  I  shall  ever  be  found 
working  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  I  love  so  dearly. 

After  my  successor  has  been  installed,  I  shall  again  take  up  my 
regular  work  and  will  be  traveling  constantly  in  this  State.  I  am 
at  your  service  and  I  trust  that  you  will  feel  free  to  call  upon  me 
and  when  I  can  arrange  my  trips,  will  be  very  glad,  indeed,  to 
render  any  service  in  my  power  or  help  any  Lodge  desiring  or  needing 
assistance. 

As  most  of  you  are  aware,  I  resigned  from  a  fine  paying  position 
to  assume  this  office  and  as  my  terms  draws  to  a  close,  I  am  more 
than  glad  that  I  did  so.  I  appreciate  the  honor  that  has  come  to  me 
and  to  my  family  more  than  I  can  adequately  express.  I  believe  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  is  entitled  to  a  Grand  Master’s  full  time. 
I  feel  that  one  of  the  qualifications  of  the  office  should  be  the  re¬ 
quirement  that  he  give  his  full  and  undivided  time  to  the  said 
office.  The  field  of  labor  is  so  vast,  the  activities  so  numerous  and 
so  varied,  the  demand  on  both  time  and  talent  so  exacting  that  even 
more  than  human  strength  and  ability  would  be  required  to  perform 
creditably  all  the  requirements,  and  you  have  a  right  to  demand  that, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  all  these  requirements  be  met. 

Of  no  small  significance  in  the  work  and  progress  of  our  Order 
was  the  enforced  closing  of  our  Lodge  rooms  for  a  considerable  time 
during  a  season  of  year  when  the  various  activities  of  our  Lodges 
were  just  getting  into  full  swing.  On  account  of  the  fuel  shortage, 
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a  general  order  was  promulgated  by  the  fuel  administration  pro¬ 
hibiting  meetings  during  the  fuel  crisis,  and  even  after  meetings 
were  permitted  to  be  resumed,  many  Lodges  found  it  difficult  to  get 
back  into  the  spirit  of  real  active  work. 

Not  unlike  former  Grand  Masters,  I  have  found  some  problems  to 
wrestle  with  that  have  caused  me  anxious  days  and  sleepless  nights, 
some  of  which  you  will  find  herein  recorded.  In  all  cases,  I  have 
applied  my  very  best  thought,  and  have  acted  at  all  times  without 
fear  or  favor.  I  have  at  all  times  endeavored  to  see  that  our  laws 
were  obeyed  and  when  there  has  been  an  infraction  thereof,  and  my 
attention  was  called  thereto,  I  have  investigated  such  cases  fear¬ 
lessly.  I  am  convinced  that  as  a  rule  individual  members,  as  well 
as  Lodges,  are  trying  to  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  in 
nearly  every  case  where  the  law  has  been  violated,  it  has  not  been 
done  intentionally,  but  through  a  lack  of  familiarity  with  the  laws. 
After  satisfying  myself  that  such  was  the  case,  I  have  tempered 
justice  with  mercy,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  best  interests  of  the 
Order. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  very  gratifying  to  me  to  meet  personally 
the  large  number  of  young  men  that  have  joined  the  Order  this 
year.  Large  classes  have  been  initiated  in  many  Lodges  that  I  have 
visited,  and  these  brothers  are  taking  active  part  in  the  work.  It 
speaks  well  for  the  future  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Order. 

My  slogan  for  the  year,  “Ten  thousand  new  members  and  no 
suspensions,”  I  believe  has  helped  to  achieve  the  magnificent  gain 
that  has  been  achieved.  The  words  of  my  slogan  have  been  re¬ 
peated  many,  many  times  by  the  membership  this  fiscal  year,  and 
while  I  did  not  expect  to  secure  the  gain  set  forth  therein,  I  wanted 
to  aim  high,  and  am  indeed  well  satisfied  with  the  result. 

Many  letters  are  reaching  my  desk  stating  that  classes  are  being 
sought  for  September  and  months  to  follow.  This  is  indeed  a  year 
of  opportunity  and  wholesale  additions  to  our  Order  should  be  re¬ 
corded.  Now  is. the  time  to  commence  an  active  canvass  of  every 
community,  and  the  individual  or  Lodge  that  fails  to  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  will  be  derelict  in  duty.  We  want  additions  to 
our  membership.  The  community  will  be  benefitted  accordingly. 
Many  large  classes  are  being  formed  now.  A  letter  was  just  received 
today  inviting  me  to  be  present  the  17th  of  September  to  witness 
a  class  of  fifty  receive  the  several  degrees.  I  have  visited  this 
particular  Lodge  and  explained  to  them  that  it  was  only  a  matter  of 
educating  the  prospective  applicant  to  what  we  were  accomplishing 
for  humanity  in  order  to  secure  his  application  for  membership. 
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They  have  tried  my  prescription  and  with  excellent  results.  The 
additions  from  and  after  the  first  of  July  will  be  recorded  in  favor 
of  my  successor.

Decisions 

Several  hundred  questions  of  law  and  interpretations  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  have  been  received  during  my  term.  Many  of  the  questions 
only  required  the  citing  of  former  decisions  or  sections  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  Others  required  considerable  research  and  thoughtful  con- 
sidration.  I  submit  for  your  consideration  only  a  part  of  the  large 
number  received. 

No.  1.  Statement — Some  months  ago,  we  admitted  to  membership 
in  our  Lodge  an  Italian. 

Question — Was  he  eligible  to  membership? 

Answer — Yes,  Italians  are  not  disqualified  for  membership  in  the 
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the  Order  if  they  are  otherwise  qualified. 

No.  2.  Statement — An  applicant  states  in  his  petition  that  on  his 
last  birthday  he  was  thirty-four  years  of  age.  Five  dollars  accom¬ 
panied  the  petition  and  he  was  duly  elected.  Before  he  was  initiated, 
he  became  thirty-five  years  of  age.  Our  by-laws  provide  $5.00  under 
thirty-five  and  $8.00  over  thirty-five  years  of  age. 

Question — What  should  he  pay? 

Answer — At  the  time  of  his  election  to  membership,  the  applicant 
was  under  thirty-five  years  of  age.  He  should  therefore  only  pay 
$5.00  for  the  Intiatory  Degree. 

No.  3.  Statement — We  balloted  on  and  elected  a  young  man  last 
November,  but  before  he  could  be  initiated,  he  went  away  to  school. 
He  has  now  returned  and  is  ready  to  take  the  work. 

Question — Can  we  legally  take  him  in  on  the  fee  he  has  paid  with¬ 
out  any  further  action? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  4.  Question — Can  a  Lodge  spend  $25.00  or  $30.00  several  times 
during  the  year  for  refreshments  and  dances  ? 

Answer — No. 

No.  5*  Question. — When  should  a  Financial  Secretary  turn  over  to 
the  Lodge  the  Initiation  Fees? 

Answer — On  the  same  night  that  the  candidate  is  elected. 

No.  6.  Statement — A  member  of  the  Order  was  in  the  military 
service  during  the  world  war  and  his  Lodge  has  been  re-imbursed  for 
dues  paid  for  him  to  July  1st,  1919.  He  received  his  discharge  and 
later  enlisted  in  the  regular  army. 

Question — Should  the  Grand  Lodge  continue  to  reimburse  his  Lodge 
for  his  dues  while  serving  in  the  regular  army  ? 

Answer — No. 

No.  7.  Statement — The  Representative  from  this  District  was  at 
our  Lodge  last  meeting  night  and  he  informed  us  that  after  we  had 
paid  a  brother  sick  benefits  for  one  year  our  obligations  ceased.  We 
have  a  brother  to  whom  we  have  been  paying  sick  benefits  continu¬ 
ously  for  three  years  and  we  would  like  the  law  on  the  matter. 

Question — Can  we  cease  paying  at  the  end  of  one  year? 

Answer — No,  unless  your  By-laws  so  provide.  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  has  enacted  legislation  authorizing  Grand  Bodies  to 
permit  subordinate  lodges  to  pay  no  sick  benefits  after  fifty-two 
weeks  and  our  Grand  Lodge  has  so  legislated.  The  matter  then  comes 
back  to  your  Lodge  and  is  purely  a  matter  of  the  reading  of  your 
by-laws.  If  you  have  amended  the  same  and  they  now  read  that  bene- 
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fits  cease  at  the  end  of  fifty-two  weeks,  you  do  not  have  to  pay  after 
that  time.  If  not,  then  the  Lodge  is  bound  to  continue  such  pay¬ 
ments  until  such  by-laws  have  been  amended  in  a  legal  way  providing 
for  the  payment  of  benefits  for  one  year  only  and  not  thereafter. 

No.  8.  Statement — Three  years  ago,  a  former  member  of  the  Order 
made  application  to  a  Lodge  now  defunct  and  received  the  Initiatory 
Degree  only.  The  charter  of  this  Lodge  has  been  surrendered. 

Question — How  can  he  become  a  member  of  this  Lodge? 

Answer — Send  $1.00  to  Grand  Secretary,  L.  W.  Smith,  and  request 
a  defunct  certificate.  If  elected,  your  Lodge  then  can  confer  the  rest 
of  the  degrees. 

No.  9.  Statement — There  are  several  former  brothers  at  Promise 
City,  six  miles  from  here,  who  would  like  to  become  members  of  our 
Lodge.  They  had  their  charter  taken  from  them  some  time  ago. 

Question.— What  is  the  proper  way  for  them  to  become  members 
here? 

Answer — Each  applicant  must  send  $1.00  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
requesting  defunct  certificate.  Attach  the  said  certificate  to  the 
petition  for  membership.  If  elected,  they  then  sign  the  constitution 
of  your  Lodge.  This  completes  their  full  membership. 

No.  10.  Statement — Having  been  treasurer  for  the  past  year  and 
elected  again  for  the  ensuing  year,  I  would  like  to  know  how  about 
installing  myself  I  am  District  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Question — Will  it  be  necessary  to  be  installed  again  this  year? 

Answer — Yes,  appoint  a  Past  Grand  to  install  you. 

No.  11.  Statement. — Our  Lodge  owns  valuable  property.  The  rec¬ 
ords  for  several  years  back  are  conflicting  as  to  the  length  of  the  term 
of  the  elected  Trustee  and  in  some  cases  do  not  show  the  election,  so 
that  it  is  impossible  to  trace  a  complete  board  of  trustees  from  our 
records. 

Question — Is  it  necessary  for  the  records  to  show  that  a  brother 
elected  to  the  office  of  trustee  is  in  good  standing  on  the  books  and 
that  his  bond  has  been  duly  accepted  in  open  Lodge  before  he  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  act?  This  Lodge  requires  the  Trustees  to  give  bond. 

Answer — Yes,  your  records  must  in  all  cases  show  that  the  Trus¬ 
tees  were  elected  as  provided  by  law.  See  section  50,  Subordinate  Con¬ 
stitution. 

No.  12.  Statement. — The  American  Legion  boys  of  this  place  are 
desirous  of  renting  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  hall  for  public  dances  and  the 
brothers  of  our  Lodge  are  divided  in  opinion  as  to  whether  we  can 
rent  the  hall  legally  for  such  a  purpose. 
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Question — Can  we  rent  our  hall  to  the  American  Legion  for  public 
dances  ? 

Answer — Unless  the  Subordinate  Lodge  has  passed  a  resolution  and 
incorporated  the  same  in  their  minutes  prohibiting  dancing  in  your 
Lodge  room,  then  your  trustees  have  a  perfect  right  to  rent  the  hall 
to  the  American  Legion. 

No.  13.  Statement — Our  Lodge  has  instructed  me  to  make  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement:  A  party  desires  to  join  our  Lodge.  He  lives  nearer 
to  three  different  Lodges  than  our  own.  The  Lodge  nearest  to  him 
is  willing  to  waive. 

Question — Is  it  necessary  to  get  the  consent  of  the  other  two 
Lodges  ? 

Answer — See  Section  13,  Subordinate  Constitution,  a  part  of  which 
reads:  “No  petition  for  membership  either  by  initiation  or  otherwise 
shall  be  received  or  acted  upon  by  this  Lodge  if  the  residence  of  the 
applicant  acted  upon  be  within  less  distance  of  any  other  Lodge  unless 
the  consent  of  the  Lodge  nearest  the  residence  of  the  applicant  accom¬ 
pany  the  application.”  Therefore,  the  answer  is  yes. 

No.  14.  Question — Our  Lodge  would  like  to  know  if  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  has  the  authority  to  issue  a  dispensation  for 
Joint  Installation. 

Answer _ No. 

No.  15.  Question — Can  a  Past  Grand  install  the  officers  at  a  Joint 
Installation  ? 

Answer — No,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  must  install. 

No.  16.  Statement — We  have  a  member  of  this  Lodge  who  has 
proven  himself  to  be  an  “Over-draft”  artist.  Prior  to  his  entry  into 
our  Lodge,  he  worked  here  for  almost  a  year  and  seemed  to  be  a  fine 
young  man.  His  petition  was  presented  and  he  was  elected  to  mem¬ 
bership.  He  tendered  a  check  for  his  Initiatory  which  proved  O.  K. 
Later,  he  tendered  a  check  for  his  degrees  which  proved  no  good.  The 
treasurer  did  not  present  the  check  to  the  bank  promptly  for  some 
reason,  and  in  the  meanwhile  he  tendered  the  Lodge  another  check 
for  $2.00  on  dues  and  received  a  receipt.  After  the  receipt  had  been 
issued,  we  found  that  the  former  check  was  no  good.  It  came  back 
marked  “No  funds.”  The  $2.00  check  likewise.  There  are  a  number 
.  of  other  checks  in  this  town  and  locality  all  returned  marked  “No 
funds.”  The  $4.00  check  came  back  which  he  gave  us  for  dues  with 
charges  on  it  for  collection  fee. 

Question — What  action  ought  we  to  take  against  the  said  brother? 

Answer — Prefer  charges  against  the  said  brother  under  Section  79, 
Subordinate  Constitution. 
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No.  17.  Question. — For  how  long  a  period  is  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  elected? 

Answer — One  year. 

No.  18.  Statement — We  have  an  application  for  membership  in  our 
Lodge,  properly  elected  and  all  degrees  paid  for.  We  have  been  un¬ 
fortunate  in  the  loss  of  our  hall  by  fire  and  are  very  poorly  equipped 
for  doing  degree  work  and  before  we  could  confer  the  Initiatory  De¬ 
gree  on  the  applicant,  he  moved  to  Nebraska. 

Question. — Is  there  not  some  way  whereby  he  could  get  the  Init¬ 
iatory  and  other  degrees  conferred  on  him  in  the  town  where  he  now 
lives  or  will  it  be  necessary  for  him  to  come  back  here  in  order  to 
receive  the  Initiatory  Degree? 

Answer — No,  see  Section  215,  Note  c,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  19.  Question — If  a  member  pays  his  dues  in  advance,  does  it 
belong  to  the  Lodge  in  case  the  brother  meets  with  death  before  the 
end  of  the  term  for  which  said  dues  paid  him  in  advance? 

Answer — No,  the  dues  paid  in  advance  must  be  returned. 

No.  20.  Question — Is  it  required  of  each  candidate  to  commit  the 
secret  work  and  obligation  before  being  advanced  to  the  next  degree  ? 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  21.  Statement — Sometime  ago,  a  party  from  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
called  on  our  Lodge  and  solicited  aid  for  the  Near-East  Relief.  We 
voted  to  make  a  donation  of  $60.00,  payable  quarterly.  We  have  made 
two  payments  as  agreed,  and  now  we  find  in  your  official  commu¬ 
nication  that  we  cannot  make  this  donation  so  we  are  asking  you  what 
we  shall  do  to  square  ourselves. 

Question — What  shall  we  do  about  our  action  in  the  matter? 

Answer — Your  Lodge  cannot  legally  use  its  funds  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  and  your  treasurer  should  be  reimbursed  in  a  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  donated.  Again,  I  must  advise  you  that  only  $25.00  can 
be  donated  for  any  lawful  purpose.  See  Section  167,  Subordinate  Con¬ 
stitution. 

No.  22.  Statement — A  brother  who  was  dropped  some  years  ago  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  wishes  to  be  re-instated.  The  local  by-laws 
state  that  he  must  pay  the  initiate  fee  of  the  age  that  he  has  attained 
which  is  $8.00  and  one  year’s  dues.  * 

Question — Does  the  fee  of  $8.00  pay  for  one  year’s  dues  in  advance 

Answer — No,  the  $8.00  re-instates  the  brother.  Dues  commence  on 
the  night  of  re-instatement. 

No.  23.  Statement — Our  Lodge  has  a  brother  who  was  taken  to  the 
Cherokee  Insane  Hospital.  He  is  a  single  man. 
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Question — Is  he  entitled  to  weekly  benefits  for  the  time  he  is  in  the 
hospital  ? 

Answer — See  Section  30,  page  16  Code  of  General  Laws.  You  will 
allow  the  sick  benefits  weekly,  said  funds  to  remain  in  charge  of  the 
Lodge  and  to  be  expended  solely  for  the  comfort  of  the  brother  at 
Cherokee.  If  there  appears  to  be  no  need  for  the  expenditure  of  this 
money  for  his  personal  comfort,  then  you  need  not  pay  out  same.  In 
the  event  of  his  death,  if  this  brother  is  single,  the  unexpended  benefits 
will  revert  to  the  General  Fund  of  your  Lodge. 

No.  24.  Question — Can  a  Subordinate  Lodge  legally  use  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Fund  to  buy  pcol  table,  billiard  table  or  piano  ? 

Answer — Yes,  see  Section  315,  Article  1,  Code  General  Laws. 

No.  25.  Question — Is  it  necessary  when  a  new  Noble  Grand  is  in¬ 
stalled  for  him  to  appoint  a  Past  Grand  as  Chaplain? 

Answer — No,  any  Third  Degree  member  is  eligible  to  serve  as 
Chaplain. 

No.  26.  Question — Can  our  Lodge  secure  a  dispensation  to  wear  our 
robes  in  a  parade  on  July  5th? 

Answer _ No. 

No.  27.  Question — Does  the  Right  and  Left  Supporter  of  the  Noble 
Grand  have  to  be  a  Past  Grand?  We  have  one  brother  who  insists 
that  they  must  be  a  Past  Grand. 

Answer — No,  any  Third  Degree  member  is  eligible. 

No.  28.  Question — How  many  nights  are  nominations  open  for  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Officers? 

Answer — The  last  meeting  night  in  May  and  November  only. 

No.  29.  Statement — A  member  of  Grinnell  Lodge,  No.  358,  then  liv¬ 
ing  at  Harvey,  Il'inois,  was  reported  sick  on  the  5th  of  November,  1919, 
and  $7.00  was  enclosed  to  pay  his  dues  and  a  funeral  assessment  that 
had  been  made  early  in  1919,  thus  paying  his  dues  to  January  1st, 

1920.  The  dues  at  the  time  were  $4.00  per  year,  thus  you  will  see 
that  the  brother  was  in  arrears  from  July  1st,  1918.  In  December, 
1919,  there  was  a  donation  collected  for  the  brother  and  the  brother 
having  the  fund  in  charge  paid  the  brother’s  dues  to  January  1st, 

1921.  On  June  21st,  1920,  the  brother  died  from  the  same  illness  for 
which  we  were  notified  on  November  5th,  1919.  You  will  note  that 
the  brother  was  at  the  time  he  was  reported  sick  in  November,  1919, 
in  arrears  from  JuV  1st,  1918,  and  that  he  never  recovered  from  that 
illness  but  died  on  June  21st,  1920. 

Question — Was  the  brother  ever  entitled  to  sick  benefits  from  No¬ 
vember  5th,  1919,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  June  21,  1920? 
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Answer — No. 

Question. — Was  his  widow  entitled  to  funeral  expenses? 

Answer. — No,  see  section  58,  Subordinate  Constitution,  the  law  in 
this  case. 

No.  30.  Question — We  will  have  the  Anniversary  Sermon  preached 
Sunday  night,  the  25th.  Would  it  be  appropriate  to  wear  our  collars? 
If  so,  will  we  need  dispensation  ? 

Answer. — It  will  be  perfectly  appropriate  and  right  for  your  Lodge 
to  wear  their  regalia  Sunday  night,  the  25th,  at  your  anniversary 
ceremony.  You  will  find  permission  granted  in  my  communication  in 
the  issue  of  April  15th  Odd  Fellow. 

No.  31.  Statement — We  have  a  non-beneficial  member  risiding  in 
California.  As  I  understand  the  law,  he  is  entitled  to  the  privilege  of 
visiting. 

Question. — What  shall  I  send  him  as  a  receipt  in  lieu  of  the  official 
receipt  ?  What  is  the  price  of  same  ? 

Answer — A  certificate  for  non-beneficial  members.  The  price  of 
same  is  listed  as  No.  8,  found  on  page  277,  1919  Grand  Lodge  Journal. 

No.  32.  Statement — A  member  of  our  Lodge  was  recently  convicted 
for  stealing  cattle  and  was  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years. 

Question — What  is  our  duty  in  the  matter  ? 

Answer — He  should  be  expelled.  See  Section  96,  Subordinate  Con¬ 
stitution. 

No.  33.  Statement — An  appointive  office  is  declared  vacant.  The 
Noble  Grand  appoints  to  fill  vacancy. 

Question — Does  the  brother  appointed  have  to  be  installed? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  34.  Question. — Under  what  conditions  does  the  Grand  Lodge 
help  a  Subordinate  Lodge  pay  off  indebtedness  against  their  temple? 

Answer — The  Grand  Lodge,  under  no  circumstances,  assists  to  pay 
off  indebtedness  against  a  Subordinate  property  while  said  charter  is 
in  full  force  and  effect. 

No.  35.  Question — If  the  members  of  our  Lodge  pay  off  the  in¬ 
debtedness  against  our  temple  and  surrender  our  charter,  would  the 
property  revert  to  the  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  36.  Statement — We  had  quite  a  dispute  in  our  Lodge  last  meet¬ 
ing  as  to  whether  or  not  we  were  allowed  to  vote  on  petitions  col¬ 
lectively  or  whether  we  had  to  vote  on  them  separately.  We  could 
not  come  to  any  agreement. 
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Question. — What  is  the  law  ? 

Answer — See  Section  517,  Code  of  General  Laws.  “Collective  bal¬ 
lot  shall  not  be  permitted.  When  more  than  one  petition  for  member¬ 
ship  shall  be  before  any  Subordinate  body  of  the  Order  for  action  at 
the  same  time,  a  separate  ballot  shall  be  cast  upon  each  petition.” 

No.  37.  Question — Does  a  member  have  to  be  paid  three  months 
in  advance  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  ? 

Answer — No,  but  he  must  be  in  good  standing. 

No.  38.  Statement — On  February  9th,  1920,  this  Lodge  adopted  'a 
new  set  of  by-laws  and  on  February  16th,  you  approved  the  same. 

Question. — When  do  these  by-laws  take  effect? 

Answer — Your  by-laws  became  effective  on  the  date  I  signed  the 
same. 

.  No.  39.  On  January  1st,  1920,  a  number  of  our  brothers  paid  for 
a  year  in  advance.  In  February,  we  raised  our  dues  from  $4.00  per 
year  to  $5.00  per  year. 

Question — Should  the  brothers  pay  the  extra  dollar  ? 

Answer — Yes,  the  members  who  were  paid  in  advance,  even  though 
they  hold  a  receipt,  must  pay  the  difference  between  the  new  rates 
and  the  dues  charged  at  the  time  the  by-laws  became  effective. 

No.  40.  Question — Is  it  lawful  to  declare  the  office  of  trustee  va¬ 
cant  on  account  of  non-attendance? 

Answer — No,  you  cannot  declare  the  office  of  trustee  vacant  be¬ 
cause  of  non-attendance  at  meetings. 

No.  41.  Question — Can  the  encampment  members  wear  their  re¬ 
galia  when  visiting  Subordinate  and  Rebekah  Lodges? 

Answer — Yes,  see  Section  607,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  42.  Question — Is  there  any  special  law  or  form  for  incorpo¬ 
rating  a  Subordinate  Lodge? 

Answer — Yes,  write  to  Grand  Secretary,  L.  W.  Smith,  requesting 
blanks  for  incorporation. 

No.  43.  Statement — A  member  in  good  standing  loses  his  wife  by 
death  and  benefits  are  paid  by  the  Lodge  and  the  said  member  marries 
his  second  wife. 

Question — In  case  of  her  death,  is  the  Lodge  liable  for  benefits 
again  ? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  44.  Question — If  a  Subordinate  Lodge  desires  to  sell  its  prop¬ 
erty,  must  the  said  Subordinate  Lodge  secure  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Lodge? 
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Answer — No. 

No.  45.  Question — Would  it  be  legal  to  discontinue  sick  benefits 
after  one  year’s  sickness  if  our  by-laws  are  so  amended? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  46.  Statement — On  April  1,  1920,  a  brother  paid  dues  to  July 
1,  1920. 

Question. — Is  the  said  brother  entitled  to  the  Annual  Traveling  Pass 
Word? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  47.  Statement. — A  member  of  our  Lodge  in  good  standing  lives 
in  another  state. 

Question. — Is  he  entitled  to  go  to  our  Old  Folks’  Home  at  Mason 
City  ? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  48.  Question — Is  it  necessary  for  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
who  were  installed  in  January  to  be  installed  again  in  July? 

Answer. — No,  they  were  elected  and  installed  for  one  year. 

No.  49.  Question — Will  you  grant  a  dispensation  to  close  our 
Lodge  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  during  which  time  we  are  going  to 
re-decorate  our  Lodge  rooms  and  have  them  cleaned  up  in  general? 

Answer — No,  your  request  is  illegal. 

No.  50.  Question — After  a  brother  has  been  initiated  and  makes  ap¬ 
plication  for  the  First  Degree,  do  we  have  to  use  the  ball  ballot  to 
elect  him  or  not  ? 

Answer — No,  when  you  voted  on  his  petition,  you  elected  him  to  all 
the  degrees  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge. 

No.  51.  Statement — A  brother  was  initiated  in  October,  1891.  He 
was  a  member  of  our  Degree  Staff  for  years.  Later,  he  was  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  He  finally  re-instated  and  transferred  to 
another  Lodge.  During  1919,  he  served  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  He  desires  a  Veteran’s  jewel. 

Question. — Is  he  legally  entitled  to  the  jewel? 

Answer. — No,  Section  614,  page  295,  Article  A,  Code  of  General 
Laws,  recites:  “Continuous  and  consecutive  membership  is. necessary.” 
Any  other  construction  would  defeat  the  purpose  of  an  honor  attached 
to  the  privilege  of  wearing  such  a  jewel. 

No.  52.  Question — When  the  friends  and  relatives  of  a  deceased 
bother  refuse  to  permit  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  brothers  to  have  charge  of  the 
funeral,  are  we  obligated  to  pay  the  funeral  benefits  to  them  ? 

Answer _ Yes. 
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No.  53.  Statement — A  brother,  our  present  Vice  Grand  and  the  only 
one  eligible  to  Noble  Grand  has  removed  to  Omaha  and  bought  a 
business  there.  He  is  a  splendid  fellow  and  a  good  Odd  Fellow.  At 
our  regular  election  last  week,  we  elected  him  Noble  Grand  unani¬ 
mously. 

Question — Is  he  eligible? 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  54.  Statement — A  brother  was  elected  Noble  Grand  of  this 
Lodge  but  before  he  was  installed,  went  into  the  army.  Our  regularly 
elected  Vice  Grand  was  installed  but  held  his  station  but  a  few  meet- 
nigs  before  going  into  the  army.  Both  of  these  brothers  are  now  home. 
At  our  last  regular  election,  neither  of  the  said  brothers,  though 
present,  were  elected,  not  having  been  previously  nominated  and  they 
feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  offices  according  to  the  war  legisla¬ 
tion. 

Question — What  is  the  right  action  for  the  Lodge  to  take? 

Answer — ,See  Decision  61,  found  on  page  136,  1918  Grand  Lodge 
Journal.  If  your  Lodge  acted  rightly  in  the  matter  and  your  minutes 
show  that  the  brother  were  excused  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  war  legislation,  then  they  are  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the 
office,  but  if  the  two  brothers  mentioned  resigned  their  office  or  the 
chair  was  declared  vacant,  then  they  are  not  entitled  to  the  honors 
as  per  this  legislation. 

No.  55.  Question — Can  the  Junior  Past  Grand  be  nominated  and 
elected  Recording  Secretary? 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  56.  Statement — I  received  a  commission  from  you  as  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  and  since  receiving  same  I  have  moved  from 
Iowa  into  Minnesota,  but  still  hold  my  membership  in  Iowa. 

Question — Have  I  the  right  to  install  the  officers  in  my  District? 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  57.  Recently  we  received  an  application  of  a  member  tor 
re-instatment  who  had  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues.  It 
was  acted  upon  favorably.  Along  with  his  application  for  re-instate¬ 
ment  was  an  application  for  a  transfer  certificate.  They  are  organiz¬ 
ing  a  new  Lodge  in  the  town  where  he  now  lives  in  (Minnesota  and 
he  is  one  of  the  organizers. 

Question — Can  we  issue  him  a  Transfer  Certificate  ? 

Answer — (No,  what  the  brother  wants  is  a  withdrawal  card  and  you 
should  advise  him  the  fee  provided  in  your  by-laws. 

No.  58.  Question — By  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  Lodge,  the  Sec- 
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retary  was  instructed  to  ask  you  if  the  charter  could  be  opened  to 
soldier  boys  free  for  a  period  of  six  months  and  if  not  free,  what 
favors  can  be  allowed  them  ? 

Answer — 1N0,  our  laws  do  not  permit  one  member  to  be  admitted 
for  any  less  sum  than  provided  for  in  the  constitution  and  the  by-laws 
of  your  Lodge. 

No.  59.  Question — If  a  brother  is  nominated  for  an  elective  office, 
and  he  is  absent  from  the  Lodge  meeting  both  on  the  night  of  the 
nomination  and  election,  can  he  be  elected? 

Answer., — Yes. 

No.  60.  Statement — In  the  year  1916,  a  candidate  was  given  the 
Initiatory  Degree  in  this  Lodge  and  never  returned  for  the  remaining 
three  degrees  until  now.  He  has  never  been  dropped  by  the  Lodge. 

Question. — Is  it  necessary  to  ballot  upon  him  again? 

Answer — No,  but  he  must  pay  dues  from  the  time  he  was  initiated. 
After  the  payment  of  dues  to  date,  he  is  entitled  to  the  remainder  of 
the  degrees. 

No.  61.  Question — Have  we  a  right  to  reconsider  nomination  of 
Noble  Grand  on  regular  nomination  night? 

Answer — No,  if  nominee  is  eligible  and  qualified. 

No.  62.  Question — How  long  must  a  brother  be  a  member  to  be 
entitled  to  a  Veteran  Jewel  and  who  pays  for  it,  the  Lodge  or  the 
brother  who  is  entitled  to  it? 

Answer — (See  Section  614,  Article  7.  “Members  of  the  Order  in 
good  standing  and  who  for  twenty-five  years  or  more  have  been  such 
shall  be  entitled  to  wear  a  jewel  to  be  designated  ‘The  Veteran  Jewel,  I. 
O.  O.  F.’  The  Lodge  may  purchase  the  jewel  or  the  individual  member. 
Send  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  proper  blanks  to  make  application  for 
the  jewel.” 

No.  63.  Question — Has  the  Noble  Grand  the  right  to  permit  the 
members  to  sit  in  Lodge  without  regalia  ? 

Answer — No,  see  Section  610,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  64.  Question — What  is  a  non-affiliate  member?  Is  he  a 
brother  who  has  not  taken  all  his  degrees  ? 

Answer — Non-affiliate  member.  When  a  person  shall  have  been 
regularly  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Order  and  shall  have  re¬ 
tained  membership  therein  not  less  than  five  years  and  shall  there¬ 
after  have  become  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  shall  have 
taken  a  withdrawal  card  and  allowed  it  to  expire  without  deposit,  or 
shall  have  resigned  his  membership,  or  shall  have  been  a  member  of  a 
Lodge  or  encampment  which  surrendered  or  forfeited  its  charter  and 
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shall  at  the  date  of  his  application,  be  over  fifty  years  of  age,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  or  encampment  upon  produc¬ 
ing  the  proof  of  his  former  membership  required  by  law,  as  a  non- 
beneficial  member,  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  such  fees  and  dues 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  law  of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  his  appli¬ 
cation  shall  be  made. 

No.  65.  Question. — Is  it  permissible  for  the  officers  and  members 
of  our  Lodge  to  wear  badges  instead  of  collars? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  66.  Question — If  the  investigating  committee  reports  unfavor¬ 
able,  is  it  necessary  and  obligatory  to  proceed  with  the  ballot? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  67.  Statement — If  a  member  is  taken  sick  or  disabled  from 
following  his  ordinary  vocation  or  any  other  work,  before  he  has  been 
a  contributing  member  six  months. 

Question — Is  he  entitled  to  benefits  after  the  six  months’  period 
of  membership? 

Answer — Yes,  see  Article  C.,  top  of  page  4,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  68.  Statement — We  have  a  brother  in  our  Lodge  who  got  hurt 
about  three  months  ago  and  is  not  able  to  do  any  work.  We  have 
paid  him  regular  weekly  benefits.  He  wants  us  to  send  out  letters 
asking  aid  from  other  Lodges.  He  is  a  widower  with  three  small 
children  and  claims  to  be  in  very  poor  circumstances.  Our  Lodge  is 
badly  in  debt  and  it  is  about  all  we  can  do  to  keep  up  without  making 
any  donations.  The  brother  seems  to  think  that  the  Odd  Fellows 
should  keep  him  and  is  very  insistent  in  his  demands. 

Question — Is  it  permissible  to  send  out  letters  to  other  Lodges  ask¬ 
ing  for  aid  for  the  brother? 

Answer — No.  You  should  inform  the  brother  of  his  rights  to  place 
his  children  in  the  Homes  at  Mason  City. 

No.  69.  Question — Do  we  receive  any  back  pay  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  brothers  who  served  in  the  late  war  in  regard  to  their 
dues? 

Answer — See  1917  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  page  130,  which  fully 
answers  your  questions. 

No.  70.  Statement. — We  are  having  considerable  discussion  in  our 
Lodge  over  the  new  rates  for  admission  which  became  effective  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1920.  We  have  several  applicants  that  were  elected  in  1919, 
and  will  not  have  received  all  of  the  degrees  until  in  January. 

Question — Must  they  pay  the  new  fee  ? 

Answer — No,  when  a  candidate  is  elected,  your  Lodge  enters  into  a 
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contract  with  him  to  confer  upon  him  all  of  the  degrees  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  for  a  stated  sum  of  money.  Therefore,  he  will  pay  such  a 
sum  for  initiation  and  the  three  degrees  as  your  by-laws  provided  at 
the  time  of  his  election. 

No.  71.  Question — Can  a  member  of  the  Degree  of  Truth  hold  the 
treasurer’s  office  when  he  has  not  held  any  inferior  office? 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  72.  Question — I  am  directed  by  the  Lodge  to  ask  if  the  Noble 
Grand  has  the  authority  to  call  a  special  meeting  to  confer  a  degree 
without  a  dispensation,  the  candidate  having  been  previously  elected 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  this  Lodge  and  qualified  to  receive  the  degree 
at  the  time  the  meeting  was  called. 

Answer — Yes,  see  Section  221,  Code  of  General  Laws;  also  see 
Sections  4  and  5,  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  73.  Statement — The  Lodge  has  instructed  me  to  write  you  in 
regard  to  a  matter  of  renting  our  I.  O.  O.  F.  hall  to  the  K.  P.  Lodge 
to  hold  their  meettings  there. 

Question — What  would  you  advise? 

Answer — This  is  a  matter  for  your  Lodge  to  determine.  There  is 
no  reason  why  you  should  not  rent  your  hall  to  the  K.  P.  Lodge.  It 
would  show  a  fraternal  spirit  and  would  bring  you  an  income. 

No.  74.  Statement. — Our  Lodge  voted  on  the  admission  of  a  can¬ 
didate.  The  ballot  box  used  was  a  new  one  and  the  balls  and  black 
cubes  were  old  ones  that  were  formerly  used  in  another  box  and  the 
cubes  were  so  large  that  they  would  not  pass  through  the  opening  in 
the  ballot  box.  (The  box  had  been  used  before  but  the  fact  of  the 
cubes  being  too  large  had  not  been  discovered.)  One  brother  tried 
to  use  a  cube  and  could  not  pass  it  through  the  opening.  Thus  he 
was  prevented  from  voting.  He  reported  the  condition  of  the  box  to 
the  Noble  Grand  before  the  result  was  announced  but  the  Noble  Grand 
paid  no  attention  to  his  protest  and  announced  the  result  favorable  and 
declared  the  candidate  elected. 

Question. — Was  the  candidate  legally  elected. 

Answer — The  candidate  stands  elected.  First,  for  the  reason  that 
you  have  evidence  of  only  the  attempt  of  one  brother  to  cast  a  black 
ball.  Second,  you  cannot,  because  of  the  carelessness  of  the  officers 
of  your  Lodge,  place  the  rights  of  a  petitioner  in  jeopardy. 

No.  75.  Question — As  Secretary,  I  am  instructed  to  ask  if  it  is  per¬ 
missible  to  send  to  a  certain  publishing  company  for  books  so  that 
some  of  our  members  can  learn  the  work  by  heart. 

Answer _ No. 
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1N0.  76.  Statement — A  brother  having’  taken  the  Initiatory  Degree 
only  in  another  jurisdiction  makes  application  to  become  a  member  of 
a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  ignoring  the  fact  that  he  was  ever  affil¬ 
iated  with  the  Order.  This  brother  received  the  Initiatory  Degree  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  and  was  supposedly  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Question — Can  the  Lodge  where  he  now  applies  for  membership 
legally  accept  and  act  upon  this  brother’s  application  without  a  dis¬ 
missal  certificate  from  the  Lodge  in  which  he  was  formerly  initiated  ? 

Answer — A  brother  who  has  been  initiated  cannot  make  application 
by  initiation  to  another  Lodge.  He  must  re-instate  in  the  Lodge  in 
which  he  was  initiated  or  send  $1.00  for  a  dismissal  certificate  after 
which  he  can  make  application  to  your  Lodge  but  the  dismissal  certifi¬ 
cate,  or  if  he  re-instates,  must  be  accompanied  by  his  official  receipt. 

No.  77.  Statement — A  brother’s  dues  were  paid  to  July  1,  1919,  and 
he  died  August  16,  1919.  His  relatives  now  present  an  official  re¬ 
ceipt  which  was  not  signed  but  had  the  Lodge  seal  on  it  and  in  a  hand 
writing  different  from  that  of  our  present  secretary.  It  may  have 
been  in  the  writing  of  a  former  secretary. 

Question — Is  his  family  entitled  to  the  death  benefits  ? 

Answer — Yes.  The  unsigned  receipt  does  not  enter  into  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  benefits.  The  fact  that  he  was  paid  to  July  1,  and  so  admitted 
in  your  statement,  and  he  died  August  16th,  under  our  law  would 
make  him  in  good  standing.  Referring  to  the  unsigned  receint  held 
by  the  relatives  of  the  deceased,  your  Lodge  ledger  governs  the  stand¬ 
ing  of  the  member  regardless  of  any  receipt  that  any  brother  may  hold. 

No.  78.  Statement — A  young  brother  of  our  Lodge  went  away  to 
war  and  since  his  return  has  been  living  in  another  city  and  reports 
reach  us  that  he  is  making  his  living  by  gambling.  We  have  no  actual 
proof  but  we  do  know  that  he  has  not  done  any  work  to  support 
himself  in  the  manner  in  which  he  is  living.  The  police  have  had  him 
up  for  a  hold-up  on  a  crap  game.  He  was  not  found  guilty.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Lodge  are  divided  as  to  the  best  methods  of  procedure. 

Question — What  would  you  advise? 

Answer — As  Odd  Fellows,  you  have  promised  to  not  only  look  after 
the  conduct  of  the  brother  in  the  Lodge  room  but  out  of  it.  There¬ 
fore,  the  first  duty  of  your  Lodge  is  to  counsel,  advise  and  endeavor  to 
show  him  the  error  of  his  ways.  This  is  always  a  duty  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  and  will  always  win  for  the  right  if  followed  out.  Failing  in  this, 
there  is  only  one  course  to  pursue.  If  the  said  brother  continues  the 
reputation  he  now  enjoys  and  fails  to  take  notice  of  your  advice  and 
kindly  offices,  and  sufficient  evidence  is  secured  to  justify  the  course, 
prefer  charges  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow. 
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No.  79.  Statement — The  insurance  on  our  I.  O.  0.  F.  hall  expired 
May  9,  1919.  Agent  A  was  instructed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Lodge  to 
write  a  new  policy  covering  the  building  and  contents.  The  policy  was 
duly  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  said  Lodge.  A  bill  for  the  same  was 
presented  to  the  Lodge  O.  K.’d  by  two  of  the  trustees.  Then  it  was 
discovered  that  Agent  B  had  also  written  a  policy  covering  the  same 
premises  without  order  of  the  Lodge  or  trustees. 

Question — Which  agent  should  the  Lodge  pay? 

Answer — The  Subordinate  trustees  have  general  supervision  o*  the 
property  and  funds  of  the  Lodge  and  they  were  acting  within  their 
legal  rights  in  ordering  the  insurance  written.  In  fact,  it  is  made  ob¬ 
ligatory  by  the  Grand  Lodge  that  all  Lodge  property  be  kept  insured. 
The  trustees  should  report  their  action  as  per  Section  51  of  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Constitution.  The  Lodge  should  pay  Agent  A. 

% 

No.  80.  Statement — There  has  been  handed  to  our  Lodge  a  receipt 
together  with  a  letter  of  facts  from  a  Lodge  in  Oklahoma  that  a  certain 
brother  had  received  the  Initiatory  Degree  only,  but  has  paid  to  said 
Oklahoma  Lodge  the  full  fees  for  the  remaining  three  degrees  and 
also  a  year’s  dues  in  advacne.  He  left  there  before  he  received  the 
three  degrees  and  came  to  our  city  in  Iowa,  and  now  requests  that  we 
now  confer  the  degrees  on  him. 

Question — -Will  our  Lodge  have  to  confer  the  degrees  on  the  said 
brother  without  the  Oklahoma  Lodge  paying  the  local  Lodge  for  the 
degree  fees? 

Answer — Your  Lodge  should  confer  the  three  degrees  on  the  brother 
as  a  proper  courtesy  to  the  Oklahoma  Lodge  but  only  on  the  written 
request  of  said  Oklahoma  Lodge.  The  degree  fees  as  per  your  state¬ 
ment  of  facts  have  been  paid  to  the  said  Oklahoma  Lodge  and  belong 
to  them. 

No.  81.  Question — Is  it  necessary  to  pay  any  stated  amount  for 
sick  benefits  ?  Is  it  necessary  to  pay  funeral  benefits  for  a  brother’s 
wife?  Is  it  necessary  to  name  in  the  by-laws  any  stated  amount 
for  nurse  hire? 

Answer — 1.  Yes,  not  less  than  $2.00  per  week  for  one  year.  2.  No, 
unless  your  by-laws  so  provide.  3.  No,  unless  your  Lodge  wishes  to 
provide  for  nurse  hire. 

No.  82.  Statement — Our  present  Noble  Grand  appointed  as  his 
finance  committee  the  three  brothers  who  hold  office  as  the  Trustees 
of  our  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Question — Can  the  Trustees  legally  act  as  the  Finance  Committee  ? 

Answer — Yes,  see  Section  848,  Code  of  General  Laws. 
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No.  83.  Question — How  long  does  a  brother  joining  a  Lodge  by 
dismissal  certificate  have  to  be  a  contributing  member  before  he  is 
entitled  to  sick  benefits  ? 

Answer — ,Six  months. 

No.  84.  Question.  Can  Rebekah  District  Deputy  President  install 
the  Subordinate  officers? 

Answer _ No. 

No.  85.  Question — How  many  black  balls  does  it  require  to  cause 
the  rejection  of  a  candidate  by  transfer  into  a  Subordinate  or  Rebekah 
Lodge  ? 

Answer — Subordinate,  2  black  balls.  Rebekah,  3  black  balls. 

No.  86.  Question — Has  a  brother  the  privilege  to  withdraw  a  peti¬ 
tion  after  the  investigating  committee  have  signed  it  and  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  and  all  indications  are  that  the  candidate  will 
be  black  balled? 

Answer _ No. 

No.  87.  Statement — Our  by-laws  previous  to  this  year  provided  as 
follows  for  sick  benefits: 

$2.00  per  week  for  fifty-two  weeks  and  $1.00  per  week  there¬ 
after  for  the  remainder  of  illness.  Our  new  by-laws  provide  $2.00  per 
week  for  fifty-two  weeks  and  then  all  benefits  cease. 

Wje  have  paid  a  brother  for  fifty  weeks.  After  two  more  payments 
making  fifty-two  weeks  in  all: 

Question — Must  we  then  pay  $1.00  per  week  during  the  balance  of 
the  brother’s  illness.  He  is  confined  to  his  home  and  perhaps  will  be 
for  some  time. 

Answer — No,  under  your  revised  by-laws  you  cease  paying  at  the 
end  of  fifty-two  weeks. 

No  88.  Statement — We  have  a  member  residing  in  Nebraska.  He 
wrote  us  he  was  sick  and  that  we  owed  him  five  weeks’  sick  benefits. 
He  went  to  a  hospital  in  Omaha  and  said  that  while  he  was  on  the 
way,  someone  stole  all  his  money.  When  he  arrived  at  Omaha,  he 
called  the  Relief  Committee  and  they  gave  him  $5.00  and  in  a  few 
days  gave  him  $5.00  more  without  authority  from  us.  When  they 
called  on  him  later,  he  had  gone.  The  Relief  Committee  demanded 
payment  of  the  $10.00  from  our  Lodge  and  we  paid  the  amount.  We 
sent  the  member  blanks  to  be  filled  out  showing  his  disability  but  he 
has  never  returned  them. 

Question — Can  the  $10.00  that  we  paid  to  the  Relief  Committee  at 
Omaha  be  charged  to  the  member  as  dues  ? 
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Answer — No,  see  E.  A.  Parker  vs.  Iowa  Lodge,  No.  324,  proceedings 
1898,  page  193. 

No.  89.  Statement — A  brother  made  application  to  this  Lodge  ac¬ 
companied  by  an  unexpired  withdrawal  card  and  was  elected  to  mem¬ 
bership  October  1,  1919.  He  has  never  presented  himself  to  our  Lodge 
to  be  admitted  or  to  sign  the  constitution.  His  withdrawal  card  ex¬ 
pired  in  January  1,  1920.  He  was  injured  in  April,  1920,  and  in  the 
hospital  for  some  time  and  was  compelled  to  use  crutches  a  number 
of  weeks. 

Question — To  which  Lodge  does  the  brother  belong  and  which 
Lodge  is  obligated  to  pay  him  benefits  ? 

Answer — The  brother  having  failed  to  present  himself  to  your 
Lodge  or  sign  your  constitution  and  the  fact  that  his  withdrawal  card 
expired  January  1,  1920,  leaves  him  without  membership  in  either 
Lodge.  He  is  the  holder  of  an  expired  withdrawal  card  and  therefore 
not  entitled  to  benefits. 

No.  90.  Statement — A  brother  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  No.  719, 
moved  to  Davenport  and  made  application  by  transfer  to  Davenport 
Lodge,  No.  7.  The  secretary  of  No.  7  notified  Lodge  No.  719  that  he 
had  been  elected  and  requested  a  transfer  certificate  enclosing  a  fee 
of  25c  for  the  same.  A  transfer  certificate  was  issued  on  January  5, 
1920.  The  brother  paid  dues  to  No.  719  to  January  1,  1920.  On  Febru¬ 
ary  9,  1920,  No.  719  was  notified  by  letter  by  the  secretary  of  No.  7 
that  the  brother  was  seriously  ill  and  that  the  brother  was  still  a 
member  of  No.  719  as  he  had  not  signed  the  constitution  of  Lodge 
No.  7. 

Question. — To  which  Lodge  does  the  brother  belong? 

Answer — The  brother  is  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  719,  and  there¬ 
fore  is  entitled  to  benefits  from  that  Lodge. 

No.  91.  Statement — A  brother  of  our  Lodge  applied  for  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  which  was  granted  by  motion  and  not  by  ball  ballot. 
He  then  presented  his  card  to  a  Lodge  in  California  but  was  rejected 
on  account  of  his  age  He  is  now  in  his  sixty-third  year.  He  now 
wants  back  into  our  Lodge  and  we  want  to  take  him  back  as  he  has 
been  a  faithful  member  of  our  Lodge  and  has  been  in  good  standing 
for  twenty-six  years.  He  is  not  a  resident  of  Iowa  now. 

Question — How  can  we  take  him  back  into  our  Lodge? 

Answer — The  action  of  your  Lodge  in  granting  a  withdrawal  card 
by  motion  instead  of  by  ball  ballot  was  illegal.  Therefore,  the  brother 
is  still  a  member  of  your  Lodge. 

No.  92.  Statement — A  brother  of  our  Lodge  (Iowa)  died  in  Minne¬ 
sota.  His  wife  passed  away  at  the  same  time.  The  brother  was  orig- 
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inally  from  Denmark.  Now,  we  have  been  in  correspondence  with 
Northern  Lodge,  No.  219,  about  this  brother.  We  owe  him  or  his 
estate  $84.00  sick  and  funeral  benefits.  The  deceased  brother  leaves 
.no  other  dependent  relatives  to  receive  the  money. 

Question — Shall  we  pay  the  same  to  the  Danish  counsel  ? 

Answer — No,  as  the  deceased  left  no  dependent  relatives  to  receive 
the  benefits,  you  will  not  pay  the  $84.00  or  any  part  thereof  to  the 
Danish  counsel. 

No.  93.  Statement. — Our  county,  last  fall,  voted  to  build  a  $100,000 
county  hospital.  The  churches  and  other  societies  want  to  furnish 
rooms  in  the  said  hospital.  The  cause  is  a  worthy  one. 

Question — Can  our  Lodge  use  the  general  fund  to  furnish  a  room? 

Answer _ No; 

No.  94.  Question — Can  a  Lodge  pay  for  a  lunch  or  supper  or  for 
flowers  for  a  funeral  out  of  the  Lodge  treasury? 

Answer — No.  They  cannot  pay  for  refreshments  or  suppers  unless 
strictly  in  accordance  with  Section  57*4,  Subordinate  Constitution,  pro¬ 
vided  your  by-laws  provide  for  a  contingent  fund.  Yes,  the  general 
fund  may  be  used  to  provide  flowers  for  a  sick  brother  or  for  pur¬ 
chasing  wreaths  for  funerals  of  a  deceased  brother.  See  Article  (h) 
Section  315,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  95.  Question — Is  there  a  uniform  collar  prescribed  for  all 
Lodge  officers  ?  Tell  me  where  I  can  find  the  description  of  the  same. 

Answer — Yes.  See  page  276,  Section  595  to  598  inclusive,  Code  of 
General  Laws. 

No.  96.  Question — Does  the  law  require  that  a  Vice  Grand  be  ap¬ 
pointed  one  of  the  committee  to  examine  a  brother  from  another  juris¬ 
diction  ? 

Answer — No,  but  one  of  the  brother  appointed  must  be  in  pos¬ 
session  of  the  Annual  Traveling  Pass  Word. 

No.  97.  Question — Brother  A  was  re-instated.  Must  he  sign  the 
Constitution  and  be  re-obligated  again  ? 

Answer — No. 

No.  98.  Question — If  a  Subordinate  Lodge  Trustee  becomes  in¬ 
debted  to  the  Lodge,  does  it  make  him  ineligible  to  serve  as  Trustee  ? 

Answer — Yes.  See  Section  50,  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  99.  Statement — An  application  has  been  received  from  a  young 
man  who  has  lost  one  eye.  He  is  a  blacksmith  and  has  a  good  chance 
of  losing  the  remaining  eye.  The  question  of  bodily  infirmities  has 
been  raised. 
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Question — Does  the  fact  that  the  applicant  has  lost  one  eye,  make 
him  ineligible? 

Answer — No. 

No.  100.  Statement. — An  application  was  received  with  fee  attached. 
The  investigating  committee  appointed  reported  favorably  at  a  suc¬ 
ceeding  meeting  night.  The  ballot  was  spread  and  the  candidate  was 
regularly  elected.  The  said  candidate  received  the  Initiatory  Degree 
and  made  application  for  the  First  Degree.  At  the  next  meeting 
night  he  was  balloted  upon  for  the  First  Degree  and  two  black  balls 
appearing,  he  was  rejected. 

Question — How  can  the  candidate  receive  the  remainder  of  the  de¬ 
grees  ? 

Answer — Your  second  ballot  was  illegal.  The  candidate  was  regu¬ 
larly  elected  on  the  first  ballot  to  receive  all  of  the  degrees  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge.  We  do  not  vote  for  each  degree. 

No.  101.  Statement — A  brother  joined  the  army  June  24,  1918,  and 
was  sent  to  Camp  Dodge.  He  deserted  and  was  finally  found  and  sent 
to  Camp  Upton  and  in  July  deserted  again.  The  father  appealed  to  the 
Red  Cross  to  look  him  up  and  they  reported  that  his  actions,  aside  from 
the  fact  that  he  had  deserted,  were  very  queer  and  that  they  were  of  the 
opinion  that  he  was  insane. 

Question — What  action  ought  our  Lodge  to  take  ? 

Answer — Get  in  touch  with  proper  military  authorities,  ascertain 
whether  or  not  this  brother  is  a  deserter  or  insane.  The  government 
not  having  tried  him  for  desertion  would  indicate  that  they  considered 
his  mind  affected. 

No.  102.  Question. — When  two  Lodges  are  consolidating,  must  the 
Lodge  in  whose  name  the  consolidation  will  stand  accept  all  of  the 
members  as  per  the  ledger  of  the  other  Lodge? 

Answer _ Yes. 

Rebekah 

No.  1.  Statement — Our  Rebekah  Lodge  held  a  Joint  Installation  in 
January  with  the  Subordinate  Lodge.  The  Deputy  President  was  pres¬ 
ent.  We  now  want  to  hold  a  Joint  Installation  in  July. 

Question. — Is  it  necessary  for  us  to  have  the  Deputy  President  in 
July? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  2.  Statement. — Our  Rebekah  Lodge  elected  officers  on  a  regu¬ 
lar  election  night  and  later  found  out  that  the  election  was  illegal. 
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Question. — Has  the  Noble  Grand  the  right  on  the  next  regular  meet¬ 
ing  thereafter  to  declare  the  election  illegal  and  cause  an  immediate 
election  ? 

Answer — No,  the  Lodge  must  secure  a  dispensation  to  elect  out  of 
statutory  time. 

No.  3.  Question — Is  it  necessary  for  our  Lodge  to  have  a  special 
dispensation  to  hold  our  Rebekah  convention? 

Answer _ No. 

No.  4.  Statement — A  former  member  of  Quasqueton  Rebekah 
Lodge  now  defunct  has  petitioned  to  become  a  member  here.  We 
have  her  application  on  file. 

Question — (How  can  she  become  a  legal  member  of  our  Lodge? 

Answer — By  sending  $1.00  to  the  Grand  Secretary  requesting  a  de¬ 
function  certificate.  Said  certificate  shall  be  attached  to  her  petition 
and  upon  favorable  ballot,  she  shall  sign  the  Constitution  and  become 
a  legal  member  of  your  Lodge. 

No.  5.  Statement. — On  our  last  meeting  night  in  June,  the  Noble 
Grand  overlooked  the  appointing  of  her  auditing  committee.  We  de¬ 
sire  very  much  to  install  the  first  meeting  night  in  July  and  will  ap¬ 
preciate  it  very  much  if  you  can  in  some  way  give  us  the  authority  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  audit  the  books  and  make  the  financial  report. 

Question. — Can  the  Noble  Grand  appoint  an  auditing  committee  of 
the  following  named  sisters  (names  omitted  from  this  report)  during 
the  interim,  between  meetings? 

Answer — While  your  request  is  irregular,  the  Noble  Grand  and 
Secretary  having  joined  in  this  request  under  seal  of  the  Lodge  and 
the  names  of  the  committee  given  me,  the  authority  as  requested  is 
hereby  grantd.  The  president  of  the  assembly  concurrs  with  me  in 
granting  this  authority. 

No.  6.  Statement — A  man  and  wife  wish  to  join  our  Rebekah  Lodge 
but  live  a  mile  nearer  to  another  Rebekah  Lodge.  The  brother  is  a 
member  of  our  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Question — How  can  the  parties  become  members  of  our  Lodge  ? 

Answer — By  the  other  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  waiving  their 
rights  and  granting  permission  under  seal  of  their  Lodge. 

No.  7.  Question — Who  should  handle  and  have  possession  of  Lib¬ 
erty  Bonds  purchased  by  our  Lodge  from  our  general  fund  ? 

Answer — The  trustees  have  charge  of  the  notes,  mortgages,  and 
bonds  belonging  to  the  Lodge.  See  decision  at  the  top  of  page  432, 
1919  Grand  Lodge  Journal.  It  is  also  the  trustees’  duty  to  clip  and 
collect  the  interest  coupons  and  turn  the  proceeds  into  the  general  fund. 
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No.  8.  Statement. — I  am  instructed  to  write  you  for  information  in 
regard  to  a  withdrawal  card.  A  sister  wants  a  withdrawal  card  to 
deposit  in  another  Lodge  and  at  the  same  time  retain  her  residence  in 
our  city. 

Question — Can  she  deposit  her  withdrawal  card  in  another  Lodge 
and  still  live  here? 

Answer — Yes,  provided  your  Lodge  under  seal  gives  their  consent 
and  waive  their  rights. 

No.  9.  Statement. — At  the  regular  election  of  officers,  the  only 
nominee  for  treasurer  was  not  present  and  at  the  last  meeting  declined 
the  nomination. 

Question. — When  should  we  nominate  and  elect  our  treasurer  for 
the  ensuing  term?  The  Deputy  President  will  be  with  us  on  installa¬ 
tion  night. 

Answer — See  Section  874,  Code  of  General  Laws,  which  is  self-ex¬ 
planatory. 

No.  10.  Statement — In  Section  33,  Rebekah  Constitution,  the  same 
states  that  a  member  must  hold  an  elective  or  appointive  office  one 
term  before  they  are  eligible  to  be  elected  Vice  Grand.  Then  in  Section 
33a  just  following  this,  it  states  that  officers  must  serve  a  majority 
of  the  meeting  nights  held  in  that  term,  and  then  states  that  a  mem¬ 
ber  filling  vacancy  who  is  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  and 
serving  to  the  end  of  the  term  is  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office. 
Now,  if  a  member  being  appointed  to  the  office  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term  and  does  fill  it  a  majority  of  the  nights  and  for  some  reason 
has  to  move  away  and  does  not  serve  until  the  end  of  the  term  is  not 
entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office,  but  the  one  selected  to  fill  such  a 
vacancy  and  serves  only  a  few  night  until  the  end  of  the  term  receives 
the  honor.  This  seems  very  unfair. 

Question — If  Section  33  means  anything  at  all,  why  this  clause  in 
Section  33a  contradicting  it  all?  I  do  not  understand  this  and  others 
who  have  been  members  for  years  cannot  understand  it.  As  I  am  the 
elective  Vice  Grand,  I  am  asking  this  question. 

Answer — There  is  a  reason  for  each  section  of  the  Rebekah  Con¬ 
stitution,  and  I  cannot  see  why  the  meaning  of  Section  33  and  33a  is 
not  both  correct  and  good.  In  the  first  place,  Section  33  defines  in 
plain  language  the  necessary  qualifications  of  the  Noble  Grand  and 
Vice  Grand;  then  Section  33a  is  necessary  as  you  will  find  that  we 
have  many  cases  where  the  Noble  Grand  or  Vice  Grand  neglects  her 
office  and  is  compelled  to  resign  or  charges  are  preferred  and  she  is 
expelled  or  death  causes  a  vacancy.  Then  it  is  surely  fair  that  who¬ 
ever  is  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  should  be  entitled  to  the  honors  of 
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the  office  even  though  it  should  only  be  for  a  few  nights  of  the  term. 
It  is  just  as  necessary  that  the  Noble  Grand  or  Vice  Grand  who  is 
elected  and  installed  in  July  should  serve  a  majority  of  the  nights  and 
until  the  end  of  her  term.  The  two  sections  do  not  conflict  and  each 
section  is  necessary  in  our  work. 

No.  11.  Statement. — Several  questions  have  come  up  in  our  Lodge 
and  I  have  been  asked  to  refer  them  to  you. 

Question — Can  a  woman  join  the  Rebekahs  if  her  husband  is  not 
a  member  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.? 

Answer — Yes,  if  she  has  a  father,  brother  or  son  who  is  a  member 
in  good  standing  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Question — Can  a  woman  who  has  been  dropped,  re-instate  after 
she  has  married  a  man  who  is  not  an  Odd  Fellow? 

Answer _ Yes. 

Question — When  the  warden  is  taking  up  the  pass  words,  if  a  mem¬ 
ber  does  not  know  it,  should  the  warden  instruct  them? 

Answer — No,  unless  directed  by  the  Noble  Grand. 

No.  12.  Statement. — I  am  instructed  to  ask  you  to  settle  a  dispute 
that  has  arisen  in  our  Lodge  in  regard  to  the  contingent  fund.  Early 
in  the  winter,  four  families  connected  with  our  Lodge  were  moving 
to  other  states  and  we  held  a  party  for  them  and  gave  each  family  a 
present  and  paid  for  the  gifts  by  regular  motion  of  the  Lodge  from 
the  contingent  fund. 

Question. — Was  our  action  legal?  Can  we  pay  for  presents,  for 
families  moving  away,  from  our  contingent  fund? 

Answer _  No. 

No.  13.  Statement — An  application  is  on  file  with  our  Lodge  of  a 
lady  who  desires  to  become  a  member  of  our  Lodge  by  initiation.  Her 
character  is  the  best,  but  she  is  deaf  and  dumb. 

Question — Can  we  elect  her  and  if  elected,  how  can  we  give  her  the 
pass  word  and  secret  work? 

Answer. — No,  Section  35,  Code  of  General  Laws,  reads  as  follows: 
“No  Lodge  shall  receive  into  its  membership  any  person  who  is  totally 
deaf,  dumb  or  blind.,, 

No.  14.  Statement. — As  Secretary  of  this  Lodge,  I  am  today  in  re¬ 
ceipt  of  a  letter  from  a  member  in  good  standing  of  our  Lodge  but  who 
is  out  of  town  for  a  time,  asking  me  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  Lodge 
to  some  stationary  that  she  may  use  the  same  to  write  a  business  let¬ 
ter  to  a  brother  Odd  Fellow. 

Question, — Do  I  have  the  right  to  do  as  requested? 

Answer. — No.  Under  no  circumstances  will  you  permit  the  seal 
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to  be  used  for  such  purposes.  Please  look  up  and  read  the  obligation 
you  assumed  when  you  were  installed  and  instructions  given  you  by  the 
installing  officer. 

No.  15.  Statement. — A  ballot  was  cast  for  a  candidate.  Result 
unfavorable.  One  member  asked  for  a  re-consideration  but  did  not 
state  that  she  cast  a  black  ball.  Motion  carried  and  re-consideration 
held  same  night. 

Question — Was  our  action  legal? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  16.  Question — Is  a  widow  with  no  member  of  her  family  be¬ 
longing  to  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  eligible  to  become  a  member? 

Answer — Yes. 

No.  17.  Question. — How  far  in  advance  does  a  brother  or  sister 
have  to  be  paid  to  receive  the  annual  pass  word? 

Answer — No  definite  time,  but  they  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

No.  18.  Statement — Our  Lodge  is  still  using  a  Bohemian  language 
ritual  (January  31,  1920). 

Question. — Will  you  grant  us  an  extension  of  time  so  that  we  may 
continue  using  the  same? 

Answer. — No,  I  have  not  the  authority.  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  has  decreed  that  only  American  language  rituals  may  be  used. 

No.  19.  Question. — Gan  we  take  a  brother  into  our  Rebekah  Lodge 
who  has  only  received  the  Initiatory  Degree  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  ? 

Answer. — Yes,  he  is  eligible  as  soon  as  initiated  and  signed  the 
Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  20.  Question — Our  Lodge  would  like  to  know  if  we  can  admit 
to  membership  a  girl  sixteen  years  of  age? 

Answer — No,  she  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age  unless  she  is  mar¬ 
ried  and  her  husband  is  an  Odd  Fellow.  Odd  Fellow’s  wives  are 
eligible  regardless  of  age. 

No.  21.  Statement — The  question  has  come  up  in  our  Lodge  about 
the  contingent  fund.  We  held  a  box  social  which  netted  us  $27.00  and 
we  had  previously  voted  to  place  the  proceeds  in  our  contingent  fund. 
Some  of  our  members  contend  that  we  cannot  place  the  money  raised 
in  the  contingent  fund. 

Question — Can  we  legally  do  so? 

Answer — Yes,  Rebekah  funds  must  be  expended  for  the  specific 
purpose  for  which  they  were  raised.  You  previously  voted  to  place 
this  money  in  your  contingent  fund.  Therefore,  your  action  is  legal. 

No.  22.  Statement. — On  December  16,  1919,  our  Rebekah  Lodge 
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held  a  regular  meeting,  initiated  nine  new  members  and  balloted  upon 
five  applications.  All  five  were  declared  elected.  Since  the  meeting, 
some  of  our  members  have  declared  their  election  illegal  because  of  the 
fuel  and  light  conservation  order.  We  commenced  our  meeting  at  7:00 
p.  m.  due  notice  having  been  given  to  the  membership  that  the  meet¬ 
ing  would  open  at  7:00  p.  m.  The  ballot  on  the  candidates  was  not 
taken  until  after  7:30  p.  m.,  our  regular  time  for  opening. 

Question. — Was  the  election  of  the  applicants  legal? 

Answer. — Yes,  I  am  surprised  and  pained  to  be  informed  that  there 
are  sisters  or  brothers  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  who  would  raise  the 
question  you  submit  when  a  great  national  crisis  confronted  us  namely, 
the  fuel  and  light  condition  caused  by  strikes.  As  you  did  not  vote 
until  after  the  time  for  opening  Lodge  as  prescribed  in  your  by-laws, 
I  hold  that  the  action  of  your  Lodge  was  legal. 

No.  23.  Question. — Does  the  law  require  that  a  sister  Rebekah  shall 
fill  an  appointive  office  to  be  eligible  to  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
treasurer  ? 

Answer. — No.  Any  member  of  the  Lodge  is  eligible  to  the  office 
of  treasurer  without  having  held  an  appointive  office. 

No.  24.  Question — Has  a  local  Rebekah  Lodge  any  right  to  vote 
their  Lodge  funds  for  Armenian  relief  or  Near-East  relief  ? 

Answer — No.  Your  Rebekah  Lodge  has  no  right  to  vote  their 
Lodge  funds  for  the  Armenian  relief  or  for  any  other  like  organization. 

No.  25.  Question. — Can  the  Noble  Grand  close  the  ballot  when 
voting  on  an  application  for  membership  at  the  altar  in  the  center  of 
the  room  or  should  she  be  at  her  chair? 

Answer. — She  must  close  the  ballot  from  her  station  and  announce 
the  result  of  the  same  from  her  station. 

No.  26.  Question. — Have  the  Trustees  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  the  right 
to  sign  a  lease  for  a  hall  not  having  been  instructed  by  the  Lodge  and 
no  action  taken  thereon  since  the  said  lease  was  signed. 

Answer — No,  any  written  agreement  including  lease  on  a  hall  en¬ 
tered  into  by  the  Trustees  of  a  Lodge  and  not  ordered  by  the  Lodge 
or  approved  by  the  Lodge  is  not  binding  and  of  no  force. 

No.  27.  Question. — Does  the  Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  have 
entire  control  over  the  Lodge,  including  the  Degree  Staff  captain  ? 

Answer — Yes.  Article  E  of  Section  881  as  found  on  page  400,  Code 
of  General  Laws,  reads  as  follows: 

“Power  Over  Degree  Staff.  No  power  resides  in  a  Lodge  to  de¬ 
prive  the  Noble  Grand  of  his  constitutional  authority  or  to  prevent  him 
from  exercising  his  lawful  prerogatives  to  give  instruction  to  a  De- 
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gree  Staff,  or  give  a  captain  of  a  Degree  Staff  any  authority  which 
will  deprive  him  of  his  obligated  duty  and  right  to  oversee  and  con¬ 
trol  initiatory  and  degree  work  when  the  Lodge  is  in  session  or  when 
the  Degree  Staff  is  drilling.”  This  applies  to  Rebekah  Lodges. 

No.  28.  Question. — Is  there  any  law  permitting  Rebekah  Lodges  to 
allow  the  dues  of  brother  Rebekahs  who  were  in  the  service  of  our 
country  ? 

Answer — No  provision  was  made  by  the  Assembly  for  the  paying 
of  soldier  dues. 

No.  29.  Question. — Can  we  admit  two  members  by  initiation  who 
were  formerly  members  of  Lodges  now  defunct? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  30.  Question, — Can  a  married  lady  whose  husband  is  not  an 
Odd  Fellow  join  our  Lodge  on  a  membership  of  a  stepfather  who  is  a 
member  in  good  standing? 

A  nswer. — No. 

No.  31.  Question, — Our  Lodge  desires  to  know  if  they  can  elect  a 
Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand  from  the  floor,  all  qualified  members 
and  Past  Noble  Grands  having  declined  the  nomination. 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  32.  Question, — The  only  nominee  for  Vice  Grand  has  failed  to 
serve  the  majority  of  meeting  nights  in  an  appointive  office.  Can  our 
Lodge  elect  her  as  Vice  Grand? 

Answer _ No. 

No.  33.  Question. — Has  a  Past  Noble  Grand  the  right  to  com¬ 
municate  the  pass  word  to  members?  She  persists  in  so  doing. 

Answer _ No. 

No.  34.  Question — Can  a  petition  for  membership  by  withdrawal 
card  be  presented  and  acted  upon  as  in  the  case  of  a  member  who  still 
belongs  to  another  Rebekah  Lodge  at  Davenport  and  desires  to  join 
another  Lodge  in  the  same  city. 

Answer — Yes,  see  Section  13  of  the  Rebekah  Constitution. 

No.  35.  Statement. — We  nominated  our  officers  the  first  meeting 
night  in  November.  As  sometimes  it  is  stormy  weather  and  we  cannot 
get  out  a  quorum  on  regular  nomination  nights,  we  left  nominations 
open  that  we  might  nominate  again  on  election  night  and  we  have 
been  informed  that  our  action  was  illegal. 

Question. — On  what  night  should  we  nominate  and  are  nominations 
held  open  and  can  we  nominate  again  on  election  night? 

Answer — No.  You  can  only  nominate  on  the  last  meeting  night  in 
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November  and  must  elect  the  first  meeting  night  in  December.  Your 
officers  are  illegally  nominated  and  you  should  write  for  dispensa¬ 
tion  to  nominate  and  elect  officers  out  of  statutory  time.  Nomina¬ 
tions  are  not  held  open  and  you  cannot  nominate  on  election  night. 
(This  question  was  received  after  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in 
December  of  this  Lodge.) 

No.  36.  Statement — A  sister  and  brother  in  good  standing  have 
moved  from  Wilton  Junction  to  Davenport  and  desire  to  change  their 
membership  to  Davenport  Lodge. 

Question. — Through  what  means  of  procedure  shall  we  admit  them 
to  membership? 

Answer — The  sister  and  brother  having  moved  to  Davenport  means 
that  they  have  changed  their  residence  and  can  be  admitted  as  members 
of  your  Lodge  by  transfer  accompanying  their  application  by  their 
official  receipt  showing  them  in  good  standing  and  paying  a  fee  of 
$.25  each  for  a  transfer  certificate  or  they  can  apply  for  a  withdrawal 
card  and  make  application  with  the  said  card  attached. 

No.  37.  Statement — Our  by-laws  provide  that  we  can  charge  fifty 
cents  for  a  withdrawal  card.  Within  the  last  two  months,  four  mem¬ 
bers  have  withdrawn,  each  paying  the  fee.  Since  that  time,  a  motion 
has  been  made  and  carried  to  amend  the  by-laws  and  charge  $1.00  for 
a  withdrawal  card.  No  regular  resolution  was  presented  and  read 
three  times  nor  has  the  same  been  sent  to  the  Grand  Master  for 
approval. 

Question — Can  we  charge  the  applicant  $1.00  for  a  withdrawal 
card? 

Answer. — No,  only  $.50  should  be  charged.  Your  $1.00  fee  will  not 
be  effective  until  your  amendment  is  regularly  approved  and  signed 
by  the  Grand  Master. 

No.  38.  Question. — What  ceremony  shall  we  use  in  admitting  an 
applicant  to  membership  by  defunct  certificate? 

Answer — Use  ceremony  found  on  page  64,  Rebekah  Ritual. 

No.  39.  Statement — We  have  one  or  more  brothers,  members  of 
our  Rebekah  Lodge,  who  persistently  refuse  to  vote  on  petitions  for 
membership. 

Question — Must  they  vote  ? 

Answer — Yes,  unless  excused  by  the  vote  of  the  Lodge.  See  Sec¬ 
tion  811,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

No.  40.  Statement — jWe  have  a  sister  in  our  Lodge  who  uses  pro¬ 
fane  and  vulgar  language  in  the  Lodge  room. 

Question — Is  she  worthy  to  be  a  Rebekah  ? 
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Answer. — Absolutely  not!  Charges  should  be  preferred  against  her 
for  conduct  unbecoming  a  Rebekah. 

No.  41.  Question. — Define  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the 
Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Answer. — 1.  Odd  Fellow's  wives  regardless  of  age. 

2.  Any  single  lady  having  attained  the  age  of  18,  white,  and  of 
good  moral  character. 

3.  Odd  Fellow’s  mothers,  daughters,  and  sisters. 

4.  Daughter  or  sister  being  married  is  eligible  if  the  brother 
on  whose  petition  they  apply  is  in  good  standing,  and  if  he  be  de¬ 
ceased,  but  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

5.  Half  sister  is  eligible  but  step  daughter  is  not. 

6.  Adopted  daughter  is  eligible. 

No.  42.  Statement — ^Through  ignorance,  I  suppose,  we  failed  to 
elect  our  delegate  to  the  Assembly  on  the  night  provided  by  law. 

Question, — Will  you  issue  a  dispensation  for  us  to  vote  on  delegate 
at  our  next  regular  meeting? 

Answer. — No.  I  do  not  have  the  authority. 

No.  43.  Question. — Can  a  Noble  Grand  call  a  special  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  balloting  on  applications  ?  Can  we  vote  on  applications 
collectively? 

Answer. —  No. 

No.  44.  Statement — <Our  Vice  Grand  was  elected  to  fill  vacancy 
and  serve  the  five  remaining  regular  meeting  nights  and  to  the  end 
of  the  term. 

Question, — Is  she  eligible  to  the  office  of  Noble  Grand?1 

Answer _ Yes. 

No.  45.  Statement — Some  of  the  Rebekahs  after  Lodge  last  night 
were  arguing  about  whether  Schuyler  Colfax  was  a  married  man  or 
not. 

Question — Was  he  a  married  man? 

Answer — Schuyler  Colfax  was  married  twice. 

No.  46.  Statement — Our  Vice  Grand  was  absent  nearly  every  meet¬ 
ing  night.  A  sister  was  appointed  to  fill  her  station.  This  said  sister 
had  never  held  an  appointive  office|  She  has  now  been  elected  Vice 
Grand  of  our  Lodge. 

Question — Is  she  eligible  to  fill  said  office? 

Answer — No,  the  fact  that  she  was  appointed  by  the  Noble  Grand  to 
fill  the  Vice  Grand’s  chair  does  not  in  any  way  qualify  her  to  be 
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eligible  to  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  and  the  further  fact  that  she  has 
never  held  an  appointive  office  makes  her  ineligible. 

No.  47.  Question — Is  it  proper  when  two  or  more  members  of 
the  investigating  committee  are  absent  for  the  Noble  Grand  to  ap¬ 
point  others  to  fill  their  places  and  report  on  the  same  night? 

Answer. — No.  The  Noble  Grand  can  appoint  another  committee 
but  the  petition  must  lay  over  until  a  succeeding  meeting. 

No.  48.  Statement — Some  of  our  members  persist  in  inviting  to 
the  Lodge  parlors  on  the  night  they  are  to  be  balloted  upon  parties 
who  have  made  application  for  membership. 

Question — Should  this  be  done? 

Answer — No.  It  is  very  bad  practice  to  invite  a  candidate  to  the 
parlors  before  the  ballot  has  been  spread.  Some  time  this  will  prove 
very  embarrassing  to  your  Lodge. 

No.  49.  Question, — Can  a  sister  hold  the  office  of  Trustee  and 
Vice  Grand  at  the  same  time?  In  other  words,  can  she  hold  two 
elective  offices? 

Answer — No.  A  Trustee  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  cannot 
hold  the  office  of  Trustee.  The  office  of  Trustee  becomes  vacant  at 
the  time  of  election  as  Vice  Grand.  Elective  officers  cannot  be  elected 
to  or  hold  the  office  of  Trustee. 

No.  50.  Statement, — A  lady  of  Italian  birth  whose  husband  is  a 
member  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  located  here,  has  made  application 
for  membership  to  our  Rebekah  Lodge? 

Question. — Is  she  eligible  ? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  otherwise  disqualified. 

Dedication  of  New  Temples 

Only  one  temple  has  been  dedicated  this  year,  that  of  the  beautiful 
new  building  erected  by  the  LeMars  Lodge,  No.  255,  LeMars,  Iowa. 
The  date  set  for  this  dedication  was  April  26,  1920,  Anniversay  Day. 
As  you  will  recall,  I  was  confined  to  my  bed  by  illness  on  that  date. 
All  arrangements  had  been  completed  and  inasmuch  as  I  could  not  be 
present  personally,  I  wondered  who  I  could  select  for  this  important 
matter,  and  then  the  thought  came  to  me  that  my  good  friend  and 
brother,  J.  M.  Hazlett,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Mason  City,  was  initiated  and 
received  the  degrees  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  LeMars  Lodge,  and  I  con¬ 
cluded  that  I  could  pay  Brother  Jack  no  greater  compliment  than 
asking  him  to  dedicate  this  beautiful  temple  for  me.  He  gladly  ac¬ 
cepted  my  invitation,  took  charge  of  the  dedication  and  performed  his 
duty  most  creditably  well  and  I  acknowledge  to  Brother  Hazlett  my 
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gratitude  and  thanks  to  him  for  his  courtesy  in  the  matter.  LeMars 
Lodge  appreciated  the  fact  that  a  former  member  of  their  Lodge  was 
selected  to  dedicate  the  temple  and  letters  on  file  in  my  office  show 
how  well  they  appreciated  my  selection.

Controversies 

Many  perplexing  controversies  have  been  personally  dealt  with 
during  the  year  and  all  but  one  have  been  satisfactorily  adjudicated 
and  settled.  I  herewith  outline  a  few  of  the  cases  handled: 

A  controversy  having  arisen,  which  of  course  caused  two  factions, 
in  Tina  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  105,  and  my  services  in  the  settlement 
of  the  same  having  been  requested,  in  company  with  Margaret  Schech- 
ter,  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  I  visited  said  Lodge.  A  more 
than  satisfactory  solution  of  the  trouble  was  arrived  at  and  harmony 
and  good  will  prevail  now  in  the  said  Lodge. 

A  more  difficult  solution  was  brought  about  in  the  case  of  In- 
dianola  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  111.  The  President  also  accompanied  me 
on  this  visit.  Great  credit  is  due  her  in  each  and  every  case  handled 
in  assisting  to  bring  about  a  happy  solution  to  the  difficulties  en¬ 
countered.  The  trouble  in  this  Lodge  originated  over  the  receipt  of 
anonymous  letters  by  several  of  the  active  members  of  said  Lodge. 
The  receivers  of  the  said  anonymous  letters  did  not  know  the  author 
of  the  same.  After  a  careful  investigation,  and  having  discovered  that 
we  had  in  our  own  possession  letters  received  in  a  similar  hand-writ¬ 
ing,  we  called  upon  the  author  of  our  letters,  and  secured  a  confession 
from  the  guilty  party. 

Another  serious  controversy  adjudicated  was  that  of  Minerva  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge,  No.  15.  I  was  present  personally  in  this  case,  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  President,  and  after  carefully  investigating  all  the  mat¬ 
ters  and  securing  evidence,  we  proceeded  to  the  Lodge  room,  got  the 
parties  together  in  the  ante  room  who  had  been  causing  all  the  trouble, 
cleared  away  the  differences  and  everybody  concerned  shook  hands. 
We  all  worked  our  way  into  the  Lodge  room  and  I  am  happy  indeed 
over  the  satisfactory  settlement  of  this  controversy. 

A  controversy  that  required  a  great  deal  of  patience  and  diplomacy 
to  settle  was  encountered  in  Myrah  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  41.  I  ac¬ 
companied  the  President  to  Ottumwa  and  after  many  hours  spent  in 
securing  facts  incident  to  the  causes  of  said  controversy,  decision  was 
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arrived  at  that  seemed  satisfactory  to  all  concerned  and  good  reports 
have  been  received  from  said  Lodge  regularly  since  our  visit. 

Ruth  Lodge,  No.  13, 
vs. 

Emily  Paschal 

This  is  a  case  of  unusual  importance,  not  only  to  the  Rebekah  Lodge 
so  vitally  interested,  but  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa  as  well. 
I  accompanied  the  President  of  the  Assembly  to  Burlington,  and  we 
did  our  very  best  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  difficulties  found 
there,  but  to  no  avail.  Charges  were  preferred  against  the  defendant 
above  named,  and  the  result  of  the  trial  and  incidents  thereto  and 
causes  for  said  result  would  require  too  much  space  to  give  in  this 
report  and  I  especially  request  that  this  case  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  to  whom  all  the  facts,  causes,  letters,  etc.,  will  be  given,  for 
report  to  this  Grand  Body.  I  further  request  that  the  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  be  requested  to  make  a  complete  statement  of  the 
case  before  the  committee  and  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  importance  of 
the  case  and  many  things  connected  with  it  are  of  great  importance 
to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Subordinate  Controversies 

Maple  Grove  Lodge,  No.  605,  is  vitally  interested  in  an  appeal  case 
to  come  before  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  said  Lodge  had  preferred 
charges  against  a  certain  brother  and  expelled  him.  The  defendant 
appealed  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 
found  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  all  of  which  will  show  in  the  Appeals 
Committee  report  on  said  case.  There  have  been  filed  a  large  number 
of  affidavits  covering  procedure  in  this  case  all  of  which  I  have  filed 
with  P.  G.  M.  Hazlett.  The  affidavits  filed  contain  evidence  and 
charges  that  ought  to  be  settled  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  I,  therefore, 
request  that  the  affidavits  and  letters  accompanying  them  be  referred 
to  a  special  committee  for  proper  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
matters  requested  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  course  have  no 
bearing  on  the  matter  before  the  Appeals  Committee.  They  will  deter¬ 
mine  the  appeal.  The  matters  I  request  cleared  up  are  the  complaints 
and  charges  incident  to  the  trial  and  the  procedure  thereof.  I  will  have 
letters  connected  with  the  matter  ready  to  turn  over  to  the  proper  com¬ 
mittee.  The  incidents  which  took  place  during  the  evening  meeting 
and  the  trial  procedure  as  told  to  me  were  so  startling  that  I  ordered 
the  entire  matter  before  the  Appeals  Committee. 

Many  other  cases  were  satisfactorily  adjudicated  and  the  Lodges 
have  been  doing  splendid  work  since,  and  I  feel  no  statement  is  neces¬ 
sary  in  this  report  concerning  them. 
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Appeals  for  General  Relief 

Many  applications  have  come  to  me  requesting  that  certain  Lodges 
and  individuals  be  allowed  to  solicit  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  Iowa 
for  aid.  In  each  case,  I  have  given  the  subject  matter  very  careful 
consideration  and  investigation  and  in  each  case  have  refused  said 
application,  as  the  evidence  thus  secured  did  not  warrant  or  justify 
the  claims  made. 

Relief  Granted 

My  predecessors  in  office  had  placed  Brother  John  Knudson,  a 
member  of  Carroll  Lodge,  No.  279,  and  W.  T.  Schaffer,  No.  334,  Cler¬ 
mont,  as  subject  to  and  eligible  to  receive  aid  from  the  general  relief 
funds.  I,  too,  personally  investigated  these  particular  cases  and 
issued  an  order  authorizing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  continue  sending 
warrants  during  my  administration,  as  follows  to-wit:

Knudson.

Clermont. 

In  favor  of  O.  L.  Sohl,  for  $15.00,  for  relief  of  Sister  Belle  Olden- 
berg,  Keokuk. 

The  Soliciting  of  Funds  for  Special  Relief 

The  Jurisdiction  of  Montana  requested  permission  to  solicit  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  Iowa  for  money  to  buy  seeds  for  farming  pur¬ 
poses  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  same,  I  refused  the 
request. 

I  am  presenting  to  this  Grand  Lodge  an  application  for  permission 
to  solicit  funds  for  relief  of  the  Austrian  people.  Said  application  is 
made  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Netherlands.  I  do  not  feel  justi¬ 
fied  in  granting  the  same  although  the  permission  of  the  Grand  Sire 
is  printed  thereon  and  I  have  advised  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Netherlands  that  the  subject  matter  contained  in  his  application  would 
be  referred  to  this  Grand  Lodge  session  for  action.  The  said  applica¬ 
tion  will  be  turned  over  by  me  to  the  committee  named  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Distribution. 

The  Near-East  or  Armenian  Relief  Association 

A  former  minister  of  the  gospel  living  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  with- 
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out  consulting  this  office  or  anyone  else  in  authority,  sent  a  circular 
letter  of  appeal  to  each  and  every  Subordinate  and  Rebekah  Lodge  in 
this  state.  Immediately  upon  being  advised  of  this  letter,  I  informed 
the  Lodges  through  the  official  communication  that  Lodge  funds  were 
“trust  funds”  and  could  not  be  expended  or  donated  to  the  above  asso¬ 
ciation  or  cause.  Notwithstanding  the  admonition  given,  and  law 
cited,  I  find  that  hundreds  of  dollars  have  been  donated  to  the 
Near-East  Society.  I  have  informed  the  Lodges  through  my  of¬ 
ficial  communication,  a  copy  of  each  of  the  communications  will  be 
filed  with  the  committee,  that  the  funds  thus  donated  must  be  re¬ 
turned  to  their  treasury.  In  one  particular  instance,  the  Subordinate 
and  Rebekah  Lodge  in  one  town,  donated  the  sum  of  $120.00  to  this 
association,  although  the  constitution  specifically  recites  that  only 
twenty-five  dollars  can  be  donated  for  a  legal  purpose,  or  cause.  I 
feel  that  for  the  future  protection  of  the  funds  of  the  Lodges  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  that  some  drastic  action  should  be  taken  by  this 
Grand  Lodge.  In  my  judgment,  it  is  imperative  that  the  treasuries 
of  the  several  Lodges  that  have  donated  to  this  and  other  illegal 
causes,  should  be  reimbursed  equal  to  an  amount  donated. 

The  hundreds  of  dollars  donated  to  this  cause  should  have  been 
expended,  if  expended  at  all,  for  the  relief  of  members  within  our  own 
Order.  In  more  than  one  instance,  I  have  found  Lodges  where  it  was 
necessary  for  me  to  go  personally  to  secure  their  Grand  Lodge  and 
per  capita  tax  who  had  donated  from  $30.00  to  $60.00  to  the  Near-East 
Relief  Association.  A  stop  should  be  called  in  some  way  on  these 
various  associations  circularizing  our  Lodges.  I  submit  this  matter 
for  your  earnest  consideration. 


By-Laws 

We  believe  that  a  record  has  been  established  that  will  stand  for 
many  years  to  come  in  the  number  of  by-laws  that  have  been  read, 
considered  and  approved  by  me.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  by¬ 
laws  had  been  approved  up  to  August  31,  1920,  and  a  number  are  on 
hand  for  consideration. 

When  you  stop  to  consider  that  for  each  by-law  approved,  it  means 
at  least  three  letters  must  be  written  before  they  are  ready  to  be 
approved  as  in  a  large  per  cent  of  the  cases,  even  though  we  mailed 
out  printed  instructions  calling  attention  to  the  necessity  of  submitting 
skeleton  codes  in  duplicate,  only  one  copy  would  be  received  by  me. 
Of  necessity,  this  must  be  returned  that  they  might  be  submitted  in 
duplicate.  Specific  instructions  were  always  given  by  me  that  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Recording  Secretary  must  sign  both  copies  and  that 
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the  seal  must  be  put  thereon  and  the  front  inside  cover  page  filled 
out  showing  the  nights  voted  and  the  votes  for  and  against.  A  large 
per  cent,  as  stated  above,  would  reach  this  office  without  the  signa¬ 
ture  of  the  Noble  Grand  or  the  Recording  Secretary  and  many,  many 
cases  without  the  seal.  I  speak  of  this  only  to  indicate  the  tre¬ 
mendous  amount  of  correspondence  that  has  been  necessary  in  order 
to  bring  about  the  approval  of  these  three  hundred  and  twenty-two 
by-laws.

No  Charters  Surrendered 

I  am  proud  to  state  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  not  a  single  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodge  has  surrendered  its  charter  during  my  administration. 
J  did  not  expect  to  be  able  to  make  this  statement  as  in  June,  previous 
to  my  official  communication  in  which  I  stated  “Not  a  delinquent 
Lodge  in  Iowa,”  I  had  ordered  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
District  No.  21  to  take  up  the  charter,  take  possession  of  all  property 
and  paraphernalia,  regalia,  etc.,  as  per  law  required,  of  Greenville 
Lodge,  No.  727.  The  Deputy  failed  to  comply  with  my  order.  I  made 
a  special  trip  to  Greenville  recently  and  am  happy,  indeed,  to  inform 
you  that  I  reorganized  said  Lodge,  held  an  election  of  Lodge  officers, 
caused  the  same  to  be  installed  by  the  same  Deputy  and  made  out  re¬ 
ports  for  the  four  terms  they  were  delinquent;  secured  a  draft  for  the 
per  capita  tax  in  full  for  all  of  the  terms  and  the  morning  following, 
secured  a  number  of  applications  of  fine  young  business  men  of 
Greenville  by  initiation.  My  judgment  is  that  Greenville  Lodge,  No. 
727,  will  prosper  and  grow  in  the  future.  This  is  one  instance  in  which 
a  Deputy  failing  to  perform  his  duty  worked  for  good,  and  as  a  conse¬ 
quence,  I  am  able  to  say  to  this  Grand  Body  “Not  a  Subordinate  Lodge 
charter  surrendered  this  year.” 

Delinquent  Lodges 

By  referring  to  page  53,  of  the  1919  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  subject 
“Delinquent  Lodges,”  you  will  note  that  at  the  time  of  my  installa¬ 
tion  as  Grand  Master,  I  inherited  a  large  number  of  delinquent  Lodges. 
It  is  my  pleasure  to  inform  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  that  each  of  said 
delinquent  Lodges  were  brought  back  into  fellowship  and  fraternity 
and  in  many  of  them,  classes  have  been  held  and  they  are  growing  and 
prospering. 

Before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  namely,  August  31,  1920,  the 
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report  and  per  capita  tax  from  every  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction 
had  been  secured,  and  I  am  certainly  proud  to  be  able  to  say  “Not  a 
delinquent  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction.”  By  referring  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  journals  for  many  years  in  the  past,  you  will  note  many  delin¬ 
quent  Lodges  shown  and  so  we  ought  to  be  exceedingly  proud  that  this 
year  we  have  none.  To  the  Representatives,  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Secretary  and  the  many  brothers  who  co-operated  so 
loyally  with  me  in  the  campaign  against  delinquent  Lodges  much  credit 
is  due  and  I  thank  each  and  everyone  that  assisted  me  in  any  way  in 
securing  the  reports  and  per  capita  tax.

Official  Letter  to  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  No.  4 

Of  the  several  communications  sent  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  I  am  only  recording  one  in  this  report  to  show  you  that  I 
have  performed  my  duty  in  this  direction: 

Ames,  Iowa,  June  23,  1920. 

My  Dear  Brother: — 

The  record  for  the  first  term  of  1920  has  been  written  and  it  is  a 
record  that  we  may  all  well  feel  proud  of.  Not  only  has  the  biggest 
gain  in  membership  of  any  previous  year  been  attained,  but  we  have 
established  a  still  greater  record  that  will  make  those  who  will  follow 
us  in  office  strive  hard  to  keep  pace  with  and  that  record  is  the  fact 
that  today  we  do  not  have  a  delinquent  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction.  This 
is  a  wonderful  achievement,  and  I  thank  you  for  your  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  constant  attention  to  the  best  interests  of  the  order.  It  is 
almost  time  again  for  installation  of  officers  for  the  last  half  of  1920, 
and  again  I  am  asking  you  to  keep  the  record  that  you  have  established, 
uuntarnished.  Let  us  demonstrate  that  the  record  for  the  first  half  of 
1920  was  no  accident,  but  a  preconcerted  move  in  which  we  all  worked 
in  unison  to  attain  results. 

Your  duties  are  clearly  defined  in  Section  26,  Grand  Lodge  Consti¬ 
tution.  If  you  are  not  in  possession  of  a  copy  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Constitution,  write  at  once  to  L.  W.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary,  615  Locust 
street,  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  You  are  entitled  to  a  copy.  Read  sections 
35,  36,  37  and  125,  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  where  again 
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your  duties  are  plainly  stated.  Also  read  standing  resolution  No.  45, 
as  found  on  page  59,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  which  states,  as  a  part 
of  the  Grand  Master’s  instructions  to  D.  D.  G.  M.,  that  each  Deputy  is 
required  to  report  every  lodge  in  his  District  as  having  its  Treasurer 
bonded,  and  its  PROPERTY  INSURED,  and  No  Installation  of  Offi¬ 
cers  Shall  Be  Had  until  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  has  fully  satisfied  himself 
that  each  of  said  requirements  have  been  met.  Also  read  Resolution 
No.  14,  Page  52,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution. 

Several  Odd  Fellows  Temples  have  burned  during  the  first  half  of 
1920.  Let  it  not  be  said  of  you  that  they  had  no  insurance  when  the 
fire  occurred  for  it  is  your  duty  to  see  and  report  that  they  are  fully 
insured. 

When  you  have  concluded  your  installations,  make  me  a  brief  re¬ 
port  of  your  year’s  work  in  your  own  way.  The  Grand  Lodge  does 
not  furnish  blanks  for  this  purpose.  Just  write  me  a  letter  giving  a 
brief  history  of  each  lodge  in  your  District  and  conditions  of  each 
lodge  during  your  stewardship. 

Now,  Brother  Deputies,  “Let’s  go.”  Keep  the  record  clear  that  you 
have  made;  organize  auto  trains  from  your  lodge,  and  send  at  least 
one  auto  loaded  with  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellows  to  each  lodge  in  your 
District  the  first  meeting  night  in  July.  Instruct  them  to  see  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  report  is  made  out  and  a  warrant  for  the  Per  Capita 
tax  drawn  and  presented  to  you.  Fail  not,  Falter  not,  in  well  doing, 
for  therein  all  the  honor  lies.  Do  not  “Even  hesitate  until  you  know 
that  your  District  is  ONE  HUNDRED  PER  CENT.” 

Drop  me  a  letter  just  as  soon  as  your  District  is  100%  and  I  will 
make  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  according  to  the  position  you  draw 
as  reports  are  received.  Who  will  be  the  first  one  over  the  top? 

I  enclose  herewith  S.  A.  P.  Do  Not  Communicate  S.  A.  P.  to  the 
Noble  Grand  of  any  Lodge  until  you  until  you  have  their  report  and 
per  capita  tax  in  your  hands.

Pursuant  to  a  motion  unanimously  adopted  at  the  Grand  Lodge 
session  held  at  Ames,  Iowa,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  con¬ 
tained  therein,  all  of  which  will  be  found  recorded  on  page  202  of  the 
1919  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  immediately  upon  being  advised  that  the 
Special  Committee  mentioned  therein  and  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  evidence  with  reference  to  complaints  against  the  man- 
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agement  of  the  Homes  at  Mason  City  had  completed  their  task  and 
fully  performed  their  duty  and  were  ready  to  report,  I  called  a  Special 
Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  convene  in  the  hall  of  Fort  Des  Moines 
Lodge,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  December  30,  1919.  The  call  for  this  Special 
Session  is  found  above.  The  Grand  Secretary  will  set  forth  a  complete 
record  of  said  Special  Session  in  his  report. 

In  order  to  clear  away  some  misunderstanding  with  reference  to 
the  calling  of  this  Special  Session,  I  wish  to  emphasize  that  the  calling 
of  same  was  not  left  to  the  pleasure  and  judgment  of  the  Grand 
Master;  but,  on  the  contrary,  was  made  obligatory  on  him  to  call  the 
same.  A  careful  reading  of  the  said  motion  will  show  those  interested 
that  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Representatives  at 
the  session  at  Ames.  I  trust  that  those  who  have  thought  that  it  was 
unnecessary  to  call  this  session  will  carefully  read  the  said  motion 
and  thus  be  enlightened  to  the  fact  that  the  calling  of  this  session  was 
mandatory  on  me. 

Special  Sessions 

Many  Special  Sessions  have  been  called  this  year.  At  each  Special 
Session,  a  School  of  Instruction  has  been  held.  A  great  interest  has 
been  manifest  everywhere  and  I  feel  certain  that  much  good  has 
resulted  from  said  schools  and  sessions. 

The  Past  Grands  appreciate  the  fact  that  they  can  receive  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  Past  Official  Degrees  without  traveling  long  dis¬ 
tances  to  receive  them.  At  the  Special  Sessions  thus  held,  many 
brothers  from  surrounding  Lodges  have  been  present. 

A  Grand  Master,  by  the  aid  of  the  sessions  comes  in  contact  with 
hundreds  that  he  would  not  otherwise  meet.  I  believe  that  the  ses¬ 
sions  are  a  great  force  for  good  in  the  Order. 

I  have  held  nineteen  Special  Sessions  so  far  during  my  adminis¬ 
tration  and  I  have  several  yet  before  Grand  Lodge.  For  location, 
name  and  number  receiving  degrees  and  date  of  said  sessions,  see 
Grand  Secretary’s  report. 


Official  Visits

I  have  made  205  visits  up  to  September  first  and  have  dates  prom¬ 
ised  for  twenty-seven  more  visits  before  our  Grand  Lodge  session. 

This  has  meant  much  traveling  and  many  sleepless  nights  and 
there  have  been  times  when  I  held  as  high  as  eight  meetings  in  one 
week.  Two  different  weeks,  there  were  three  nights  in  each  week  that 
I  was  up  all  night,  and  a  number  of  weeks  when  I  did  not  see  a  bed 
for  one  and  two  nights  in  the  week. 
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Everywhere,  I  have  been  received  with  the  utmost  courtesy  and 
kindness.  I  have  enjoyed  these  visits  more  than  I  can  express  and 
trust  that  I  have  accomplished  something  for  the  Order  during  my 
year. 


Correspondence 

On  account  of  the  Special  Session  held  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and 
the  many  rumors  that  were  afloat  concerning  the  Homes  and  the  fact 
that  the  membership  of  this  State  was  awakened  and  have  worked 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  as  never  before,  the  correspondence 
this  year  has  been  enormous. 

I  have  answered  every  letter  that  has  come  to  my  desk  whether  it 
was  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  or  from  an  individual  member  and 
on  account  of  the  large  number  of  official  visits  that  I  have  made, 
every  Sunday  since  I  have  been  installed  and  the  evenings  that  I  have 
been  privileged  to  be  home,  have  been  spent  entirely  in  dictating 
letters  and  answering  mail.  There  has  been  some  delay  once  in  a 
while  for  I  have,  perhaps,  received  a  hundred  letters  that  were  ad¬ 
dressed  to  me  as  Grand  Master  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  several  that 
have  been  addressed  to  me  at  Mason  City,  and  no  doubt,  a  few  of  the 
brothers  and  sisters  who  have  failed  to  receive  answers,  have  mailed 
them  to  other  points. 

Over  twelve  thousand  letters  have  been  mailed  from  this  office 
during  my  term  and  there  remains  seven  weeks  of  my  administration, 
and  I  shall  feel  lost,  indeed,  when  I  do  not  have  this  correspondence 
constantly  on  my  mind. 

In  the  main,  the  handling  of  this  large  amount  of  correspondence 
has  been  a  pleasure.

We  also  desire  to  thank  General  Peterson  for  his  thoughtfulness 
in  requesting  us  to  extend  a  general  invitation  to  the  membership  of 
the  several  branches  of  our  Order  and  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to 
extend  this  invitation  at  the  various  meetings  that  we  have  attended. 

We  realize  that  a  Grand  Lodge  Parade  would  not  be  complete  with- 
cut  the  dignity  and  beauty  of  the  brilliant  uniforms  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  and  it  is  our  desire  and  wish  that  the  Uniform  Rank  occupy 
the- position  of  honor  and  leadership  of  the  parade  this  year.

I  have  said  many  times  in  my  addresses  this  year  and  through  my 
official  communications  that  it  was  my  wish  and  great  desire  that 
each  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  would  select  some  one  member  of  the 
Lodge  or  members  thereof  and  instruct  them  to  visit  the  Homes  at t 
Mason  City  and  make  a  report  of  their  findings  there.  Many  Lodges 
have  followed  this  suggestion  and  it  has  proven  an  inspiration  to  the 
Lodges  that  have  done  so. 

I  have  visited  the  Homes  one  or  more  times  each  month  during  my 
administration  and  have  spent  many  pleasant  and  profitable  hours 
there.  Odd  Fellowship  is  surely  doing  a  wonderful  work  in  main¬ 
taining  these  Homes,  caring  for  the  Orphan  children,  clothing  and 
feeding  them,  educating  and  bringing  them  up  in  an  atmosphere  and 
environment  that  will  make  of  them  splendid  types  of  American  man¬ 
hood  and  womanhood. 

When  we  pause  to  consider  that  we  have  a  number  of  innocent  little 
babes  only  a  few  months  old  that  God  only  knows  what  might  have 
been  their  fate,  were  it  not  for  the  protecting  arm  of  Odd  Fellowship 
and  then  comes  to  us  the  realization  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  prepared 
for  those  babes  and  were  it  possible  for  you  to  see  them  as  they  are 
carefully  nursed  in  that  beautiful  Grace  Lewis  Memorial  Nursery,  and 
then  to  consider  that  they  will  be  carefully  raised  from  babes  a  few 
months  old  to  splendid  young  men  and  young  women  under  the  guid¬ 
ing  hand  and  protection  of  this,  the  greatest  of  all  Orders,  is  it  not, 
after  all,  worth  while? 

Then  I  ask  you  to  consider  for  a  moment  the  old  and  indigent 
brothers  and  sisters  of  our  Order  who  are  housed  in  the  Home  so 
thoughtfully  provided  for  them.  My  brothers,  you  have  made  their 
last  declining  days,  days  of  joy.  Peace  and  contentment  is  written  on 
their  faces.  They  are  well  clothed  and  the  best  of  food  is  provided 
for  them,  entertainment  and  recreation  is  furnished  and  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  hear  them  tell  of  the  wonders  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

New  Superintendent  of  the  Homes 

As  provided  by  resolution  adopted  at  the  Special  Session  held  in 
Des  Moines  on  December  30,  1919,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  said  resolution,  hired  Brother  A.  W.  Stubbs 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Homes.  As  a  full  report  will  be  made  by  the 
Superintendent  and,  no  doubt,  by  the  Homes’  Trustees,  I  will  not  take 
the  space  here  to  write  further  concerning  this  important  appointment 
except  to  say  that  Brother  Stubbs  has  demonstrated  that  he  is  wonder- 
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fully  capable,  highly  efficient  and  will  prove  satisfactory  in  every  way 
il  given  the  opportunity,  and  I  know  he  will  be  given  this  opportunity. 


Boys’  Dormitory 

I  call  your  attention  to  Resolution  No.  31,  reported  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  Finance  Committee  and  found  on  page  191,  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Journal,  1919  session.  In  the  said  resolution,  you  will  note  that  an 
appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made,  the  said  sum  to  be  collected  over 
a  period  of  five  years.  A  per  capita  tax  of  fifteen  cents  per  member 
was  levied  to  be  collected  semi-annually  over  said  period  of  five  years 
commencing  January  1,  1920.  By  computing  the  number  of  Subordi¬ 
nate  members,  62,998  members  as  per  last  report,  and  multiplying 
this  sum  by  thirty,  the  result  will  be  $18,899.40  after  two  collections 
have  been  made,  or  one-fifth  of  the  period  of  collection,  or  based  upon 
our  present  membership,  the  five  years  of  collection  will  only  yield 
$94,497.00  or  $5,503.00  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  said 
building.  Consequently,  a  $100,000.00  building  cannot  be  built  at  the 
end  of  five  years  even  unless  a  great  gain  in  membership  is  made  and 
the  sums  of  money  as  collected  for  the  building  of  said  dormitory  are 
placed  on  interest. 

The  same  committee,  namely,  the  Grand  Lodge  Finance  Committee, 
in  Report  No.  47,  found  on  page  196,  1919  Journal,  appointed  a  build¬ 
ing  committee  composed  of  J.  M.  Hazlett,  P.  G.  M.,  and  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans  Homes. 

No  authorization  or  authority  of  any  kind  or  character  was  given 
the  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Secretary  to  draw  warrants  on  the 
said  building  fund,  nor  were  we  authorized  to  borrow  sums  of  money 
to  make  up  the  deficit  existing  between  the  sum  now  on  hand,  namely, 
approximately  $19,000  which  would  leave  a  sum  not  raised  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $81,000  and  it  is  very  evident  that  a  $100,000  building  could  not 
be  constructed  with  the  sum  now  on  hand. 

After  careful  and  diligent  consideration  of  the  above  subject,  and 
reaching  a  conclusion  that  I  had  no  legal  right  to  make  an  order  on 
the  money  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  possessing  no 
authority  to  borrow  sums  of  money  to  finance  the  building,  and  taking 
counsel  from  brothers  who  occupy  the  highest  standing  in  the  legal 
profession,  I  rendered  a  decision  that  the  money  now  on  hand  could  not 
be  used  and  consequently,  the  building  has  not  been  erected. 

I  believe  that  it  is  well  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  delay  the  building 
of  the  Boys’  Dormitory  until  such  time  as  the  entire  sum  appropriated 
has  been  fully  collected.  Again,  building  material  of  all  kinds  is  at 
the  highest  point  in  the  history  of  our  nation.  No  one  has  suffered 
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cn  account  of  the  delay  as  we  have  ample  room  for  all.  I  submit  the 
further  consideration  of  this  matter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  session. 

Expense  Account 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  visits  made  and  the  tremendous 
volume  of  correspondence,  I  have  exceeded  my  expense  account  several 
hundred  dollars.  I  did  this  knowingly,  and  for  the  good  of  the  Order 
and  not  with  any  thought,  on  my  part,  of  being  reimbursed  for  the 
amount.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  does  not  owe  me  one  cent.  A  com¬ 
plete  itemized  statement  of  every  cent  expended  by  me  of  said  ex¬ 
pense  money  has  been  filed  with  the  Grand  Secretary.  A  detailed  and 
complete  itemized  statement  will  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
Finance  Committee  and  will  be  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Journal.  I  shall  not,  therefore,  take  space  to  enumerate  the  amounts 
here. 


Election  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers 

Pursuant  to  change  in  law  making  it  obligatory  for  the  Grand 
Master  instead  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  count  the  returns  for  the 
election  of  Grand  Lodge  officers,  I  beg  to  report  that  that  duty  was 
performed  by  me,  and  a  detailed  report,  together  with  the  names  of 
the  Past  Grands  who  assisted  me,  is  herewith  presented  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  that  in  making  a  change  in  our 
law  with  reference  to  this  matter,  no  provision  or  authorization  was 
given  the  Grand  Master  to  pay  for  the  Past  Grands’  service  or  for 
postage  including  registered  notices  as  the  law  requires.  I  am  there¬ 
fore,  filing  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Finance  Committee 
an  itemized  statement  of  the  expenses  incurred  and  as  the  same  will 
appear  in  the  Finance  Committee’s  report,  I  will  not  present  the  same 
here  except  to  say  that  in  the  past,  the  Grand  Secretary  issued  a  war¬ 
rant  in  payment  for  the  services  of  the  Past  Grands  called  to  his 
assistance  in  counting  the  returns,  etc.,  and  I  now  ask  this  Grand  Lodge 
to  pay  the  amount  of  the  itemized  statements  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  to  adopt  a  resolution  au¬ 
thorizing  future  Grand  Masters  to  pay  this  expense  when  contracted. 

Ames,  Iowa,  July  10,  1920. 

To  the  Grand,  Lodge ,  /.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

As  provided  in  Clause  1  of  Section  28  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Consti¬ 
tution,  on  June  22,  1920,  it  being  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June,  the 
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Grand  Master  called  to  his  assistance  Martin  C.  Erickson  and  F.  H. 
Schleiter,  both  Past  Grands  of  Ames  Lodge,  No.  309,  and  canvassed 
the  election  returns  for  Grand  Officers  that  had  been  received  by 
the  Grand  Master,  tabulating  and  counting  such  as  were  found  to  be 
correct,  sending  back  thirty-eight  imperfect  returns  for  correction. 

The  returns  from  eight  lodges  were  rejected,  the  vote  in  said  eight 
lodges,  as  by  the  certificate  dates,  not  having  been  cast  “On  the  first 
meeting  night  in  June”  as  by  law  required. 

Election  returns  from  Lodges  Nos.  197,  331),  245  and  586  were 
received  too  late  to  be  countedv 

The  committee  met  again  July  10th  and  completed  the  canvass. 
Of  the  thirty-eight  returns  sent  back  for  correction,  thirty-three  had 
been  returned  to  the  Grand  Master  and  of  the  said  thirty-three  re¬ 
turned,  four  could  not  be  counted,  the  secretaries  having  failed  to 
make  proper  correction.  Those  found  correct  were  added  to  the  vote 
previously  summarized,  showing  the  election  of  the  following  officers:

Typewriter

matter  in  your  hands  for  consideration,  knowing  that  I  will  receive 
whatever  is  right  and  equitable  in  the  matter.

The  official  organ  of  our  Order,  a  copy  of  which  is  paid  for  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  mailed  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  each  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge,  and  the  said  Secretary  is  expected  and  supposed  by  law  to 
read  the  official  communication  contained  therein.  I  am  sorry  to  say 
that  I  have  found  a  number  of  Lodges  that  do  not  know  of  this  law 
and  arrangement.  The  official  communications  have  never  been  read, 
this  year  or  in  past  years,  and  no  one  seems  to  know  who  receives 
the  paper. 

The  Iowa  Odd  Fellow  is  a  force  for  good  in  our  organization  and 
I  wish  I  could  say  something  at  this  time  that  would  cause  every 
brother  and  sister  in  this  jurisdiction  to  subscribe  for  this  valuable 
paper.  Not  only  are  the  official  communications  of  the  President 
and  the  Grand  Master  printed  in  full  in  each  issue,  but  the  editorials 
and  other  matters  appearing  therein  are  invaluable.  This  paper  should 
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be  on  the  library  table  of  every  Odd  Fellow’s  home  in  Iowa.  I  recom¬ 
mend  the  continuance  of  this  valuable  paper  as  the  official  organ  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Official  Communications 

I  have  not  missed  a  single  issue  of  the  Official  paper,  the  Iowa 
Odd  Fellow.  Many  requests  have  been  made  that  I  cause  to  be 
printed  in  the  Journal  all  of  my  communications,  but  on  account  of 
the  abnormal  cost  of  printing  the  Journal  this  year,  I  have  omitted 
them  from  my  report.

Initiation  and  Degree  Fees 

The  law  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  effected 
practically  every  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  State  with  reference  to 
the  fees  charged  for  initiation  and  degrees.  Wg  have  endeavored 
through  our  official  communications  and  by  letter  to  impress  the 
lodges  with  the  necessity  of  changing  their  by-laws  in  compliance 
with  the  present  law. 


Quasqueton  Property 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  owns  a  two  story,  frame  building  for¬ 
merly  used  as  a  lodge  building  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  of  Quas- 
queton.  The  charter  of  the  said  lodge  was  taken  up  by  P.  G.  M. 
Hazlett  and  this  Grand  Lodge  has  an  investment  of  several  hundred 
dollars  paid  out  for  the  indebtedness  on  said  building  and  the  best 
price  for  the  sale  of  the  same  that  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  was 
$650.00  cash.  I  feel  that  this  is  not  a  sufficient  amount  and  have 
therefore  refused  the  offer,  believing  it  best  to  leave  the  matter  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Brother  M.  O.  Fouts,  Repre¬ 
sentative-elect,  of  Independence,  was  designated  by  me  to  look  after 
sale  of  this  property.  He  will  make  proper  report  at  this  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


Stiner  Property  at  Eldon,  Iowa 

I  made  a. personal  inspection  of  the  eighteen  and  fraction  acres 
owned  by  this  Grand  Body  at  Eldon.  The  house  on  this  property  is 
almost  worthless,  the  barn  small  and  in  bad  condition;  fences  are 
down;  land  is  very  rough,  most  of  it  covered  by  underbrush  and  trees. 
A  big  ravine  traverses  this  land.  A  public  road  cuts  it  in  two  and 
only  about  six  or  seven  acres,  in  patches,  can  be  farmed.  The  value 
of  this  property,  in  my  judgment,  is  not  to  exceed  $1,800,  and  I 
recommend  that  the  same  be  sold  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
The  President  ’of  the  Assembly  accompanied  me  on  this  inspection 
trip,  together  with  Brother  and  Sister  Wilson  of  Ottumwa.  I  refer 
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you  to  President  Sister  Schechter  for  a  more  detailed  report  of 
the  property. 

Code  of  General  Laws  Provided  for  Grand  Master 

The  Code  of  General  Laws  provided  for  my  use  this  year,  from 
its  appearance,  will  bear  evidence  of  the  constant  use  I  have  made 
of  it.  I  will  have  the  volume  with  me  at  Keokuk  for  return  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

State  of  the  Order 

The  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous 
or  better  working  condition.  The  fact  that  we  do  not  have  a  delin¬ 
quent  lodge  in  the  State  is  the  best  evidence;  again,  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  gains  in  membership  in  the  history  of  the  Order  has  been  achieved 
this  year,  a  net  gain  of  4,266,  and  large  classes  are  being  held  every 
week. 

Twelve  consolidations  have  been  consummated  up  to  date  during 
my  term,  and  this  is  a  very  wise  move  for  all  the  weaker  lodges. 
It  saves  the  membership  for  the  Order,  and  brings  the  brothers  of 
the  weak  lodge  consolidating  with  a  stronger  lodge  into  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  fellowship  and  fraternity  that  they  have  missed  because  of 
poor  attendance  and  smallness  of  numbers. 

The  Special  Sessions  have  accomplished  much  towards  bringing 
about  a  better  state  of  the  Order.  The  Schools  of  Instructions  and 
questions  of  law  propounded  through  the  question  box  and  debate 
incident  thereto  have  wrought  wonders. 

Board  of  Instruction 

Brothers,  I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  necessity  for  a  better 
and  more  uniform  understanding  of  the  unwritten,  or  secret  work.  You 
are  all  aware  of  my  interest  personally  in  the  unwritten  work  and  the 
campaign  I  have  put  forth  for  the  sale  of  keys.  The  fact  that  3,324 
keys  have  been  sold  this  year  ought  to  tell  you  that  there  is  an  earnest 
demand  for  knowledge  concerning  this  important  part  of  our  work.  The 
seed  has  been  sown  and  I  urge  this  Grand  Lodge  to  act  upon  the 
recommendation  set  forth  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

The  present  Board  of  Instruction,  Brothers  W.  W.  Brunton,  Chair¬ 
man,  of  Boone;  N.  D.  Smith,  Cedar  Rapids;  A.  H.  Estes,  Waukee; 
R.  H.  Lambertson,  DeWitt,  and  W.  L.  Blosser,  of  Moulton,  Iowa, 
have  been  appointed  absolutely  on  merit  and  ability.  The  proficiency 
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demonstrated  by  this  Board  surely  entitles  them  to  the  earnest  com¬ 
mendation  of  this  Grand  Body. 

Without  question,  Brother  W.  W.  Brunton,  the  Chairman,  is  one 
of  the  best  posted  brothers  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  the  Un¬ 
written  Work.  I  desire  at  this  time  to  acknowledge  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  the  wonderful  work  he  has  accomplished  this  year. 
Brothers  Estes,  Lambertson  and  Blosser  have  the  work  letter  per¬ 
fect.  More  than  double  the  commissions  have  been  issued  this  year 
as  compared  with  last  year  and  the  harvest  is  yet  to  come  as  the 
campaign  waged  this  year  will  bear  its  fuit  later.  The  efficiency 
of  the  Board  and  the  labor  and  enthusiasm  they  have  emparted  ought 
to  mean  gratifying  results  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  perfec¬ 
tion  and  efficiency  of  the  present  Board  and  I  extend  my  personal  and 
sincere  thanks  for  the  many  hours  of  labor  they  have  given  to  the 
work  that  a  higher  standard  of  understanding  might  be  imparted  to 
the  membership  and  a  uniform  degree  of  efficiency  might  be  brought 
about  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Keys  to  the  Unwritten  Work 

I  have  waged  a  compaign  for  a  better  and  more  perfect  under¬ 
standing  of  the  Unwritten  Work  of  our  Order  and  have  met  with 
wonderful  success  and  I  predict  that  my  successor  will  issue  more 
commissions  in  the  Unwritten  Work  than  any  other  Grand  Master 
for  the  following  reasons: 

It  requires  time  to  memorize  the  work  and  many  hundreds  are 
studying  at  the  present  time  and  will  recite  to  some  Member  of  the 
Board  at  Grand  Lodge  or  later  the  work  for  a  commission.  It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  inform  this  Grand  Body  that  more  keys  have 
been  sold  this  year  than  in  all  of  the  six  years  preceding  my  adminis¬ 
tration  combined,  as  the  total  sales  of  keys  up  to  the  first  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1920,  number  3,324  copies  sold.  I  consider  this  a  wonderful  record 
and  beg  to  state  that  Schools  of  Instructions  have  been  held  in  many 
places  and  requests  for  Schools  are  coming  in  almost  daily,  showing 
that  the  brothers  are  making  good  use  of  the  ’’Little  Red  Books.”  I 
request  that  the  committee  to  whom  this  may  be  referred  will  make 
an  analysis  of  this  record,  compare  the  sales  herein  recorded  with  the 
sales  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  as  shown  in  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Journal  and  report  to  this  Grand  Body  their  findings.  I  have 
investigated  and  find  in  one  case  that  a  jurisdiction  with  twice  our 
membership  last  year  only  sold  848  copies. 
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No  Visits  to  Other  Jurisdictions 

I  have  received  many  invitations  to  visit  Grand  Lodge  sessions  in 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  to  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  Conclave,  in  Kansas 
City.  On  account  of  the  large  number  of  dates  promised,  I  have  found 
it  impossible  to  accept  one  of  these  invitations.  I  am  truly  sorry,  for 
I  would  have  enjoyed  visiting  other  Grand  Lodges  as  my  predecessors 
have  done,  but  I  have  been  forced  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  attend¬ 
ing  the  sessions  indicated,  believing  it  was  my  duty  to  give  my  full 
time  to  my  own  jurisdiction  on  account  of  dates  contracted. 

Recommendations 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  record  herein  a  large  number  of  recom¬ 
mendations.  Many  of  the  changes  that  I  have  had  in  mind  have 
been  taken  up  with  Representatives  and  will  be  presented  by  them 
to  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Therefore,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
burden  this  report  with  the  said  proposed  recommendations. 

No.  1 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Orphans’ 
and  Old  Folks’  Homes  should  be  increased  from  three  members  to 
five  and  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  and  President  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  should  be  designated  as  the  two  extra  members.  This  would  in¬ 
crease  the  Board  to  five  members  without  any  expense  to  this  Grand 
Body  as  the  Grand  Master  and  President  are  supposed  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  at  present.  I  believe  that  the  Grand  Master 
and  the  President  should  be  allowed  full  voting  authority  and  have 
the  same  powers  and  rights  as  the  Trustees. 

No.  2 

In  my  many  visits  this  year,  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  lack 
of  knowledge  shown  by  many  lodges  in  the  Unwritten  Work  and  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  degrees.  It  is  plain  to  me  why  our  suspension  list  is 
so  high.  It  is  because  of  the  fact  that  the  lessons  of  our  Order  are 
not  properly  taught  and  that  the  candidates  do  not  get  an  idea  of  the 
great  value  of  our  lessons.  It  is  impossible  for  a  Grand  Master,  even 
though  he  gives  to  this  Grand  Body  his  full  time,  to  visit  less  than 
one-half  of  the  Subordinate  lodges  of  this  State  in  one  year.  We 
have  675  lodges  or  more  and  there  are  only  313  meeting  nights.  With 
the  tremendous  volume  of  correspondence  that  a  Grand  Master  must 
handle  and  numberous  other  matters  incident  to  his  office,  it  is  my 
candid  belief  and  I  earnestly  recommend  for  your  consideration  that 
a  competent  brother  be  selected  as  Grand  Instructor.  Select  a  brother 
who  has  the  Unwritten  Work  perfect,  knows  the  ritual  thoroughly  and 
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can  go  into  any  lodge,  show  them  how  to  organize  a  degree  staff  and 
properly  confer  the  degrees  and  who  shall  devote  his  full  time  to  the 
Order.  Many  Grand  Masters  have  not  given  their  full  time  to  the 
Order,  nor  did  they  promise  to  do  so  when  elected,  and  so  this  is  not 
expressed  with  any  thought  of  criticism  to  anyone,  anywhere,  but  is 
only  stated  to  bring  out  the  point  in  mind  that  the  smaller  lodges  of 
our  State  have  suffered  because  they  have  not  been  visited  as  the 
larger  and  stronger  lodges  have  been.  If  a  Grand  Master  is  not  in 
a  position  to  give  of  his  full  time,  reduce  his  salary  accordingly  and 
pay  an  extra  instructor  with  the  money  thus  saved.  I  want  to  say  to 
the  Representatives  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa  that  a  Grand  Instructor  would  not  cost  this  Grand  Lodge  one 
cent,  for  he  will  save  to  this  Grand  Body  enough  suspensions  that  the 
Per  Capita  tax  on  the  same  will,  in  a  short  time,  more  than  pay 
his  way,  and  besides,  we  need  the  brothers  who  have  been  suspended 
from  the  Order. 


No.  3 

At  the  present  time  the  situation  at  the  Homes  is  very  gratifying 
and  we  are  fortunate,  indeed,  to  secure  so  capable  and  efficient  a  Su¬ 
perintendent,  and  Matron,  but  I  realize  the  necessity  for  a  re-consid¬ 
eration  or  rescinding  of  a  part  of  the  resolution  enacted  at  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  at  the  Special  Session  held  there  with  reference  to  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  Matron  of  our  Home.  Said  resolution  should  be  changed 
so  that  it  would  not  be  obligatory  on  the  Trustees  to  select  the  wife 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Homes  for  a  Matron  of  the  same.  While, 
as  stated,  we  are  particularly  fortunate  in  the  present  instance,  this 
said  part  of  the  resolution  may  prove  embarrassing  in  the  future. 

No.  4 

Our  present  laws  do  not  require  that  a  Grand  Master  give  his  full 
time  to  the  Order.  I  desire  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  so  doing  or 
else  the  necessity  of  adopting  recommendation  No.  2.  The  Subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  of  Iowa  now  number  over  65,000  members  and  there  are, 
according  to  the  last  report,  675  lodges.  Further,  there  are  554 
Rebekah  lodges  with  a  present  membership  of  52,000.  All  Rebekah 
questions  of  law  and  many  other  matters  pertaining  to  Rebekah  lodges 
must  be  handled  by  the  Grand  Master.  With  this  combined  member¬ 
ship  of  117,000  and  1,229  lodges,  it  surely  must  be  evident  to  you  that 
this  Grand  Body  must  have  a  full  time  man  and  it  appeals  to  me  that 
a  part  of  the  qualifications  for  the  office  of  Grand  Master  ought  to  be 
some  resolution  or  enactment  prohibiting  the  Grand  Master  from  hold¬ 
ing  any  political  position  or  office  that  it  would,  in  any  way,  take  his 
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time  from  this  Order.  This  recommendation  is  made  with  the  thought 
in  mind  of  the  future  and  is  not  intended  to  be  applied  to  this  year. 
The  greatest  difficulty  I  find  is  trying  to  impress  our  membership 
how  big  we  really  are  as  an  organization  and  the  tremendous  volume 
of  business  that  is  handled  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

No.  5 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  our  present  system  of  selecting 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  is  all  wrong.  Representatives  will 
write  to  some  lodge  asking  them  to  recommend  a  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  the  said  Representative  recommends  the  appoint¬ 
ment  without  any  knowledge  of  his  qualifications  or  the  time  he  will 
be  able  to  give  his  District.  While  I  have  only  words  of  praise  and 
congratulations  for  most  of  the  Deputies  this  year,  in  a  few  instances, 
I  have  been  compelled  to  make  long  trips  at  great  expense  to  get 
results  that  the  Deputy  failed  to  secure  for  me.  In  some  cases,  the 
Deputy  did  not  even  have  time  to  answer  my  letters.  I,  therefore, 
recommend  that  our  law  be  amended  so  that  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master’s  office  will  be  an  elective  one  and  that  the  Deputy  will 
be  nominated  and  elected  on  the  same  night  as  fixed  for  the  nomina¬ 
tion  and  election  of  Representatives.  I  earnestly  commend  this  to 
your  attention,  for  the  Order  is  not  getting  the  proper  results  from 
the  present  system. 

No.  6 

Many  of  the  Representatives  seem  to  feel  that  after  they  are 
elected,  all  obligations  to  the  Order  cease  until  the  Grand  Lodge  ses¬ 
sion.  One  Representative  whose  Deputy  had  removed  from  the  Dis¬ 
trict  wrote  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  said  that  he  did  not  have 
time  to  go  the  short  distance  of  eight  miles  to  secure  the  report  and 
per  capita  tax  of  a  lodge  in  his  District  that  had  not  reported.  I  most 
heartily  recommend  that  one  of  the  qualifications  of  Representative 
be  that  the  certificate  of  election  shall  not  be  issued  by  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  until  the  report  and  per  capita  tax  of  every  lodge  in 
each  District  in  the  State  is  in  the  hand's  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  certify  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
before  the  issuance  of  said  certificate.  A  few  Deputies,  contrary  to 
instructions  as  per  my  letter  to  Deputies,  herewith  made  a  part  of 
this  report,  gave  the  S.  A.  P.  to  lodges  that  had  not  made  report  or 
paid  their  per  capita  tax.  In  the  future,  I  recommend  that  our  law 
be  so  amended  that  the  pass  words  be  transmitted  to  the  Representa¬ 
tive  instead  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  only  so  trans¬ 
mitted  after  the  Grand  Secretary  has  certified  to  the  Grand  Master 
that  all  the  lodges  have  made  report  and  paid  per  capita  tax  in  the 
Districts  wherein  the  said  pass  word  is  to  be  mailed. 
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No.  7 

I  have  given  a  great  deal  of  consideration  to  our  present  law  of 
requiring  semi-annual  reports  and  payments  of  per  capita  tax,  and 
after  mature  reflection,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  present  system  is 
all  wrong  and  is  working  a  hardship  on  many  of  the  smaller  lodges. 
For  illustration,  with  the  exception  of  the  present  year,  each  year 
we  have  had  many  delinquent  lodges,  especially  the  last  term  of 
the  year.  The  smaller  lodges,  and  many  of  the  large  lodges,  do  not 
hold  regular  meetings,  and  more  especially  the  farmer  lodges.  As  a 
consequence,  no  legal  election  of  officers  are  held,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  get  the  reports  and  per  capita  tax  in,  whereas,  if  we  had 
only  annual  reports,  and  the  annual  report  and  per  capita  tax  due 
January  1st,  no  trouble  would  be  experienced.  Again,  by  our  present 
system,  a  large  per  cent  of  Past  Grands,  receiving  Past  Grands’  cer¬ 
tificates  as  such,  are,  in  fact,  not  entitled  to  said  certificates,  for  the 
reason  that  they  do  not  hold  regular  meetings  and  comply  with  the 
law  governing  the  matter.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Legislative  committee  for  solution.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  annual  terms  for  officers  also. 

No.  8 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  report  was  presented  by 
the  Finance  Committee  and  adopted  ordering  that  in  the  1919  Grand 
Lodge  Journal,  only  the  photo  of  the  Incoming  and  Outgoing  Grand 
Master  be  published  and  thereafter  only  the  photo  of  the  Incoming 
Grand  Master.  This  report  was  adopted  without  debate  or  considera¬ 
tion,  and  on  account  of  the  small  expense  incident  thereto,  I  heartily 
believe  that  the  photo  of  the  Outgoing  Grand  Master,  Incoming  Grand 
Master  and  Incoming  Deputy  Grand  Master  should  be  published. 
Many  times  this  year  I  have  been  asked  why  the  pictures  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  were  omitted.  I  shall  be  the  first  Grand  Master 
that  this  jurisdiction  ever  had  that  was  deprived  of  the  privilege  and 
courtesy  of  having  his  photo  on  the  front  page  of  the  journal  of  his 
year.  Whether  the  record  of  my  year  is  good  or  bad,  I  do  not  feel 
that  another  should  be  accorded  the  courtesy  that  I  have  been  denied, 
and  I  sincerely  trust  that  future  Grand  Masters  will  be  accorded  this 
privilege  and  courtesy.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  report  and 
Order  be  repealed. 

A  Business  Administration 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  you  a  business  administration  rather 
than  an  oratorical  term,  and  I  believe  that  the  following  achieve¬ 
ments  of  this  year  and  the  tremendous  interest  manifest  everywhere 
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has  justified  my  judgment.  The  greatest  numerical  gain  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  any  one  year  has  been  made.  The 
largest  sale  of  Keys  to  the  Unwritten  Work  in  any  one  year  or 
several  years  combined  have  been  sold,  and  I  am  happy  indeed  to  ad¬ 
vise  you  that  the  net  gain  made  for  the  past  fiscal  year  in  membership 
is  4,266. 

An  analysis  of  the  campaign  I  have  made  for  “new  members  and 
no  suspensions”  and  the  sale  of  keys  must  tell  you  that  these  cam¬ 
paigns  have  resulted  so  satisfactorily  that  the  additional  per  capita 
tax  on  the  new  members  and  delinquent  lodges  resuscitated  and  the 
profit  from  the  sale  of  keys  will  almost,  if  not  quite,  pay  my  salary 
and  expenses. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  is  a  big  institution  and  it  is  hard  many 
times  to  properly  impress  the  membership  just  how  big  we  have 
grown  and  the-  tremendous  volume  of  business  transacted  by  this 
organization  in  one  year.  I  have  handled  the  business  of  the  year 
to  the  very  best  of  my  ability.  As  most  of  you  are  aware,  previous 
to  my  assuming  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  I  had  previously  been 
employed  with  large  corporations  where  mastership  of  details  and 
executive  and  business  judgment  were  the  requisite  qualifications.  I 
have  applied  the  experience  thus  secured  to  a  business  administration 
in  this  organization  and  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  review  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  the  past  year  and  to  congratulate  everyone  who  contributed 
to  the  splendid  results. 

Acknowledgments  and  Personal  Mention 

Now  that  my  year  as  Grand  Master  of  this  jurisdiction  is  about  to 
close  and  I  pause  for  a  moment  to  consider  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for 
assistance,  advice  and  counsel,  I  have  been  so  loyally  supported  by  the 
entire  membership  that  space  forbids  the  personal  mention  except 
a  few: 

To  Grand  Herald,  William  Hulett: 

Brother  Hulett  is  a  member  of  my  own  Lodge.  To  him  more  than 
anyone  else  is  due  the  credit  for  the  magnificent  Temple  that  Ames 
Lodge  No.  309  owns  for  it  was  a  large  sum  of  his  money  that  made 
the  erection  of  our  fine  Temple  possible.  He  has  always  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  my  success  and  appreciates,  perhaps,  more  than  any  other  Odd 
Fellow,  the  honor  that  has  come  to  me.

I  served  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
under  P.  G.  M.  Ring  when  he  occupied  the  office  as  Grand  Master  and 
I  enjoyed  the  happy  privilege  of  organizing  and  instituting  the  only 
two  Lodges  instituted  under  his  administration.  I  cannot  adequately 
express  the  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  I  owe  Brother  Ring  for 
the  services  he  has  rendered  me.  I  never  requested  assistance  or  coun¬ 
sel  from  him  but  what  it  was  freely  given. 

To  L.  W.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary: 

I  desire  to  convey  my  heartiest  appreciation  and  thanks  to  Brother 
L.  W.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary.  His  wide  experience  in  the  work  of 
our  Order  made  his  services  of  great  value  to  me  and  I  desire  to  add 
my  personal  appreciation  and  acknowledgment  of  the  efficiency, 
ability  and  whole-souled  devotion  to  the  Order  which  he  has  displayed 
throughout  my  term  of  office.  He  has  ever  been  kind,  ready  and  will¬ 
ing  to  aid  me  and  has,  at  all  times,  exhibited  rare  judgment  in  meeting 
the  many  perplexing  problems  that  have  arisen.  I  consider  it  a  per¬ 
sonal  privilege  to  attest  to  the  high  degree  of  efficiency  that  prevails 
in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office. 

To  A.  W.  Merriam,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary: 

Brother  Merriam  is  capable,  efficient,  courteous  and  ever  ready  to 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  Several  times  the  past  year, 
he  has  accompanied  me  and  acted  in  place  of  the  Grand  Secretary  at 
Special  Sessions  and  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  he  performed  his  part.  He  is  a  master  in  the  Unwrit¬ 
ten  Work  of  our  Order  and  renders  invaluable  service  at  the  Schools 
of  Instruction  held  at  the  said  Special  Sessions.  I  first  met  Brother 
Merriam  several  years  ago.  Being  near  the  same  height  and  both  in 
P.  M.  Uniform,  we  were  placed  at  the  head  of  a  Grand  Lodge  parade. 
From  that  moment  to  the  present  time,  a  friendship  has  continued.  I 
thank  Brother  Merriam  for  the  many  acts  of  kidness  extended  to  me 
during  my  term.

My  relations  with  the  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  the 
membership  in  general  have  been  most  cordial  and  pleasant.  There  is 
evidence  everywhere  of  the  most  sincere  and  devoted  interest  in  the 
work.  The  Rebekah  Lodges  of  Iowa  were  never  more  prosperous  and 
are,  indeed,  a  mighty  force  for  good.  I  pledged  to  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly  my  support  and  best  efforts  and  I  have  kept  the  faith  as  the 
President  of  the  Assembly  will  attest.  The  Rebekahs  of  Iowa  have 
accomplished  more  for  the  Order  in  proportion  to  their  number  than 
any  other  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  I  shall  ever  be  found  working 
and  talking  for  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  our  Order.

I  acknowledge  many  fine  courtesies  and  kindnesses  from  each 
of  the  above  named  members  of  the  Board  this  year  for  which  I  sin¬ 
cerely  thank  them. 


In  Memoriam 

Past  Grand  Master  M.  W.  White 

The  death  of  M.  W.  White,  P.  G.  M.,  Sioux  City,  has  caused  me 
inexpressible  grief.  Another  link  has  been  broken  in  our  chain  which 
never  can  be  filled,  but  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of 
the  All  Wise  God,  and  we  shall  ever  be  grateful  for  the  influence  of 
his  beautiful  character  and  his  life  so  nobly  lived.  We  truly  sympa¬ 
thize  with  the  sorrowing  wife,  bereft  of  a  kind  and  loving  husband. 
No  higher  eulogy  can  be  pronounced  in  memory  of  Brother  White 
than  to  say  “He  lived  to  serve  mankind”  and  his  belief  in  the  two 
great  fundamental  truths  of  Odd  Fellowship,  “The  Fatherhood  of  God 
and  the  Brotherhood  of  man.” 

Past  Grand  Master  White  has  received  the  summons  that  called 
him  from  the  scenes  of  this  earth  to  the  realms  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
above. 

He  has  gone.  Never  more  will  we  be  able  to  listen  to  his  words 
of  counsel,  of  advice,  of  guidance;  never  more  will  we  be  able  to  grasp 
his  hand,  to  look  upon  his  kindly  face,  to  hear  his  voice;  but  his 
memory  will  be  cherished,  and  his  beautiful  character  and  good  deeds 
will  live  on  forever. 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  A.  D.  Steele 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  Steele  has  passed  from  this  life  to  the  Great 
Beyond.  His  health  had  been  poor  for  a  considerable  time,  but  he  was 
always  cheery,  and  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  his  friends  and  brothers. 
His  life  had  been  a  strong  and  useful  one,  and  he  will  be  sadly  missed. 
I  regret  more  than  I  can  express  the  fact  that  I  could  not  attend  the 
funeral  service  of  Brother  Steele.  Brother  Steele’s  influence  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten. 

In  Conclusion 

The  record  of  my  year  as  Grand  Master  has  been  written.  You 
are  the  jury.  The  evidence  is  all  in  and  arguments  have  been  made. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  a  favorable  verdict  will  be  your  decision.  I  re¬ 
quest  you  to  place  yourselves  in  my  position  when  analyzing  the  dif¬ 
ferent  problems  and  official  acts,  and  ask  yourself  this  important  ques¬ 
tion:  “What  would  I  have  done  under  similar  circumstances  and  con- 
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ditions?”  I  have  exercised  conscientious  judgment.  I  rest  my  case 
with  you. 

How  well  I  have  watched  over  that  submitted  to  my  care  will  be 
left  for  you  to  judge.  Words  fail  me  when  I  undertake  to  express  to 
you  collectively  my  appreciation  of  the  high  honor  conferred  upon  me 
in  permitting  me  to  be  Grand  Master  of  this  splendid  jurisdiction  for 
twelve  months.  While  at  times  I  have  felt  the  responsibility  keenly, 
yet  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the  membership  have  made  the 
work  a  real  pleasure. 

I  do  not  expect  that  my  administration  has  pleased  every  member, 
but  I  have,  at  all  times,  performed  my  duty  as  I  saw  it,  and  according 
to  the  dictates  of  my  best  judgment.  I  have  performed  each  and  every 
duty  fearlessly  and  without  prejudice  or  partiality  and  if  I  have,  in 
your  judgment,  made  mistakes,  such  have  not  been  made  maliciously, 
but  through  lack  of  understanding  and  judgment. 

In  a  few  short  days,  I  will  surrender  my  authority  to  my  successor, 
but  I  want  to  give  you  renewed  assurance  that  when  you  have  con¬ 
ferred  upon  another  the  honor  of  the  office  I  now  hold,  that  while  I 
may  be  termed  a  “has  been,”  I  am  not  through  with  Odd  Fellowship. 
On  the  contrary,  the  experience  of  the  past  year  has  better  fitted  me 
to  “Go  on”  in  the  work  I  love  and  has  made  me  more  capable  for  con¬ 
tinued  usefulness  to  the  Order  for  I  appreciate  beyond  words  to  ex¬ 
press,  what  real,  true  Odd  Fellowship  means. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  give  expressions  of  appreciation  to  each  and 
everyone  who  assisted  me  in  any  way.  I  have  found  willing  hands  and 
hearts  everywhere. 

As  above  stated,  I  commit  the  year’s  work  to  you  for  approval.  I 
hope,  and  trust  that  your  verdict  will  be  favorable,  not  only  for  my 
sake,  but  for  the  sake  of  those  loved  ones  at  home  who  love  me,  and 
have  denied  themselves  so  much  that  I  might  serve  the  Order  “And 
the  Eternal  things  it  stands  for.”

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To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  I.  O.  O.  F.: 

Brothers:  As  required  by  the  constitution,  herewith  find  state¬ 
ment  of  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  August  31,  1920. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  Order.  Since  the 
war  closed  there  has  been  a  general  drift  toward  Fraternalism,  and 
all  Fraternal  Orders  have  been  benefited  thereby;  the  success  of  each 
individual  Lodge  has  been  measured  by  the  efforts  of  its  members. 
There  is  plenty  of  good  material  in  all  localities,  but  it  requires  a  few 
good,  active  members  to  bring  it  into  the  Lodge.  Lodges  do  not  stand 
still,  they  either  go  forward  or  backward,  and  the  Lodge  that  succeeds 
must  be  constantly  adding  new  blood. 


Journal  of  Proceedings 

The  number  of  copies  of  the  journal  to  be  printed  appears  to  have 
been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  I  asked  for  a  bid 
on  the  same  number  of  copies  as  was  printed  last  year  and  found  the 
cost  would  be  $1,000.00  in  excess  of  last  year’s  prices.  By  reducing 
the  number  of  copies  700  I  could  effect  a  saving  of  $475.00  and  entered 
into  a  contract  for  the  reduced  number.  There  are  some  Lodges  that 
ask  for  more  copies  than  the  number  allotted  to  them,  but  others  do 
not  distribute  ones  sent  to  them.  On  a  number  of  occasions  I  have 
found  the  entire  package  sent  them  stacked  on  the  floor,  untouched, 
several  months  after  being  received. 

The  cost  of  printing,  like  everything  else,  is  high,  and  I  believe  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  determine  the  number  of  copies  they  desire  to 
have  printed. 

It  is  recommended  that  of  the  journal  of  the  coming  session  there 
be  printed  3,000  copies,  1,000  bound  in  cloth  and  2,000  in  paper. 
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Election  of  Representatives

districts,  and  with  said  notices  blanks  for  return  to  be  made  to 
Deputy  Grand  Master  John  R.  Price,  Albia,  Iowa.

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Stiner  and  Quasqueton  Properties 

The  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  sale  of  what 
has  been  known  as  the  Stiner  property  near  Eldon,  and  the  Quasqueton 
property  at  Quasqueton,  Iowa.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  have  both  tried  to  get  an  offer  on  said  properties  that  would 
justify  their  sale,  but  without  success  to  date.  The  Grand  Master 
recently  received  an  offer  of  $650.00  for  the  Quasqueton  property,  but 
believing  said  amount  inadequate  the  offer  has  not  yet  been  accepted. 
I  will  continue  my  efforts  to  effect  a  sale  unless  the  Grand  Lodge 
deems  best  to  make  other  arrangements. 

District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 

The  office  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  an  important  posi¬ 
tion.  He  can,  if  he  will,  materially  help  the  Order  in  his  District, 
and  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary. 
This  will  require  some  of  his  time,  and  in  accepting  the  office  he 
should  know  what  its  requirements  are  and  be  willihg  to  fulfill  them. 

I  am  indeed  glad  to  say  we  have  had  some  splendid  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  and  they  have  rendered  good  service  to  this  office  by 
promptly  looking  after  any  matter  referred  to  them.  Am  sorry  I 
can  not  say  the  same  about  all  of  them,  but  there  are  a  few  who 
appear  to  think  their  only  duty  consists  in  installing  the  officers  of  a 
Lodge,  and  in  some  instances  they  do  not  even  install  at  either  term. 
Apparently  they  do  not  examine  a  report  to  see  if  it  is  correct,  and 
some  will  not  take  the  time  to  answer  official  communications. 

I  am  not  making  this  statement  for  the  purpose  of  finding  fault, 
but  with  the  hope  that  the  Representatives  will  see  the  necessity  of 
recommending  capable  brothers  for  these  positions.  In  some  Districts 
the  Representatives  recommend  a  deputy  from  a  certain  Lodge  be¬ 
cause  it  is  “their  turn"  to  have  the  deputy.  This  might  be  all  right 
if  the  Lodge  had  a  competent  man  for  the  position  who  would  accept  it, 
but  too  often  this  is  not  the  case.  The  name  of  a  man,  or  the  Lodge 
to  which  he  belongs  should  not  enter  into  the  consideration,  but  the 
deputy  should  be  selected  solely  because  of  his  ability  and  willingness 
to  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office.  The  Representative 
should  consult  with  the  brothers  in  his  District,  select  the  best  man, 
know  he  will  accept,  and  by  doing  so  you  will  help  the  Order  in 
general  and  especially  in  your  district. 

Surety  Bonds 

The  question  of  a  general  bond  to  cover  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
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and  such  officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges  as  require  bond,  has  been  dis¬ 
cussed  to  some  extent,  but  so  far  no  steps  toward  definite  action  have 
been  taken  in  this  jurisdiction. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  at  Baltimore,  held  during 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  session,  the  bonding  question  was  the 
principal  subject  of  discussion.  I  found  a  number  of  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  were  using  some  form  of  a  general  bond.  New  Jersey  appeared 
to  me  to  have  the  best  system;  one  general  bond  was  issued  covering 
the  Grand  Officers  and  the  officers  of  such  Subordinate  Lodges  as 
cared  to  avail  themselves  of  its  provisions.  This  was  brought  about  by 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  but  it  was  not  made  compulsory 
on  Subordinate  Lodges.  This  system  has  been  in  force  for  several 
years  and  has  given  such  general  satisfacton  that  nearly  all  of  the 
Lodges  are  taking  advantage  of  the  decreased  rate  that  can  be 
obtained  under  this  system. 

The  old  system  of  giving  a  personal  bond  has  not  proved  satisfac¬ 
tory;  sometimes  the  bond  is  not  good  or  the  members  may  dislike  to 
force  payment  by  a  brother  member. 

Under  the  form  of  bond  used  in  this  state  for  Grand  Officers, 
which  protects  against  dishonesty,  the  rate  is  25  cents  per  hundred. 
A  general  bond  of  the  same  form  carrying  over  $100,000  could  be  ob¬ 
tained  for  20  cents  per  hundred.  The  office,  and  not  the  individual,  is 
bonded  so  that  in  case  of  resignation  or  death  of  any  officer,  his  suc¬ 
cessor  is  automatically  bonded  so  there  would  be  no  delay  in  installa¬ 
tion,  and  under  this  system  the  Subordinate  Lodge  would  state  what 
offices  were  to  be  bonded  and  the  amount  for  each  and  send  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  for  said  bonds  with  the 
December  report;  this  would  bond  the  office  for  the  year  even  though 
a  change  of  officers  was  made  during  the  year. 

The  above  is  known  as  “Form  A  Bond,”  the  surety  company  also 
issues  what  is  known  as  “Form  C  Bond,”  which  provides  the  same  as 
above,  and  in  addition  for  loss  through  failure  of  the  officer  to  perform 
his  duties  or  through  loss  by  reason  of  failure  of  the  bank  or  trust 
company  where  funds  are  deposited.  This  form  of  bond  would  cost  40 
cents  per  hundred. 

I  believe  a  surety  bond  is  much  safer  than  a  personal  bond,  and 
if  a  surety  bond  is  used  it  can  be  obtained  cheaper  under  a  general 
bonding  system  than  the  individual  Lodge  can  purchase  it. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Ontario  and  Michigan  the  Grand 
Lodge  bonds  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  This  system  has  been  in  ef- 
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feet  in  Ontario  since  1915  and  for  the  past  two  years  in  Michigan. 
The  officers  in  both  jurisdictions  report  it  a  success  and  giving  splen¬ 
did  satisfaction. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  thoroughly 
investigate  the  different  bonding  systems,  and  make  report  of  their 
findings  and  recommendations  to  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Should  said  committee  decide  to  recommend  any  bonding  system,  that 
they  be  instructed  to  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  such  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  as  they  deem  necessary  to  put  into  effect  their 
proposed  system,  in  time  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  session.

No.  1.  Amend  Section  43,  Clause  V,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  by 
striking  out  the  word  “three”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“eight”  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read  as  follows:

Amendment  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 

(To  be  acted  upon  in  1921.) 

Submitted  by  Representative  Paul  H.  Shrader: 

No.  1.  Amend  Section  36  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  by 
adding  after  the  word  “Secretary”  in  line  35  thereof,  the  following 
paragraph: 

“But  in  no  case  shall  a  Lodge  be  permitted  to  consolidate  with  any 
other  Lodge  outside  of  its  own  District  even  though  a  Lodge  in  an¬ 
other  District  be  located  nearer  by  than  another  Lodge  in  the  same 
District  of  the  Lodge  desiring  to  make  a  consolidation.  Provided, 
however,  that  should  there  be  no  other  Lodge  in  the  District  of  a 
Lodge  desiring  to  make  a  consolidation,  then  said  Lodge  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  consolidate  with  a  Lodge  located  nearest  its  own  location.” 

That  when  said  Seection  36  is  so  amended  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  36.  Consolidation  of  Lodges.  Whenever  two  or  more  Lodges 
desire  to  consolidate  and  form  one  Lodge,  each  for  itself  shall  address 
a  petition  to  that  effect  to  this  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master, 
showing  that  the  question  of  such  consolidation  was  submitted  to  each 
Lodge  and  the  opposition  to  such  consolidation,  if  any,  in  either  of 
the  petitioning  Lodges  was  less  in  number  than  the  minimum  number 
of  petitioners  to  whom,  under  the  law,  a  charter  would  be  granted, 
and  that  the  final  vote  thereon  had  not  been  taken  until  after  a  mo¬ 
tion  for  such  consolidation  had  been  offered  in  writing,  read  at  each 
successive  meeting  after  its  introduction  and  remained  upon  the 
table  of  each  Lodge  for  one  month;  and  that  the  time  for  final  action 
thereon  had  been  fixed  at  the  time  of  its  reception.  The  petitions 
shall  state  into  which  Lodge  the  petitioning  Lodges  shall  be  consoli¬ 
dated,  and  the  date  at  which  the  consolidation  shall  take  effect.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  such  petition  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  Grand  Master 
may  grant  or  refuse  the  consolidation  prayed  for,  and  issue  a  warrant 
accordingly,  and  said  consolidation  shall  be  firm  and  effectual  from 
the  date  of  such  warrant;  and  such  warrant  shall  invest  the  Lodge 
into  which  the  others  were  consolidated  with  all  property  of  the  peti¬ 
tioning  Lodges  and  attach  and  incorporate  into  it  the  entire  member¬ 
ship  of  such  Lodges,  as  if  it  had  gained  the  same  by  initiation.  Ex¬ 
cept  the  Lodge  surrendering  its  name  and  number  in  the  consolidation 
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shall  send  its  seal,  Rituals  and  charter  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  But  in 
no  case  shall  a  Lodge  be  permitted  to  consolidate  with  any  other  Lodge 
outside  of  its  own  District  even  though  a  Lodge  in  another  District 
be  located  nearer  by  than  another  Lodge  in  the  same  District  of  the 
Lodge  desiring  to  make  a  consolidation.  Provided,  however,  that 
should  there  be  no  other  Lodge  in  the  District  of  a  Lodge  desiring  to 
make  a  consolidation,  then  said  Lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  consolidate 
with  a  Lodge  located  nearest  its  own  location. 

Lodges  wishing  to  consolidate  should  write  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
for  the  necessary  blanks  and  instructions. 

Amendment  to  the  Subordinate  Constitution 

Submitted  by  Representative  A.  L.  Heiny: 

No.  1.  Amend  Section  31  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  31.  The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a 
fsloble  Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  a  Financial  Sec¬ 
retary  when  deemed  necessary  by  the  Lodge,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  nights  in  June  and  December  of  each  year,  except 
the  Financial  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  first 
meeting  night  in  December. 

Price  List 

The  continued  rise  in  the  price  of  paper  will  necessitate  an  increase 
in  the  price  of  supplies  for  the  year  1921.  Estimates  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  for  most  of  the  supplies  and  they  show  an  advance  over  prices 
for  the  present  year.  It  is  recommended  that  the  finance  committee 
be  instructed  to  fix  the  price  to  be  charged  for  supplies  beginning 
January  1,  1921.

No  other  year  in  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century  has  equaled  it.  In  1900  the  gain  for  the  year  was  3,250;  in 
1901  the  gain  was  2,877;  these  were  the  two  banner  years.  The  last 
half  of  the  year  1919  shows  a  gain  of  1,272  and  the  first  half  of  1920  a 
gain  of  2,994  or  a  total  of  4,266  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1920. 

There  were  many  good  Lodges  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  that 
did  not  show  an  increase  but  the  usual  losses  due  to  death,  with- 
i  drawal  and  non-payment  of  dues.  Had  a  little  effort  been  made  these 
Lodges  could  have  shown  a  good  gain  instead  of  a  loss.  The  last 
report  of  Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  shows  that  Iowa,  in  membership, 
ranks  eighth  in  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the  Subordinate  branch, 
eighth  in  the  Encampment  branch  and  fifth  in  the  Rebekah  branch. 
Let  us  get  together  and  all  push  during  the  coming  year,  and  boost 
Iowa  into  a  still  better  position.

Trustees  Report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans’ 
Homes  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  beginning 
September  1,  1919,  and  ending  August  31,  1920: 

Farm  Report 

The  farm  of  240  acres  is  in  excellent  condition.  We  have  60  acres 
of  corn  which  is  in  good  condition  and  which,  it  is  estimated,  will  make 
40  bushels  to  the  acre;  10  acres  in  potatoes  which  will  yield  about  100 
bushels  per  acre;  50  acres  in  meadow;  60  acres  in  pasture;  40  acres  in 
oats;  10  acres  in  rye  yielding  26  bushels  to  the  acre;  several  acres  in 
garden  truck  from  which  we  will  receive  an  abundance  of  tomatoes, 
beans  and  cabbage  for  canning  and  making  kraut,  and  storing  for 
winter  consumption,  besides  the  following  produce  which  has  been 
used  in  the  Homes  during  the  past  year,  the  price  figured  at  the  mar¬ 
ket  price  when  used,  to-wit:

We  have  sold  from  the  farm  during  the  year  hogs,  cattle,  hides,  and 
junk,  $851.09,  which  added  to  the  value  of  the  products  in  the  Homes, 
as  shown  above,  makes  the  receipts  from  the  farm  amount  to  $8,932.08. 

There  were  1,807  bushels  of  oats  raised  at  60  cents  per  bushel, 
making  $1,084.20;  260  bushels  of  rye  at  $1.50  per  bushel,  $390.00; 
forty-five  tons  of  hay  at  $15.00  per  ton,  $675.00;  eighteen  tons  of 
straw  at  $10.00  per  ton,  $180.00.  This  grain,  hay  and  straw  is  stored 
in  the  barn  and  will  be  used  during  the  coming  winter. 

Stock  on  Farm 

We  have  at  this  time  eight  work  horses,  three  two-year-old  colts; 
twenty-three  milk  cows,  eighteen  heifers  two  years  old  and  seven 
yearlings  and  six  calves,  one  bull,  thirty-eight  shoats,  sixteen  stock 
hogs,  twelve  brood  sows,  375  chickens. 
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Farm  Machinery 

Three  farm  wagons,  one  corn  binder,  one  gang  plow,  one  harrow, 
one  cultivator,  one  disk  harrow,  one  4-horse  harrow,  one  sulky  plow, 
one  hay  loader,  one  potato  planter,  one  corn  planter,  one  potato  digger, 
one  mower,  one  bobsled,  one  walking  plow,  one  sod  plow,  one  quack 
grass  puller,  one  sulky  hay  rake,  one  horse  lawn  mower,  two  hand 
lawn  mowers,  one  garden  cultivator,  one  garden  drill,  one  manure 
spreader,  two  hay  racks,  several  forks,  shovels,  hoes,  and  rakes,  etc., 
one  new  side  delivery  hay  rake,  and  three  sets  of  farm  harness,  two  of 
which  are  very  poor.

Recommendations  of  Trustees 

We  believe  that  the  boys’  dormitory  at  the  Homes  should  be  built 
at  the  earliest  possible  date,  for  the  reason  that  the  normal  increase 
of  residents  at  the  Homes  will  make  it  necessary  that  we  have  more 
room  for  the  children  even  before  the  dormitory  could  be  built. 

We  met  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Building  Committee  on 
the  9th  of  June  at  the  Homes  in  Mason  City  and  went  over  the  bids 
that  were  received  in  the  regular  manner.  Six  bids  were  submitted, 
and  one  of  the  bids  submitted  for  the  building  of  the  dormitory  was 
within  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  1919  session 
at  Ames,  but  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  resolution  covering  said 
appropriation  there  was  no  way  provided  for  the  drawing  of  the 
funds  in  a  specific  manner.  Hence  the  proposition  has  been  laid  over 
until  the  1920  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  checking  over  past  records  we  find  that  the  normal  increase  of 
children  at  the  Homes  has  been  an  average  of  about  six  per  year. 
We  have  at  this  time  103  children  in  the  Homes  and  room  for  approxi¬ 
mately  twelve  more  according  to  the  housing  laws  of  the  State  of 
Iowa  as  passed  by  the  38th  General  Assembly,  and  we  feel  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  should  be  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  accept 
any  children  that  are  eligible  to  the  Homes,  and  we  hope  that  it  will 
never  be  necessary  to  refuse  the  application  of  any  child  to  the  Home 
ror  the  reason  that  we  have  no  place  for  them. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  instruct  the  Trustees 
lo  either  purchase  storm  windows  for  the  Homes  or  allow  them  to 
have  weather  strips  on  each  of  the  windows  in  the  Homes.  During 
the  September  meeting  a  Mr.  Carmen  was  there  and  measured  up  the 
windows  on  the  three  buildings.  There  is  a  total  of  398  windows,  and 
he  said  that  his  company  would  put  the  weather  strips  on  all  of  the 
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windows  for  a  total  of  $2,000.00,  and  we  are  of  the  firm  opinion  that 
either  storm  windows  or  weather  strips  are  necessary.  The  weather 
strips  would  be  better  because  they  would  not  have  to  be  removed 
each  season  and  stored,  etc.,  and  there  would  not  be  so  much  damage 
from  breakage.  This  should  be  given  early  attention  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  because  the  coal  that  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  Homes  is 
costing  us  a  great  deal  more  money  than  it  has  in  the  past.  From  the 
best  information  that  we  can  gather  we  feel  that  the  coal  that  would 
be  saved  in  two  years  would  pay  for  the  weather  strips. 

Wo  would  further  recommend  that  action  be  taken  relative  to  the 
Ford  car  that  is  now  in  use  at  the  Homes  as  recommended  by  the 
Advisory  Board  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  They  have  recommended 
to  us  as  Trustees  that  the  Ford  car  that  we  now  have  be  converted 
into  a  truck  for  use  on  the  farm,  provided  that  the  Grand  Lodge  pur¬ 
chase  a  new  car  for  the  use  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron. 

Closing  our  work  for  the  year,  we,  as  Trustees,  feel  that  Brother 
Ray  Dobbs  is  entitled  to  consideration  for  the  reason  that  the  farm 
was  in  such  excellent  condition  and  we  believe  that  a  great  deal  of 
credit  for  the  increased  crops  on  the  farm  this  year  is  due  to  his  man¬ 
agement  and  careful,  conscientious  hard  work. 

The  farm  management  was  not  taken  over  by  Brother  Stubbs, 
Superintendent,  until  July  1st,  and  he  has  continued  the  work  in  the 
same  creditable  manner. 

We  want  to  further  mention  the  courtesy  extended  to  us  by  the 
former  Matron,  Sister  Alta  Striker,  for  the  kindness  that  she  has 
shown  to  us  in  staying  in  the  Homes  working  with  and  co-operating 
with  Brother  Stubbs  and  his  estimable  wife  in  managing  the  Homes 
after  she  had  been  asked  to  resign. 

We  feel  that  we  are  indebted  to  Sister  Striker  very  much  for  her 
kindness  in  staying  with  us  until  about  July  1st. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Homes  during  the  past  year  have  had  a  great 
many  busy  sessions.  On  the  whole  the  work  has  been  progressive  and 
we  believe  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order  and  for  the  good  of  our 
Homes.  There  were  many  things  that  have  been  unfortunate  that 
have  happened  during  the  past  year  and  there  has  been  several 
changes  in  the  management  of  the  Homes,  with  relation  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  Matron  and  the  Trustees  also;  however,  we  have  all 
confidence  in  Brother  Stubbs  and  his  wife  as  Superintendent  and 
Matron  of  the  Homes,  and  we  believe  that  when  they  get  thoroughly 
organized  in  the  work  things  will  be  managed  and  taken  care  of  prop¬ 
erly  and  with  satisfaction  to  the  members  of  the  Order  at  large. 
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Improvements  Made  During  the  Year 

It  was  the  plan  of  the  Trustees  to  build  a  barn  as  ordered  by  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  it  has  been 
necessary  to  curtail  the  building  of  the  barn,  but  we  are  at  this  time 
taking  steps  to  enlarge  and  materially  increase  the  quality  of  our  dairy 
herd  to  the  extent  that  we  feel  that  it  be  necessary  that  this  barn  be 
built  and  appropriations  be  made  sufficiently  large  so  that  same  can 
be  built  during  the  coming  year. 

The  farm  is  in  good  condition  and  there  has  been  no  improvements 
made  except  that  some  small  fruit  has  been  set  out  and  more  of  it  will 
be  planted  next  spring.  A  new  division  fence  was  built  on  the  south 
side  of  the  farm  and  we  contemplate  putting  in  more  new  fence  in  the 
near  future  as  it  is  necessary. 

There  are  fewer  weeds  on  the  farm  than  there  has  been  for  some 
time  past;  however,  there  are  some  weeds  in  the  corn  that  came  up 
after  the  corn  was  laid  by,  because  of  the  weather  conditions,  but 
generally  speaking  the  farm  land  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  crops 
are  in  very  good  condition  this  season. 

Conclusion 

As  has  been  the  custom  the  Advisory  Board  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Homes  Committee  has  met  with  the  Trustees  in  joint  session  at 
each  of  the  semi-annual  meetings.  These  joint  sessions  we  believe 
result  in  great  good  in  the  management  of  the  Homes,  for  the  reason 
that  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Advisory  Board  are  regarded  very 
highly  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Rebekah  Assembly  has,  through  its  Advisory  Board  carried  on 
its  work  replenishing  the  furnishings  of  the  Homes  this  past  year,  as 
usual;  have  paid  the  salaries  of  the  school  teachers,  and  furnished 
school  supplies  and  musical  instruction.  The  co-operation  and  gen¬ 
erosity  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  assisting  us  in  this  grand  work  is 
deeply  appreciated.

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Matron’s  Report 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  make  a  report  of  the  “Homes,” 
and  events  that  may  prove  to  be  of  interest  to  the  membership. 

The  last  few  months  have  been  busy  ones,  perhaps  busier  than  any 
year  before  because  of  so  much  sickness,  making  invoices  of  both 
Homes,  and  preparing  clothing  for  the  children  for  Summer  and  the 
opening  of  school  in  September.  The  many  duties  of  the  Matron  re¬ 
quire  inexhaustible  energy  and  patience,  a  fund  of  wit  and  humor,  to 
be  both  young  and  old,  to  take  a  small  place  in  society,  a  big  place  in 
business  and  try  to  fill  them  all  creditably.  The  bumps  you  get,  the 
discouragements  you  encounter  and  the  mistakes  you  make  are  the 
best  part  of  your  education  in  trying  to  make  good,  and  the  biggest 
factor  in  keeping  you  humble. 

In  May  of  last  year  several  children  were  afflicted  with  “scarlet 
fever,”  and  though  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  it  spreading, 
several  months  passed  before  the  last  patient  was  released.  One 
case  of  diphtheria  developed  and  the  child,  a  sweet-faced  girl  of  twelve 
years,  died  after  one  week’s  illness.  When  Mason  City  was  full  of 
“flu”  we  escaped  without  a  single  case,  but  close  upon  the  heels  of 
this  epidemic,  a  light  form  of  influenza  appeared  in  the  Home.  One 
after  another  of  the  children  came  down,  until  seventy-two  were  in 
bed  at  one  time.  Six  employees  were  ill  at  the  same  time,  no  help 
could  be  secured,  so  every  person  that  was  well  took  up  the  extra 
burden  and  went  on  duty  night  and  day.  With  my  other  duties  I 
found  time  to  care  for  boys  in  one  department  and  to  help  prepare 
meals,  as  did  the  assistants  in  the  other  departments.  Two  small 
boys  in  the  nursery  went  through  a  siege  of  pneumonia,  following  the 
flu.  For  days  we  despaired  of  their  recovery.  Am  glad  to  say 
they  are  quite  strong  again.  Measles  and  then  whooping  cough  fol¬ 
lowed  closely  and  in  the  early  summer  chicken  pox  run  its  course. . 
There  had  been  so  little  sickness  for  years  among  the  children  and  all 
coming  on  as  it  did,  made  it  very  hard  to  bear,  and  in  a  measure 
unfitted  us  all  for  our  daily  tasks.  Not  one  suffered  for  care  and  all 
are  well  again  and  no  worse  for  having  been  ill.  My  physical  endur¬ 
ance  was  taxed  to  the  uttermost,  but  am  glad  I  had  the  strength  to 
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give.  An  unusually  large  number  of  the  old  people  were  more  or 
less  ill  all  winter  and  spring.  Some  are  better  and  others  passed  out 
into  rest  eternal,  glad  to  be  released  from  their  suffering. 

What  a  lesson  of  patience  can  be  learned  when  you  witness  the 
agony  endured  by  these  brothers  and  sisters,  who  are  grateful  for 
the  care  and  comfort  given  them  by  our  Order.  Many  of  the  Home 
family  help  in  every  possible  way,  and  you  will  find  them  sitting  with 
sick,  carrying  a  cup  of  cold  water,  or  reading  to  a  patient  and  often 
writing  letters  for  them,  each  one  bringing  a  bit  of  sunshine  into  a 
dreary  life. 


Religious  Service 

Rev.  A.  W.  Tandy,  of  Mason  City,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  and  an  Odd  Fellow,  has  conducted  religious  services  each 
Sunday  afternoon  in  the  old  people’s  building,  where  both  old  and 
young  people  listen  to  the  preaching  of  God’s  Word. 

For  so  long  a  time  the  children  were  denied  the  privilege  of  at¬ 
tending  Sunday  School  on  account  of  contagious  disease  in  the  Home, 
also  closing  of  churches  in  the  city,  but  they  were  not  without  train¬ 
ing  in  that  line.  Bible  study  and  stories  were  a  part  of  the  evening 
routine.  Rev.  Tandy  is  a  splendid  man  and  is  always  welcome  at  the 
Homes,  especially  in  the  Nursery,  where  the  little  ones  nearly  smother 
him  with  loving  arms. 


Music 

Having  a  sum  of  money  in  the  bank  that  was  given  the  children 
for  taking  part  in  celebrations  and  entertainments,  an  Edison  was 
purchased  for  their  especial  pleasure.  Many  pleasant  hours  were 
spent  listening  to  delightful  music,  together  with  piano  and  singing, 
when  all  took  part.  Visitors  often  remarked,  “How  well  these  chil¬ 
dren  sing.”  As  a  rule  the  children  are  not  timid  before  strangers, 
but  do  the  best  they  can  when  called  upon  to  display  their  talents. 

A  Hamilton  piano  was  purchased  by  Past  President  Georgia 
Quigley,  with  money  donated  by  lodges  and  conventions  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  The  old  piano  in  the  music  room  was  removed  to  the  school 
building,  where  it  can  be  used  for  a  time,  and  the  new  one  put  in  its 
place. 
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Entertainments 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  management  of  the  Cecil,  Palace, 
Bijou  and  Garden  Theatres  for  entertainment.  When  an  interesting 
and  educational  picture  was  to  be  shown,  an  invitation  to  bring  the 
children  in  as  guests  was  always  accepted.  Needless  to  say  all  were 
ready  on  time  and  eager  for  a  delightful  change  of  scene.  Also  to 
the  Mason  City  and  Clear  Lake  Street  Railway  Co.  who  have  so  often 
taken  the  children  to  town  and  back  on  these  trips  free  of  charge. 

The  Junior  Business  Girls  of  Mason  City  came  out  Christmas  to 
put  on  a  short  play,  and  serve  refreshments  to  the  old  people.  They 
thoroughly  enjoyed  this  treat  and  fully  appreciated  the  effort  of  the 
young  people  who  brought  so  much  Christmas  cheer. 

Brother  A.  W.  Stubbs  and  wife  have  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
the  Homes  and  are  getting  acquainted  with  the  large  family.  They 
will  need  all  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  membership  that 
is  possible  to  get,  and  I  feel  that  they  will  not  be  without  it. 

Let  him  know  you  are  back  of  him  in  spirit  and  he  cannot  fail. 

I  wish  them  success  most  heartily  and  hope  every  plan  for  the 
betterment  of  the  Homes  may  be  fulfilled. 


Board  Meetings 

The  Board  meetings  have  always  been  events  in  the  Home,  long 
looked  forward  to,  and  much  regret  expressed  when  the  members 
were  through  with  the  business  and  ready  to  leave.  It  is  a  family  re¬ 
union  in  fact,  when  the  needs  of  the  Homes  are  planned  for  and  ways 
and  means  to  make  improvements  given  careful  consideration  by  men 
and  women  who  are  more  careful  of  your  money  than  they  would 
be  were  it  their  own.  Giving  themselves,  unselfishly,  without  thought 
of  reward,  to  the  upbuilding  and  advancement  of  our  beloved  Homes. 
My  association  in  the  past  four  years  with  these  brothers  and  sisters 
has  been  indeed  an  inspiration  to  give  loyal  service  in  the  cause  of 
Friendship,  of  Love  and  of  Truth.

When  we  arrived  at  the  “Homes”  to  take  charge  we  found  every 
one  disposed  to  be  very  kind  and  helpful,  and  nearly  all  of  the  help 
have  been  very  loyal,  and  have  helped  us  over  many  rough  places, 
for  which  we  are  very  grateful.  The  trustees  feeling  that  the  resolu¬ 
tion  making  the  change  necessary,  compelled  them  to  put  everything 
under  one  management,  placed  the  farm  in  our  care  on  June  10th, 
thus  making  our  work  doubly  hard,  as  we  had  had  only  one  month  to 
familiarize  ourselves  with  the  work  of  the  Home,  which  is  no  small 
task.

Brother  Roy  Dobbs,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  farm,  decided 
not  to  stay  with  us.  Brother  John  Smart,  who  has  been  on  the  Home 
farm  for  several  years,  and  a  competent  farmer,  took  charge  July  1st 
and  has  the  work  well  in  hand.  Brother  Robert  Catron,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  heating,  plumbing  and  electrical  work,  has  been  very 
busy  this  summer  overhauling  the  entire  heating  system,  which  we 
feel  is  now  in  fine  shape.  We  have  three  of  the  Matrons  with  us  who 
have  been  at  the  Homes  for  several  years:  Sadie  Thied,  Laura  Peter¬ 
son  and  Jennie  Machesney,  all  of  whom  have  been  a  great  help  to  us. 

We  have  seventy-four  old  people  in  the  Home  at  the  present  time; 
all  are  in  very  good  health  considering  their  advanced  age,  and  most 
of  them  seem  contented  and  happy.  Their  building  is  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  with  the  exception  that  some  of  the  rooms  need  painting  and 
the  outside  woodwork  needs  paint  badly.  Everything  is  done  that 
we  can  do  for  the  convenience  and  pleasure  of  the  residents  of  our 
Old  Folks  Home,  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  spread  sunshine  in  the 
pathway  of  their  declining  years. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  three  children  in  the  Home,  and  all  are 
in  the  best  of  health  now,  after  a  few  months  of  whooping  cough,  and 
a  slight  scare  of  small  pox,  which  was  successfully  stopped  by  segre¬ 
gating  it  in  the  farm  house.  All  who  are  old  enough  are  in  school, 
which  opened  Monday,  September  6th,  with  Mrs.  Vera  Snedeker  as 
Principal,  Miss  Edna  Gardner,  Intermediate,  and  Miss  Julia  DeGraw, 
Primary,  teachers.  One  of  our  boys,  Howard  Delahoyde,  is  attend¬ 
ing  High  School  in  Mason  City.  We  feel  that  we  are  going  to  have 
a  splendid  school  year,  although  our  rooms  are  crowded.  If  it  were 
possible  to  place  the  nursery  on  the  first  floor  of  the  new  building 
and  thus  save  our  “little  tots”  from  climbing  two  flights  of  stairs 
three  times  a  day  to  get  their  meals,  and  convert  the  nursery  into 
two  more  school  rooms,  we  feel  that  it  would  be  a  wonderful  im¬ 
provement.

Report  of  Chairman  of  Committee 

on  Homes 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Dear  Brothers:  On  May  22d,  I  received  notice  from  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter  Rodgers  that  Brother  A.  C.  Cherry  had  resigned  as  Chairman  of 
the  Homes  Committee,  in  order  to  take  up  his  duties  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  offering  me  the  appointment,  which  I 
accepted. 

Brother  Cherry  had  made  one  visit  to  the  Homes  and  from  him  I 
learned  that  he  had  made  several  suggestions  regarding  planting 
more  fruit  and  enlarging  the  garden  so  that  more  of  the  vegetables, 
used  at  the  Homes,  could  be  raised  on  the  farm.  I  heartily  agree 
with  his  suggestions  and  will  only  add,  that,  should  it  be  found  neces¬ 
sary,  in  order  to  protect  the  garden,  same  might  be  fenced  with  a 
woven  fence. 

Grand  Master  Rodgers  requested  me  to  be  present  at  a  board 
meeting  at  the  Homes  on  June  9th,  and  accordingly  I  attended  and 
was  present  during  the  entire  session.  This  being  my  first  visit  to 
the  Homes  in  an  official  capacity,  I  took;  this  opportunity  to  look 
through  both  Homes  and  also  the  farm.  I  found  everything  in  very 
good  condition  and  crops  doing  fine. 

In  July,  while  attending  Council  meetings  at  P.  M.  Park,  I  again 
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visited  the  Homes  and  was  pleased  to  note  improvements  both  in  the 
Homes  and  on  the  farm,  crops  had  been  tended  in  good  shape  and 
war  had  been  made  on  the  weeds  with  good  results. 

The  first  week  in  September  I  attended  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Advisory  Board.  At  this  meeting  I  investi¬ 
gated  all  bills  and  invoices  of  purchases  made,  for  the  Homes,  during 
the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  prices  paid  at  the  Homes  and 
elsewhere.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  Superintendent  has  care¬ 
fully  watched  the  corners  and  in  most  cases  has  been  able  to  obtain 
wholesale  prices. 

In  looking  over  the  farm,  at  this  time,  I  was  surely  pleased  with 
the  improvements  made  over  last  year  and  hope  to  see  more  im¬ 
provement  in  the  future. 

The  Board  of  Trusteess  will  make  a  complete  report  as  to  details 
and  it  would  only  be  repetition  for  me  to  go  into  details.  I  do  want 
to  say,  however,  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  Homes  must  be 
increased  in  order  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of  everything  used  in  and 
about  the  Homes. 

I  would  recommend  that  Rule  2  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Home  be  repealed  and  the  following  adopted  in  lieu  thereof,  viz.: 

Rule  2.  A  brother  or  sister  applying  for  admission  to  the  Home, 
and  who  has  no  wife  or  husband  living,  and  no  minor  child  or  children 
dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  shall,  as  a  condition  prece¬ 
dent  to  admission,  be  required  to  surrender,  assign,  transfer,  and  set 
over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Home, 
all  of  his  or  her  property,  both  real  and  personal,  including  life  in¬ 
surance,  property  in  expectancy,  and  benefits  from  fraternal  or  other 
organiztions;  provided,  however,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  be 
empowered  to  expend  such  property,  or  the  income  or  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  thereof,  except  in  such  an  amount  as  will  cover  the 
entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  said  resident,  until  after  the  death  of 
said  resident,  in  which  event  the  remainder  of  the  estate  shall  become 
the  absolute  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  to  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Home.  Provided,  however,  should  a  member  desire  to 
leave  the  Home  after  being  admitted,  or  should  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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decide  that  the  interests  of  the  Home  require  that  such  members 
should  leave  the  Home,  any  property  which  may  have  been  conveyed  or 
donated  to  the  Home  by  said  member,  after  deducting  a  pro  rata 
amount  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Home,  while  he  or  she  was  a 
resident  thereof,  shall  be  repaid  to  said  member. 

I  think  it  is  no  more  than  right,  that  a  brother  or  sister  desiring 
to  make  the  Home  their  residence  for  the  remainder  of  their  life, 
should  turn  in  all  their  property  rather  than  only  a  part.  I  would 
also  recommend  that  Section  43,  Article  3,  as  to  compensation  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  rewritten  to  make  it  so  clear 
that  it  cannot  be  misconstrued. 

I  believe  we  should  be  in  position  to  receive  all  children  eligible  to 
the  Homes  under  our  Constitution,  and  I  should  dislike  to  see  any 
turned  away  for  lack  of  room,  therefor  it  is  my  humble  opinion  that 
the  building  of  the  dormitory,  ordered  by  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  should 
not  be  delayed  another  moment,  but  should  be  built  and  completed 
without  further  delay. 

In  many  respects  this  year  has  been  a  hard  one  for  the  Trustees 
and  all  who  are  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Homes,  but  I 
believe  that  better  things  are  in  store  and  that  Brother  and  Sister 
Stubbs  as  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Homes,  will  get  every¬ 
thing  arranged  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  membership  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  through  its 
Advisory  Board,  should  be  highly  commended  for  their  good  work  in 
behalf  of  our  Homes.  It  is  no  small  effort  to  keep  these  Homes  fur¬ 
nished  and  to  look  after  the  payment  for  the  education  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  that  they  have  been  doing  for  some  time.  I  would  urge  all 
members  of  the  Order  to  make  an  extra  effort  to  visit  the  Homes,  then, 
and  then  only,  will  they  realize  the  great  good  that  is  being  accom¬ 
plished  by  Iowa  Odd  Fellowship.

Dinner  was  furnished  us  at  the 
different  churches;  cigars  were  given  to  the  brothers,  and  a  box  of 
candy  to  the  sisters.  Sunday  services  were  held  in  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church.  Automobile  rides  to  Arlington  and  Concord  with  many  other 
kindnesses  which  we  can  not  describe.

Monday  morning  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  opened  in  form.  The 
Iowa  delegation  drew  very  prominent  seats,  Nos.  171,  172,  173  and 
174,  the  first  seats  to  the  left  of  the  presiding  officer. 

The  Grand  Representatives  from  Iowa  received  committee  appoint¬ 
ments  as  follows:  W1.  S.  Kight,  on  State  of  the  Order;  C.  E.  Alex¬ 
ander,  on  Finance;  G.  R.  Ahrens,  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  and  J.  W. 
Frizzell,  on  Petitions.

Parade 

Marching  Odd  Fellows  rouse  high  enthusiasm.  For  nearly  five 
hours  more  than  300,000  spectators  warmly  applauded  a  procession  of 
40,000  devotees  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  as  they  filed  through 
the  city’s  streets.  Costumes  and  alignment  of  19,000  Rebekahs  were 
striking  features  of  the  event.  Scores  of  beautiful  symbolic  floats, 
and  Patriarchs  Militant  made  gorgeous  array. 

Election  of  Officers 

Joseph  Oliver,  of  Ontario,  Grand  Sire;  Lucian  J.  Eastin,  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  Deputy  Grand  Sire;  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary,  and 
Wm.  Cox,  Grand  Treasurer. 

Toronto,  Ontario,  was  selected  as  the  place  for  the  next  meeting 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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Decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire,  as  amended  and  approved  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  are  as  follows: 

Decision  No.  1 — Does  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
the  1919  annual  session  (Journal  1919,  pages  225,  242,  254-255)  au¬ 
thorizing  Grand  Bodies  to  “elect  their  officers  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Bodies”  nullify  sub-section  (b) 
of  section  402,  which  provides  that  “a  P.  G.,  when  away  from  the 
vicinity  of  his  own  Lodge,  may  not  cast  his  vote  in  another  Lodgs?” 
This  where  the  Grand  Officers  are  elected  by  Past  Grands  voting  in 
their  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Answer — Grand  Bodies,  under  the  amendment  of  1919,  may  now 
authorize  those  qualified  to  vote  for  Grand  Officers  to  cast  their 
ballots  in  Subordinate  Lodges  or  Encampments  other  than  their  own 
when  away  from  the  vicinity  of  their  own  Lodge  or  Encampment. 
The  amendment  allows  the  Grand  Bodies  to  provide  for  the  counting 
of  such  ballots. 

Decision  No.  2 — May  a  Grand  Lodge  authorize  the  president  and 
secretary  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  to  sign  charters  issued  for  Re- 
bekah  Lodges  in  the  following  form: 

_ ,  Grand  Master, 

_ ,  Grand  Secretary, 

_ ,  President, 

_ ,  Secretary. 

Answer — Yes.  The  charters,  however,  are  furnished  from  the 
Grand  Secretary’s  office  but  no  charters  are  provided  at  this  time,  I 
am  advised  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  for  the  signatures  of  both  the 
Grand  Lodge  officers  and  the  Assembly  officers.  All  charters  should 
be  obtained  from  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office. 

Decision  No.  3 — Can  a  Grand  Master  compel  a  Rebekah  Lodge  to 
issue  a  withdrawal  card  when  a  member  has  been  accepted  on  an 
official  certificate  according  to  section  525-b  of  the  Code  or  may  the 
Lodge  refuse  to  do  so  according  to  section  87-b? 

Answer — Sections  87  and  525  of  the  Code  do  not  conflict.  Each  is 
distinctive  from  the  other.  Section  87  relates  generally  to  withdrawal 
cards  and  has  reference  to  the  desire  of  a  member  to  discontinue 
membership  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  and  yet  preserve  evidence  of  such 
membership  and  his  standing  in  the  Order  (Code,  Section  71)  and  is 
granted  by  vote  of  the  Lodge.  Section  525  has  no  reference  to  appli- 
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cation  for  membership  in  another  Lodge  upon  a  withdrawal  card.  It 
only  applies  to  members  who  seek  membership  in  another  Lodge  upon 
either  a  visiting  card  or  an  official  certificate.  If  such  member  is 
elected  to  membership  in  another  Lodge  his  home  Lodge  must  grant 
the  withdrawal  card  upon  receiving  due  notice  if  he  is  free  from  all 
charges,  arrearages  for  dues,  and  pays  the  required  fee.  It  is  manda¬ 
tory  upon  the  Lodge  to  grant  it  upon  all  provisions  of  Section  525 
being  complied  with  and  the  Grand  Master  may  compel  the  home 
Lodge  to  grant  it. 

Decision  No.  4 — At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Section  841  of  the  Code  was  revised  to  conform  with  Section  87  and  as 
the  new  revision  does  not  mention  the  Vice  Grand  the  question  is 
asked  is  it  intended  to  include  the  Vice  Grand? 

Answer. — No. 

And  does  the  new  revision  mean  that  the  dispensation  to  install 
one  of  these  two  officers  from  the  floor  such  dispensation  must  come 
from  the  Grand  Master  or  may  his  deputy  issue  it  ? 

Answer — From  the  Grand  Master. 

Decision  No.  5. — Would  a  by-law  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  that  has 
been  approved  by  its  Grand  Body  stating  that  a  Noble  Grand  prior  to 
announcing  the  result  of  the  ballot  could  call  for  a  new  ballot,  conflict 
with  Section  520  of  the  Code  and  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal 
5193-5245? 

Answer — It  does.  Section  519  imposes  the  duty  on  the  Noble  Grand 
~to  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot  and  Section  520  provides  that  errors 
made  in  the  taking  of  the  ballot  may  be  corrected  by  a  majority  vote. 
No  power  is  vested  in  the  Noble  Grand  to  order  a  new  ballot  except 
by  order  of  a  majority  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  6. — Is  a  Lodge  compelled  to  pay  sick  benefits  to  a 
brother  serving  his  country  in  Europe  provided  his  family  is  not  de¬ 
pendent  upon  him  and  he  leaves  no  wife  nor  children  and  all  his 
funeral  expenses  have  been  paid  by  the  Government? 

Answer. — No. 

Decision  No.  7 — Inquiry  by  Grand  Master.  Two  Lodges  in  this 
Jurisdiction  wish  to  consolidate.  “A”  Lodge  No.  11  and  “B”  Lodge 
No.  84,  both  in  the  same  town  and  take  the  name  of  “C”  Lodge  No.  2. 
There  is  no  number  “2”  in  the  State,  this  Lodge  having  consolidated 
with  another  Lodge  some  years  ago.  Has  the  Grand  Master  the  power 
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to  grant  such  permission  by  allowing  these  Lodges  to  take  on  consoli¬ 
dation  an  older  number  than  either  of  the  numbers  used  by  the  Lodges 
who  wish  to  consolidate  or  must  they  use  one  of  the  numbers  of  the 
Lodges  consolidated?  Some  members  of  Lodges  who  have  smaller 
numbers  than  number  “11”  are  objecting  to  the  latter  procedure. 

Answer — The  right  to  authorize  the  consolidation  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  is  given  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  legislation  to  be 
enacted  by  Grand  Bodies.  (Code,  Sections  762,  763).  The  Grand 
Master  has  the  power  to  grant  permission  for  the  consolidation  of 
the  two  Lodges  named  with  such  number  as  he  may  determine  not 
already  taken  by  another  Lodge  if  such  power  has  been  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  referred  to. 

Decision  No.  8 — The  Constitution  of  a  Grand  Lodge  provides:  “29. 
Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand 
Representative,  Grand  Warden,  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer, 
by  death,  resignation,  suspension,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  qualified  member 
to  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  elective  officers,  provided 
always  that  the  person  so  chosen  shall  serve  only  until  the  next  annual 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  in  the  event  of  the  term  in  the  vacant 
office  being  still  unexpired,  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term 
shall  be  filled  by  nomination  and  election  as  is  heretofore  provided.” 
“32.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of 
the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  become  Grand 
Master  until  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereafter.” 
A  Grand  Master  dies.  Query:  Does  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  become 
the  Grand  Master  or  the  Acting  Grand  Master?  Is  the  office  of 
Deputy  Grand  Master  vacant?  Does  the  term  until  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  mean  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
until  after  the  election  and  installation  of  the  new  officers? 

Answer — Under  the  terms  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  quoted, 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master  becomes  the  Acting  Grand  Master  and 
serves  as  such  only  until  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
thereafter,  when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  nomination  and  election, 
as  provided  in  its  laws.  The  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  does  not 
become  vacant  thereby,  unless  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  elected 
Grand  Master  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term,  when  the  vacancy  thus 
created  must  be  filled  as  required  by  the  law.  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 

Decision  No.  9 — Which  controls  in  the  case  of  conflict  in  provisions, 
the  Code  or  the  ritual? 
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Answer _  In  all  cases  of  conflict  between  the  Code  and  the  Ritual, 

the  Ritual  governs  (see  Decisions  16  and  47,  pages  18,  290,  293, 
Journal  1911.)  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 

Decision  No.  10 — Is  it  legal  for  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  admit  a 
man  over  fifty  years  of  age  as  a  non-beneficial  member  by  initiation, 
he  never  having  been  a  member  of  the  Order? 

Answer — Yes,  if  your  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  shall 
have  so  provided  by  law. 

Decision  No.  11 — Is  it  permissible  for  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  ad¬ 
mit  to  membership  by  reinstatement  on  a  dismissal  certificate  or  a 
defunct  certificate  a  brother  who  had  previously  been  suspended  for 
non-payment  of  dues  or  whose  Lodge  has  ceased  to  work  or  who  had 
not  retained  membership  in  the  Order  for  five  years  or  more? 

Answer. — No.  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 

Decision  No.  12 — May  a  withdrawal  card  issued  by  a  Lodge  in 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  be  presented  and  the  applicant  admitted  to  a 
Lodge  in  this  country? 

Answer — Such  card  may  be  accepted  and  the  applicant  admitted 
upon  complying  with  the  laws  of  the  Jurisdiction  relating  to  the  ad¬ 
mission  to  membership.

Decision  No.  13 — Has  the  proclamation  issued  by  Grand  Sire 
Kuykendall  on  April  19,  1909,  calling  for  the  expulsion  of  Orientals 
from  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  been  cancelled  or  altered  in  any  way  or  is  it 
still  in  force? 

Answer — It  has  not  been  cancelled  or  altered  in  any  way  and  is 
still  in  force.  The  proclamation  referred  to,  however,  did  not  call  for 
the  expulsion  of  any  designated  class  of  persons  but  referred  specific¬ 
ally  to  those  persons  who  violated  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  the 
Order  (Journal  1883,  pages  9361  and  9363)  which  was  repeated  in 
the  proclamation.  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 

Decision  No.  14- — Is  it  illegal  for  a  member  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  to  belong  to  the  Oriental  Order  of  Humility  and 
Perfection  ? 

Answer. — No  facts  are  set  forth  as  to  how  or  in  what  manner  a 
member  acquires  membership  in  the  aforementioned  Order  or  what  is 
requisite  to  gain  membership  therein.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
law  of  this  Order  contained  in  its  Legislation  of  1883,  Journal  pages 
9361-9363  are  violated  then  such  act  would  be  illegal,  otherwise  it 
would  not.  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 
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Decision  No.  15 — Should  an  Odd  Fellow  be  prosecuted  for  joining 
the  Oriental  Order  of  Humility  and  Perfection  ? 

Answer. — Any  member  who  violates  the  laws  of  the  Order  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  punishment.  None  of  the  facts  are  set  forth  in  the  question  so 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  whether  an  offense  has  been  com¬ 
mitted  or  not.  (Decision  by  S.  G.  L.) 

Decision  No.  16 — Several  Lodges  maintain  club  rooms  in  which  the 
members  conduct  friendly  card  games.  Outsiders  join  in  this  pastime. 
The  playing  is  indulged  in  on  Sunday  and  has  thereby  caused  com¬ 
ment  and  criticism  by  outsiders  and  has  led  to  dissension  among  the 
members.  Should  this  practice  in  these  club  rooms  be  allowed  ? 

Answer — No.  The  playing  of  games  in  the  ante-rooms  or  club 
rooms  of  the  Order  should  not  be  indulged  in  or  allowed  on  Sunday 
The  members  of  the  Order  in  the  case  mentioned  should  be  advised  ac¬ 
cordingly,  and  if  they  thereafter  continue  playing  in  the  rooms  on 
Sunday  they  will  be  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  and 
subject  to  punishment  accordingly.  The  rooms  under  control  of  the 
Lodge  should  be  maintained  in  keeping  with  the  high  standing  of 
the  Order. 

Decision  No.  17 — A  Lodge  duly  elected  and  installed  a  brother  as 
Vice  Grand.  During  his  term,  while  attending  each  session  of  his 
Lodge,  he  was  inducted  into  the  military  service  of  the  U.  S.  A.  and 
served  until  the  close  of  the  war.  Said  Lodge,  immediately  upon  the 
brother’s  induction  into  service  declared  his  office  vacated,  elected  and 
installed  another  brother  as  Vice  Grand.  This  latter  brother  was 
thereafter  elected  and  installed  as  Noble  Grand,  certified  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  a  Past  Grand  and  received  the  Past  Grand  and  Grand  Lodge 
degrees  at  the  1919  session. 

Did  the  Lodge  have  the  right  to  elect  and  install  the  second  brother 
as  Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand  and  confer  upon  him  the  honors  of 
the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  or  should  they  have  left  the  offices  unfilled 
by  election  and  allowed  the  brother  who  went  into  the  service  to  keep 
the  chair  of  Noble  Grand  upon  his  return  and  thereby  become  entitled 
to  the  honors  instead  of  the  second  brother? 

What  right  or  remedy  has  the  brother  who  entered  the  service? 
Is  it  possible  for  him  to  receive  the  honors  of  the  office  of  Noble 
Grand,  be  certified  as  Past  Grand  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  have  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  the  Grand  Lodge  degrees? 

Answer. — Assume  that  the  Vice  Grand  was  in  good  standing  at  the 
time  he  entered  the  army,  he  continued  in  good  standing  and  was  en- 
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titled  to  all  the  honors  and  emoluments  which  followed  service  for  a 
full  term  as  Vice  Grand,  provided  he  remained  in  the  army  during  such 
period.  He  is  not  entitled  to  the  honors  of  Noble  Grand  unless  he  had 
been  elected  to  that  office  and  was  serving  therein  at  the  time  he 
entered  the  army,  when  the  same  provisions  would  follow  as  suggested 
if  he  was  serving  as  Vice  Grand. 

The  Lodge  had  no  right  to  declare  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  vacant 
and  elect  a  brother  in  place  of  the  brother  elected  to  that  office  and 
serving  in  the  army  as  before  stated.  The  records  of  the  Lodge  should 
show  that  the  brother  in  the  military  service  was  excused  from  further 
attendance  and  another  brother,  who  was  entitled  to  be  elected  to  the 
position  of  Vice  Grand  should  have  performed  the  duties  of  that  office 
during  the  absence  of  the  Vice  Grand  in  the  service.  The  brother, 
however,  who  was  elected  Vice  Grand  and  thereafter,  as  I  assume 
from  the  inquiry,  elected  Noble  Grand,  would  be  entitled  to  the  hon¬ 
ors  of  the  latter  office  if  he  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  law 
of  the  Jurisdiction  to  entitle  him  to  those  honors. 

Decision  No.  18. — -Code  Section  785,  General  Laws  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
reads:  “Encampments.  All  Subordinate  Encampments  shall  hold 
their  meetings  semi-monthly,  except  where  yearly  terms  have  been 
provided,  Grand  Encampments  may  authorize  meetings  to  be  held 
monthly  instead  of  semi-monthly.” 

Statement — “A”  claims  that  in  accordance  with  the  above  section, 
Subordinate  Encampments  can  hold  regular  meetings  semi-monthly. 

“B”  claims  that  under  said  section,  Subordinate  Encampments  must 
hold  regular  meetings  at  least  semi-monthly  but  can  hold  regular  meet¬ 
ing  each  week  if  provided  by  local  by-laws. 

Answer — Encampments  must  hold  sessions  semi-monthly  except  in 
cases  where  local  law  authorizes  sessions  to  be  held  monthly.  Section 
765  of  the  Code  prescribes  that  regular  terms  of  Subordinates  shall  be 
six  months  but  that  Grand  Bodies  may  make  the  terms  one  year  in¬ 
stead.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1899,  page  33,  365-394,  says  the 
term  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  must  be  either  six  months  or  one 
year  as  the  Grand  Encampment  may  determine.  The  purpose  of  the 
law  is  to  make  twelve  meetings  a  regular  term.  Encampments  there¬ 
fore  may  not  meet  in  regular  session  weekly.  “A”  is  therefore  cor¬ 
rect.  Grand  Bodies  may  authorize  Encampments  to  hold  monthly 
meetings. 

Decision  No.  19 — The  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  are  cus¬ 
todians  of  the  diagrams  and  secret  work  and  held  responsible  for  the 
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same.  Who  should  appoint  their  assistants  during  the  annual  session 
of  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  assuming  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retaries  and  Grand  Scribes  are  too  busy  to  give  instructions  during  the 
sessions  ? 

Answer — In  the  absence  of  any  provision  in  your  Grand  Lodge 
Constitution  or  your  Grand  Encampment  Constitution  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Grand  Scribe  of  each  of  these  bodies  respectively  should 
appoint  their  assistants  at  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  to  take  charge  of  the  secret  work  during  those 
sessions  as  they  are  charged  each  with  the  responsibility  of  preserv¬ 
ing  the  secrecy  of  such  work. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Control  and  distribution  of 
Emergency  Contributions 

A  measure  regarding  the  distribution  of  emergency  contributions 
was  adopted  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Grand  Master,  Grand 
Patriarch,  Department  Commander,  Presisdent  of  a  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly,  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  Rebekah 
Lodge  or  Rebekah  Assembly,  Department  Council  or  Canton,  or  any 
officer  or  member  of  any  of  said  bodies,  or  any  committee  or  rep¬ 
resentative  thereof,  to  solicit  aid  or  relief  for  any  purpose  or  in  any 
manner,  either  by  direct  request  for  funds,  sale  of  tickets,  or  by  any 
scheme  whatever,  from  the  Lodges,  Encampments,  Rebekah  Lodges, 
or  Cantons,  or  members  of  another  jurisdiction,  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  approval  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  written  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Grand  Master  of  such  other  Jurisdiction  if  such  appeal  is 
to  be  made  to  the  Subordinate  or  Rebekah  Lodges,  or  members  thereof, 
or  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  if  such  appeal  is  to  be  made  to  Encamp¬ 
ments,  or  the  members  thereof,  or  of  the  Department  Commander  if 
such  appeal  is  to  be  made  to  Cantons,  or  the  members  thereof.  Such 
consent  can  only  be  obtained  upon  proper  request  therefor  duly  made 
by  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Patriarch,  or  Department  Commander 
of  the  Jurisdiction  desiring  to  solicit. 

Section  2.  Any  Lodge,  Encampment,  Rebekah  Lodge  or  Canton, 
which  shall  desire  to  ask  pecuniary  aid  in  consequence  of  loss  by  fire, 
public  calamity,  or  for  any  other  cause,  shall  first  make  application 
to  the  Grand  Body  having  jurisdiction  over  it,  and  if  it  shall  not  be  in 
the  power  of  such  Grand  Body  to  render  the  aid  required,  such  Grand 
Body  may,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  subject  to 
the  provisions,  conditions,  and  limitations  of  this  act,  ask  the  assist- 
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ance  of  other  Grand  Bodies  of  the  same  branch  of  the  Order  through 
the  executive  Grand  Officers  of  such  Grand  Bodies  who  shall  have 
power  to  issue  circulars  to  their  subordinates  stating  the  circumstances 
and  recommending  that  contributions  be  made. 

Section  3.  No  appeal  shall  be  issued  which  does  not  clearly  and 
plainly  set  forth  the  purposes  thereof,  and  in  approving  any  appeal 
for  aid  or  assistance  the  Grand  Sire  may  impose  such  conditions,  re¬ 
strictions  and  limitations  as  to  the  character  of  the  appeal,  the  ex¬ 
tent  and  method  of  its  circulation,  the  collection,  remittance,  account¬ 
ing  for  and  handling  of  all  funds  and  properties,  including  the  dis¬ 
tribution  thereof  as  he  shall  deem  proper,  necessary,  and  required. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  Grand  Sire  in  the  event  of  such  general  calamity  or  dis¬ 
aster  from  issuing  on  his  own  initiative,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
rules  and  limitations  of  this  act,  a  general  appeal  to  the  Order. 

Section  5.  In  the  event  that  aid,  relief,  or  assistance  of  a  financial 
or  material  nature  is  sought  by  reason  of  any  widespread  or  general 
disaster,  or  calamity,  caused  by  fire,  flood,  or  otherwise,  the  Grand 
Sire  in  approving  such  appeal  shall  include  in  such  appeal  a  direction 
that  all  funds,  properties,  supplies  and  aid  contributed  in  response 
thereto,  shall  be  paid  to  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  unless  the  General  Relief  Committee  herein¬ 
after  named  shall  direct  the  same  to  be  otherwise  forwarded. 

Section  6.  The  elective  officers  for  the  time  being  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  Standing 
Committee  of  this  Body  to  be  known  as  “The  General  Relief  Commit¬ 
tee,”  which  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of 
this  Body  and  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  receive,  have  charge  of 
invest,  care  for,  disburse  and  distribute  all  funds  and  properties  con¬ 
tributed  and  received  under  any  appeal,  however  issued,  or  otherwise 
accumulated  or  received  for  the  general  purposes  of  this  act.  The 
Grand  Secretary  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  shall  ex-officio,  be  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  committee. 

Section  7.  Such  General  Relief  Committee,  or  the  Grand  Sire, 
with  the  approval  thereof,  may  in  writing  designate  and  appoint  such 
agents  and  representatives  to  aid  in  the  work  of  collecting  and  dis¬ 
tributing  such  funds  and  properties,  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper. 
Such  agents  and  representatives  shall  make  full  reports  showing  in 
detail  the  monies  and  properties  received  by  them,  and  how,  when, 
and  for  what  purpose  it  was  disbursed  or  distributed.  Such  agents 
and  representatives  shall  serve  without  compensation  except  that 
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they  may  be  reimbursed  for  such  traveling,  clerical  and  necessary 
expenses  as  the  Committee  shall  in  writing  approve. 

Section  8.  Except  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding  section  any  and 
all  monies  and  properties  including  contributions  for  other  than  local 
purposes  from  the  General  Relief  Fund,  authorized  under  Section  15, 
contributed  in  response  to  any  appeal  by  whoever  issued,  shall  be  paid 
and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
Any  monies  or  property  which  shall  be  paid  or  forwarded  to  any  other 
person,  or  to  any  committee,  shall  be  deemed  paid  to,  and  to  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  to,  the  said  Grand  Treasurer  and  said  General  Relief 
Committee. 

Section  9.  All  monies  and  properties  received  shall  be  kept  sepa¬ 
rate  and  apart  from  other  funds,  and  to  be  known  as  The  General 
Relief  Fund. 

Section  10.  The  fund  and  properties  so  contributed  shall  be  used 
for  the  relief  of  temporary  distress  and  the  immediate  needs  of  unfor¬ 
tunate  members  of  the  Fraternity,  their  widows  and  dependents. 
Except  for  such  temporary  relief,  no  portion  of  such  fund  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  those  who  have  lost  property, 
time,  or  employment,  or  who  have  otherwise  been  injured  in  their 
estate  unless  said  Committee  shall  in  writing  approve  such  use  and 
expenditure,  and  a  record  of  such  approval  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
records  of  said  Committee. 

Section  11.  Said  General  Relief  Committee  shall  keep  proper 
books  of  record,  which  books  shall  show  all  the  funds  and  transactions 
of  said  Committee,  and  shall  also  keep  proper  books  of  account  which 
books  shall  show  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  funds  and 
properties  coming  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  such  Com¬ 
mittee. 

I  • 

Section  12.  |Said  General  Relief  Committee  shall  disburse  such 
funds  only  upon  proper  vouchers  and  written  receipts  showing  de¬ 
tails  and  items  of  expenditure  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  the  same, 
and  the  books  and  accounts  of  said  Committee  shall  be  audited  by  the 
Finance  Committee  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  13.  Said  General  Relief  Committee  shall  at  each  annual 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  submit  a  statement  of  said 
funds  and  what,  if  any  monies  or  properties  have  been  received  or 
disbursed  by  it  since  the  submission  of  the  last  former  statement. 
Such  statement  shall  include  in  detail  all  items  of  expenditure  or  dis¬ 
bursement,  together  with  the  names  of  the  recipients  thereof,  except 
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the  names  of  brothers  and  sisters  who  have  received  temporary  aid 
for  temporary  needs,  and  such  report  shall  be  printed  in  full  in  the 
Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  session  at  which  such 
report  is  submitted.  The  Committee  shall  also  prepare  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  there  permanently  preserved  as 
a  part  of  the  records  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  a  full,  detailed, 
hnd  complete  report  of  each  and  every  expenditure  made  from  such 
General  Relief  Fund  and  property  including  therein  the  names  of  all 
persons  to  whom  any  money  or  property  was  paid,  or  contribution  of 
any  kind  made,  for  any  and  every  purpose  whatever,  including  the 
date  when,  the  purposes  for  which  such  payment  or  contribution  was 
made,  and  the  amount  so  paid  or  contributed,  which  said  statement 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
any  member  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  such  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  as  the  Grand  Sire  shall  in  writing  approve.  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  order  such  last  named 
detailed  and  full  report  to  be  published. 

Section  14.  Any  contribution  of  monies  or  properties  not  used  or 
expended  shall  be  kept  and  retained  in  such  General  Relief  Fund,  to 
be  held  for  future  and  similar  emergencies  and  to  be  expended  for  the 
general  purposes  for  which  such  fund  was  created,  and  all  appeals  for 
funds  or  aid  shall  state  that  any  unexpended  balance  will  be  retained 
and  used  for  the  purposes  in  this  act  named. 

Section  15.  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
are  hereby  empowered  to  create  by  appropriate  legislation  and  by 
taxation,  or  otherwise,  a  General  Relief  Fund  to  be  held  by  such 
Subordinate  Bodies  and  to  be  disbursed  under  such  regulations  as 
such  Subordinate  Bodies  may  prescribe,  for  the  temporary  relief,  as 
herein  defined,  of  the  members  of  the  Order  who  may  suffer  from  a 
local  or  general  calamity.  Contributions  from  such  fund  may  be 
made  to  the  Relief  Fund  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  or  in  answer 
to  any  appeal  issued  in  lieu  of  an  appeal  to  the  general  membership  of 
such  Subordinate  Jurisdiction. 

Section  16.  In  the  event  of  a  general  calamity  or  periods  of  wide¬ 
spread  distress,  and  when  it  shhall  appear  to  be  necessary,  the  General 
Relief  Committee  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  empowered  by 
unanimous  vote  of  such  Committee,  which  shall  appear  of  record,  is 
empowered  to  use  said  fund  to  relieve  immediate  distress  and  suffer¬ 
ing  without  confining  the  beneficiaries  to  members  of  this  Order,  and 
the  Grand  Sire  in  vacation,  and  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  said 
Committee,  which  said  consent  shall  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  become  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  Committee 
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and  of  the  records  of  this  Body,  is  authorized  to  appeal,  subject  to 
the  general  provisions  of  this  act,  for  funds  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  this  section,  stating  clearly  in  such  appeal  the  purposes 
thereof.

Section  17.  The  law  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  9,  Sections  816  and 
817  of  the  “Code  of  General  Laws”  and  all  the  provisions  of  existing 
law  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

A  report  was  adopted  requiring  all  Grand  Jurisdictions  to  make 
detailed  report  regarding  members  of  the  Order  serving  in  the  recent 
World  War;  said  report  to  include  amount  paid  for  dues  and  benefits 
to  members  while  in  military  or  naval  service. 

An  amendment  to  Section  55  of  the  Code  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Sec.  55.  FUNERAL  EXPENSE.  Subordinate  bodies  may  be  re¬ 
quired  whenever  a  brother  who  is  in  good  standing  and  entitled  to 
weekly  sick  benefits  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  die  and  his  funeral 
expenses  shall  be  paid  either  out  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  brother 
or  by  a  relative  or  friend,  or  other  person,  to  provide  and  pay  a  funeral 
expense,  the  amount  of  which  may  be  fixed  by  the  Grand  Body  having 
jurisdiction  by  general  law,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  law,  by  Subor¬ 
dinate  bodies  by  by-law,  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  or  to  the  person 
or  persons  who  shall  incur  such  expense.  But  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  require  the  payment  of  a  funeral  expense  to  any  corpo¬ 
ration,  society  or  organization  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member, 
which  shall  have  paid  the  funeral  expenses  and  shall  have  incurred 
the  same  by  reason  of  any  obligation  it  owed  to  the  deceased  by  virtue 
of  his  membership  in  such  organization,  nor  shall  any  obligation  rest 
upon  a  Subordinate  body  to  pay  a  funeral  expense  to  the  Government 
where  the  deceased  brother  was  buried  at  Government  expense. 

An  amendment  to  Section  1,  Article  9,  providing  for  Biennial  Ses¬ 
sions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  lost;  the  Iowa  delegation 
voting  for  it  as  per  instructions. 

Twenty-One  Year  Age  Limit 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  reducing  the  age 
limit  of  men  desiring  to  become  members  of  our  Order,  from  twenty- 
one  years  to  eighteen  years,  was  indefinitely  postponed.

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa,  Greeting: 

Brothers :  I  take  great  pleasure  in  recording  the  official  acts,  and 
transactions  of  my  office  as  Grand  Master,  since  my  advance  report 
of  September  1,  1920. 

In  one  week  from  today,  my  term  as  Grand  Master  will  have 
ended,  and  my  authority  pass  to  my  successor.  Again  I  want  to  thank 
each  and  every  member  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa  for  the  loyal 
support  and  co-operation  accorded  me,  and  for  the  many  courtesies 
and  kindnesses  extended  me. 

Acknowledgments 

I  most  sincerely  thank  Grand  Patriarch  F.  F.  Wunder  and  General 
A.  0.  Peterson  for  fraternal  courtesies  shown,  and  congratulate  them 
on  the  splendid  success  attained  during  their  administration. 

Communications 

The  official  communications  have  been  published  in  the  Iowa  Odd 
Fellow  regularly  each  issue,  and  communication  No.  24,  my  last  com¬ 
munication,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  publisher.  To  prepare  24  offi¬ 
cial  communications  is  a  tremendous  task,  and  especially  when  you 
consider  the  enormous  correspondence  and  other  duties  incident  to  the 
office  of  Grand  Master.  Each  communication  in  its  turn  has  been 
written,  always  at  night,  and  after  every  letter  has  been  answered. 
In  fact  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  over  twenty  of  them  have  been  writ¬ 
ten  after  midnight.  I  trust  that  they  have  accomplished  some  good. 
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Odd  Fellows  Temples  Burned 

On  October  9th  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  Temple  at  Osage  was  burned  to  the 
ground,  completely  destroying  everything.  The  Seal,  Charter,  Rit¬ 
uals,  Records,  everything  burned,  and  notwithstanding  the  admoni¬ 
tion  and  instructions  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  to  the  Lodges,  one  of  the 
insurance  policies  had  been  allowed  to  expire,  and  as  a  result  only  $500 
of  insurance  was  in  force.  Representatives  and  Past  Grand  Masters, 
does  it  not  appeal  to  you  that  it  is  time  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa 
to  control  the  insurance  on  Subordinate  Lodge  property  as  many  other 
jurisdictions  are  now  doing? 

Recommendations 

I  heartily  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  control  and 
cause  to  be  written  adequate  Fire  Insurance  on  all  Lodge  property  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  This  can  be  arranged  through  a  blanket 
policy,  or  by  specific  policies,  the  premium  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  collected  with  the  per  capita  tax  from  each  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodge.  Four  temples  have  been  destroyed  this  year,  and  two 
of  them  with  practically  no  insurance. 

I  most  earnestly  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  establish  by 
resolution  a  Supervisory  building  committee  to  be  composed  of  five 
members,  to  whom  all  plans  and  specifications,  together  with  a  finan¬ 
cial  statement  of  the  Lodge  intending  to  build  must  be  submitted,  and 
the  approval  of  said  committee  to  be  secured  before  any  Subordinate 
Lodge  can  contract  to  build.  Brothers,  this  seems  imperative  to  me. 
Many  Lodges  build  and  finance  the  building,  or  attempt  to  do  so,  after 
they  have  become  hopelessly  involved,  and  many  I.  O.  O.  F.  Temples 
have  been  lost,  and  Lodges  hopelessly  discouraged  because  of  a 
financial  load  that  they  were  unable  to  cope  with.  I  would  respect¬ 
fully  suggest  that  should  this  recommendation  meet  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  title  of  said  committee  be  desig¬ 
nated  and  called  “The  Grand  Lodge  Supervisory  Building  Committee” 
and  their  duties  and  authority  to  be  defined  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Subordinate  Decisions 

Statement — If  a  member  who  was  in  good  standing  on  January  1, 
1920,  but  does  not  pay  the  secretary  for  first  quarter  dues  until  March 
29,  1920,  and  the  last  meeting  night  of  our  Lodge  was  on  March  25th, 
and  his  receipt  was  dated  April  1,  1920,  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting  night.  The  brother  was  taken  sick  on  April  10,  1920. 
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Question — Was  he  legally  entitled  to  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — No.  the  brother  became  delinquent  on  the  last  day  of 
March,  1920,  and  was  not  entitled  to  benefits  until  thirty  days  there¬ 
after. 

Question — Is  a  brother  of  our  Lodge  legally  reported  if  he  reports 
to  a  brother  of  this  Lodge,  not  an  officer,  or  member  of  the  relief  or 
sick  committee,  and  the  brother  forgets  to  report  him? 

Answer — No,  a  brother  is  not  legally  reported  to  the  Lodge  by 
simply  telling  some  brother,  not  a  member  of  the  relief  or  sick  com¬ 
mittee.  He  must  report  to  the  N.  G.  or  the  relief  or  sick  committee 
within  one  week.  See  Sections  65  and  66  Subordinate  Constitution, 
also  read  case  of  H.  C.  Dimond  vs.  Puckechetuck  Lodge  No.  43. 

Statement — A  brother  of  our  Lodge  admitted  by  transfer  July  1, 
1920,  died  after  a  membership  of  less  than  three  months  in  our  Lodge. 

Question — Is  his  nearest  of  kin  entitled  to  the  $50,  which  our 
Lodge  pays  in  case  of  death,  or  must  he  be  a  contributing  member  six 
months  ? 

Answer — Yes.  See  report  No.  9  on  page  189,  Grand  Lodge  Journal 
for  1919;  provided  all  the  requirements  of  Section  147a,  entitled 
“Transfer  Certificate”  have  been  met,  which  correctly  interpreted 
means  that  the  said  brother  must  have  signed  your  Constitution,  due 
notice  given  to  his  former  Lodge,  and  the  further  fact  that  he  was  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

* 

Question  2 — Is  a  member,  transferred  from  one  Lodge  to  another, 
entitled  to  sick  benefits  until  he  has  been  a  member  six  months,  of  the 
Lodge  transferred  to? 

Answer _ Yes. 

Question — Is  it  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  are  compelled  to  give  jewels  to  members  who  have  been  mem¬ 
bers  for  25  consecutive  years? 

Answer. — No.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  not  ruled  that  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  must  purchase  jewels  for  members  entitled  to  them.  The  indi¬ 
vidual  member  may  buy  a  jewel,  or  the  Lodge  may  purchase  a  jewel 
for  him.  See  Art.  (o),  Section  315,  Code  of  General  Laws. 

Rebekah  Decisions 

Statement — A  lady  desires  to  join  our  Rebekah  Lodge.  Her  hus¬ 
band,  not  an  Odd  Fellow,  is  confined  in  an  insane  asylum,  and  pro¬ 
nounced  as  incurable. 
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Question — Is  she  eligible  to  membership? 

\ 

Answer — No,  unless  she  has  a  father,  brother  or  son,  in  good 
standing  in  the  Order,  or  if  she  had  a  father,  brother  or  son,  deceased, 
who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  death. 

Statement — I  have  been  instructed  by  this  Lodge  to  make  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement,  regarding  a  recent  ballot  on  a  petition  for  mem¬ 
bership  in  this  Lodge.  After  the  first  ballot  which  proved  unfavorable 
was  taken,  there  was  a  motion  to  take  another  ballot,  as  a  member 
declared  there  must  have  been  a  mistake.  The  second  ballot  was  taken 
and  the  V.  G.  reported  the  ballot  favorable,  but  N.  G.  declared  she 
did  not  find  it  favorable,  as  she  saw  one  more  black  ball  than  the 
V.  G.  Consequently,  upon  motion  the  third  ballot  was  taken,  which 
proved  unfavorable. 

Question. — Was  the  above  legal  and  can  the  ballot  on  this  petition 
be  reconsidered  and  another  ballot  be  taken  at  our  next  regular 
meeting  ? 

Answer — No.  The  candidate  was  rejected  on  the  first  ballot  and 
you  had  no  right  nor  authority  to  take  the  second  ballot,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  15,  Rebekah  Constitution,  and  then  you  must  re¬ 
member  that  all  members  who  cast  black  balls  must  voluntarily  make 
a  motion  to  reconsider  the  ballot. 

Suppose  that  all  who  cast  black  balls  joined  in  a  motion  to  re¬ 
consider,  you  then  only  vote  to  see  whether  you  will  reconsider  or  not. 
If  they  decide  in  the  affirmative,  you  do  not  vote  on  the  application 
the  same  night,  but  it  must  lay  over  until  a  succeeding  regular  meet¬ 
ing  night. 

Therefore  your  actions  in  allowing  the  second  and  third  ballot  were 
illegal  and  contrary  to  the  laws  governing  Subordinate  Lodges  and  the 
candidate  stands  rejected.

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Having  been  informed  that  Brother  A.  C.  Curtis  had  for  some 
time  been  out  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa  and  would  not  return  until 
after  the  Grand  Lodge  session  and  having  written  to  him  and  receiving 
no  reply  and  also  having  endeavored  to  reach  him  by  wire  and  failing 
and  desiring  to  have  all  the  Finance  Committee  present,  both  at  the 
auditing  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  and  at  Grand  Lodge,  I  issued 
an  order  recalling  the  appointment  of  Brother  Curtis  as  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  I  regret  very  much  the  fact  that  the  order 
seemed  necessary,  but  I  could  not  hear  from  the  brother  and  the  fact 
that  he  was  out  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa  was  the  only  reason 
for  the  order  made.

It  was  impossible  for  me  to  be  present  at  the  dedication  of  Shells- 
burg  Temple,  as  I  had  previously  arranged  to  meet  Grand  Sire  Oliver 
at  Des  Moines  on  this  date.  I  thank  Brother  Ring  and  the  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  brothers  who  co-operated  and  took  part  in  the  ceremony, 
and  made  it  such  a  splendid  success. 

A  detailed  and  itemized  accounting  of  every  cent  expended  by  me, 
has  been  filed  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Finance  Committee.  Their  report 
will  show  that  I  exceeded  my  allowance  in  the  sum  of  $408.16,  but  I 
believe  that  the  splendid  records  made  this  year,  justified  me  in  mak¬ 
ing  and  keeping  the  large  number  of  engagements  that  I  have  filled. 

Expense  Account 

Considering  the  number  of  visits  made,  the  expense  has  not  been 
as  great  as  past  years.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  following:  On 
page  143  of  the  1919  Journal,  you  will  note  the  sum  of  $1,607.97  for 
Grand  Master’s  expense;  then  on  page  191,  Report  No.  33,  you  will 
note  that  the  sum  of  $107.97  was  allowed,  or,  in  other  words,  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  $1,500.00  appropriated  and  $1,607.07  expended 
was  allowed.  Then  on  page  194  same  Journal,  Report  No.  43,  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  recommended,  and  the  report  was  adopted,  adding 
$500.00  more,  or  a  total  for  eleven  months  of  $2,107.97,  or  a  monthly 
expense  allowance  of  $191.80.  The  same  committee  recommended  for 
a  twelve  months’  term  this  year  $2,000.00,  or  a  monthly  allowance  of 
$166.66  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  hotel  rates  have  been  increased 
during  the  year  and  other  necessities  higher  than  last  year. 

Now  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  received  one  of 
the  best  administrations  in  the  history  of  the  Order  last  year,  and 
every  cent  was  expended  so  that  it  brought  many,  many  fold  returns 
to  this  Grand  Lodge  and  this  comparison  is  only  made  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  showing  why  in  my  opinion  I  was  justified  in  exceeding  my  al¬ 
lowance.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  term  last  year  was  only 
for  eleven  months,  and  this  year  for  a  full  term  of  twelve  months.

I  have  made  thirty-two  visits  since  my  advance  reports,  and 
everywhere  have  been  received  with  the  finest  courtesy  and  large  au- 
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diences.  Many  meetings  have  had  an  attendance  of  300  to  400,  and 
others  as  high  as  700.  The  greatest  interest  is  apparent  everywhere, 
and  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  was  never  in  better  working  condition, 
and  I  venture  the  prophecy  that  the  greatest  gain  in  membership  in 
the  history  of  Iowa  Odd  Fellowship  will  result  next  year  on  account 
of  this  splendid  condition.

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Controversies 

The  most  serious  controversy  met  this  year  was  settled  Thursday 
night,  October  13th,  in  Coon  Valley  Lodge  No.  257.  I  was  accom¬ 
panied  to  Van  Meter  by  Wm.  Winegar  and  J.  H.  Spillers,  Represen¬ 
tatives  from  District  No.  25;  A.  H.  Estes,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  Brother 
Robert  Thompson,  P.  G. 

I  sent  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  this  Lodge  on  September  28th  with  in¬ 
structions  to  bring  about  an  adjudication  of  the  troubles  existing.  He 
exerted  every  influence  but  to  no  avail.  A  motion  was  made  to  sur¬ 
render  the  Charter,  and  14  brothers  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  5 
in  the  negative.  The  Lodge  owns  free  of  debt,  the  second  story  of  a 
fine  brick  building,  and  have  over  $1,300  in  the  treasury.  They  also 
own  their  furniture,  paraphernalia,  etc.,  and  are  nicely  situated. 

In  this  Lodge  was  found  the  worst  possible  division,  strife  and 
discord,  party  and  sect,  personal  prejudice,  charges  and  counter 
charges,  concerning  the  handling  of  funds  and  otherwise. 

I  appointed  Representatives  Winegar  and  Spillers,  and  Brother 
Thompson,  P.  G.,  and  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  take  charge  of 
all  books,  to  make  an  auditing  of  the  same,  and  report  to  the  Lodge, 
and  a  copy  to  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Lodge. 

With  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  above  named  brothers,  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  -adjudicate  the  many  and  various  difficulties,  and  at  3:00 
a.  m.  apologies  were  made  all  around,  everyone  shook  hands,  and  they 
promised  by  unanimous  vote,  to  collectively  engage  in  promoting  the 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Van  Meter  and  vicinity,  and  to  live  and 
act  at  all  times  as  the  principles,  laws  and  teachings  of  our  beloved 
Order  have  taught  us,  and  intended  we  should  live.

Only  six  meetings  had  been  held  since  January  1,  1920,  no  installa¬ 
tion  of  officers  this  term.  The  following  conditions  were  named  by 
me,  to  be  met  or  I  would  arrest  the  Charter,  and  I  do  now  recommend 
to  this  Grand  Body,  that  provided  they  are  not  met,  the  said  Charter 
be  arrested.  I  feel  confident  that  they  will  be  met. 

First,  that  said  Lodge  must  meet  and  hold  regular  meetings. 

Second,  that  the  report  of  the  auditing  committee  above  named 
must  show  an  acceptable  accounting  of  the  condition  of  all  financial 
transactions  and  records. 

Third,  that  the  practice  of  said  Lodge  in  loaning  money  to  the 
members  from  General  Fund  without  approved  and  proper  security 
must  cease. 
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Fourth,  that  all  dissension,  strife,  discord,  personal  encounters, 
and  attacks  on  other  fraternal  societies,  must  cease. 

Fifth,  that  a  period  of  ninety  days  would  be  granted  them,  during 
which  time  they  would  be  on  probation,  to  demonstrate  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  that  they  were  sincere  in  the  promises  made  above 
committee  and  the  Grand  Master. 

To  all  these  named  conditions  they  unanimously  agreed  by  vote. 

Here  was  a  real  demonstration  of  bringing  order  and  fraternal  fel¬ 
lowship  out  of  chaos. 

I  respectfully  request  that  Representatives  Winegar  and  Spillers 
add  an  oral  report  in  addition  to  the  report  herein  embodied.  They 
are  also  directed  to  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary  a  written  report  of 
their  audit  findings. 

An  election  of  officers  was  held  by  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  the  elec¬ 
tive  officers  regularly  installed  by  the  Deputy.

Trefoil  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  412,  Goodell,  Iowa 

The  Odd  Fellows  Temple  at  Goodell  was  completely  destroyed  by 
fire.  The  Rebekah  Lodge  lost  everything.  The  Rebekah  Lodge  having 
failed  to  rehabilitate  themselves,  and  the  fact  that  all  their  property 
was  lost,  including  Seal,  Charter,  Rituals,  books  and  papers,  and  hav¬ 
ing  refused  to  consolidate,  I  issued  an  order  declaring  said  Lodge  de¬ 
funct,  and  the  members  thereof  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  priv¬ 
ileges  of  a  defunct  Lodge.  This  order  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  few  members  that  are  interested,  and  desire  to  affiliate 
with  some  other  Lodge  the  right  and  privilege  of  securing  a  defunct 
certificate,  which  by  right  they  should  be  entitled  to. 

Grand  Sire’s  Visit  to  Iowa 

A  momentous  event  in  this  year’s  history  was  the  visit  of  Grand 
Sire  Joseph  Oliver,  of  Toronto,  Canada,  to  Iowa.  The  Grand  Sire 
spoke  at  Ames  the  evening  of  October  15th,  in  the  beautiful  new  Tem¬ 
ple  of  Ames  Lodge  No.  309.  We  appreciate  your  visit,  Grand  Sire 
Oliver,  more  than  we  can  adequately  express,  and  we  sincerely  thank 
you  for  the  wonderful  message  you  brought  to  us.  The  Grand  Sire 
will  be  in  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge  session  at  Keokuk,  until 
Wednesday  night. 

Statement  Concerning  Supplemental  Report 

I  fully  intended  to  make  no  engagement  or  dates  after  October  5th 
and  to  utilize  the  time  from  October  5th  to  16th  in  preparing  my 
supplemental  report,  and  making  proper  arrangements  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  session,  but  the  demands  have  been  so  insistent,  and  invitations 
so  numerous,  that  I  have  accepted  several  more  dates,  therefore  I  am 
having  this  report  and  committee  appointments  printed,  as  was  done 
last  year,  and  several  previous  years. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  small  cost  in  connection  with  the 
printing  of  this  feport  is  money  well  spent  and  I  feel  that  the  good 
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derived  from  the  additional  engagements  will  far  more  than  pay  the 
cost  of  printing.

Visit  of  the  Grand  Sire 

It  is  indeed  seldom  that  a  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  honored 
by  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  membership  of 
Iowa  was  especially  honored  by  having  him  with  them  at 
this  session,  and  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  his  inspiring  ad¬ 
dress.  The  committee  appointed  to  receive  the  Grand  Sire 
presented  him  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  he  was  formally 
welcomed  by  the  Grand  Master.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  then 
favored  by  a  splendid  address  by  the  Grand  Sire  which  was 
fittingly  responded  to  by  Past  Grand  Master  H.  F.  Wagner. 


Address  of  the  Grand  Sire 

Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Brothers: 

For  the  last  few  days  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  with  your 
good  Grand  Master.  I  have  received  all  the  courtesies  that  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  for  any  man  to  receive  in  this  state. 

It  is  rather  co-incidental  that  we  meet  in  Grand  Lodge  session 
where  Erie  J.  Leech,  the  esteemed  and  respected  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Order  lived.  For  a  great  many  years  he  attended  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  He  was  elected  Grand  Sire  in  Toronto  in  1890,  and  I 
had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  being  present  when  he  was  elected. 
I  also  had  the  privilege  of  sitting  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with 
him  for  three  years.  I  learned,  as  you  all  learned,  to  love,  esteem 
and  revere  his  memory. 

I  don’t  know  that  there  is  very  much  I  can  say  on  Odd  Fellowship 
that  you  do  not  already  know,  but  there  are  a  few  things  that  occurred 
to  me  as  I  read  your  Grand  Master’s  report,  and  you  will  pardon  me 
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if  I  make  a  few  suggestions  toward  what  I  think  is  for  the  best  in¬ 
terest  of  all  orders. 

One  of  the  things  that  struck  me  very  forcibly  on  reading  the  Grand 
Master’s  report  is  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  some  two  or 
three  of  your  buildings  have  been  burned  and  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
you  had  very  little  or  no  insurance.  In  our  jurisdiction  no  Lodge  can 
build  a  hall  without  permission  of  the  Executive  Committee,  during  a 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  their  business  is  to  see  that  every  hall 
is  insured  for  at  least  80  per  cent  of  its  value.  I  think  that  is  good 
legislation.  I  think,  if  you  have  buildings  and  property  that  is  worth 
anything,  it  is  worth  taking  care  of.  I  am  a  great  believer  in  insur¬ 
ance.  Everything  I  have  is  insured  for  102  per  cent,  if  I  can  get  it. 
I  am  insured  so  that  if  anything  happens  I  will  not  lose  all.  I  learned 
that  lesson  early  in  life.  I  happened  to  be  in  a  business  when  a  fire 
took  place,  and  I  know  that  it  can  take  a  great  deal  of  money  in  a 
very  few  moments.  I  got  one  or  two  lessons  that  were  pretty  costly, 
but  perhaps  it  was  the  best  lesson  that  I  ever  received,  because  since 
then  I  have  taken  good  care,  if  a  fire  occurred,  that  I  should  lose  no 
money.  I  am  only  making  the  suggestion.  It  is  not  necessary  that 
you  carry  it  out. 

Then  we  are  an  organization  that  believes  in  taking  care  of  the 
sick,  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  and  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  a  medical 
examination  for  every  applicant  for  membership  in  our  Order,  for 
when  a  man  once  becomes  a  member  of  the  Order  he  becomes  a  lia¬ 
bility.  I  think  that  should  be  taken  care  of  for  our  own  protection. 
Then  we  have  all  of  our  officers  bonded — the  office,  not  the  man. 
We  paid  bonding  premiums  for  a  good  many  years  to  various  bonding 
organizations  whose  business  it  is  to  give  that  kind  of  insurance. 
Three  years  ago  we  decided  that  our  Grand  Lodge  was  large  enough 
for  us  to  go  into  that  business  ourselves.  We  decided  when  we  got 
$10,000  towards  which  each  of  the  Lodges  does  something,  and  they 
paid  us  about  the  same  as  we  would  have  to  pay  to  some  insurance 
company,  we  would  stop  making  assessments  on  the  Lodges.  We  are 
pretty  nearly  half  way  there  now.  I  want  to  say  to  the  very  great 
credit  of  Odd  Fellowship  that  we  have  never  had  to  pay  one  single 
dollar.  That  is  one  very  great  credit  I  appreciated,  and  it  applies  to 
every  district.  There  are  some  orders,  perhaps,  who  have  a  little 
more  of  a  social  position  than  we  have,  but  I  doubt  it,  but  we  have  a 
bond  of  unity,  and  therefore  I  claim  that  we  have  no  peer  so  far  as 
Odd  Fellowship  is  concerned  where  there  is  distress. 

Your  Grand  Master,  as  I  have  noticed  from  his  report,  has  had  the 
privilege  of  examining  ^2  50  or  300  sets  of  By-Laws.  Is  it  fair  that 
the  Grand  Master  should  have  to  do  all  that  work,  with  all  of  the 
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other  work  that  he  does?  We  have  a  By-Laws  committee,  and  we 
pay  the  chairman  of  that  committee  from  $100  to  $200  a  year,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  work  he  has  to  do.  That  relieves  the  Grand  Master  of  a 
good  deal  of  work.  I  know  it  is  a  pretty  big  task,  as  since  I  have 
been  Grand  Sire  I  have  had  to  look  over  Grand  Lodge  Constitutions. 
You  can  think  these  things  over,  especially  the  suggestion  with  regard 
to  insurance  of  your  halls  and  buildings. 

The  institution  of  Odd  Fellowship  was  formed  over  102  years  ago. 
The  men  who  started  it  had  very  little  idea  of  the  result  that  was 
going  to  follow.  I  consider  their  action  to  be  the  natural  consequence 
of  being  strangers  in  a  strange  land.  Have  you  ever  come  into  a 
strange  city  and  walked  down  the  street?  If  so,  then  imagine  how 
that  band  of  men  must  have  felt.  Well,  those  men,  and  some  few  other 
men,  got  together  and  organized  and  started  the  Lodge  called  the 
Manchester  Unity,  at  that  time.  After  that  they  started  Washington 
Lodge  No.  1,  which  is  still  in  existence  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
doing  good  work.  They  had  very  little  idea,  and  the  men  who  were 
with  them  had  very  little  idea,  of  what  the  result  would  be.  If  they 
only  could  rise  up  and  see  what  Odd  Fellowship  is  today  and  the 
good  that  they  were  the  means  of  starting  and  compare  the  things 
of  102  years  ago  today  as  they  'are  today  they  would  be  surprised. 
One  of  the  very  best  things  that  happened  a  little  later  on  was  the 
starting  of  the  Rebekah  Degree.  We  now  have  over  800,000  women 
who  are  Rebekahs. 

We  are  the  first  Order  that  decided  we  would  have  no  liquor  at 
our  banquets  or  in  anything  connected  with  our  Order.  We  taught 
men  in  this  superb  Order  that  they  should  love  God  and  love  their 
country,  then  take  them  to  the  banquet  table  and  give  them  that  which 
certainly  had  no  warrant  of  God  and  was  of  no  good  to  man  or  good 
to  the  Order.  We  decided  a  few  years  ago  that  no  man  who  dealt 
in  intoxicating  liquor  should  become  a  member  of  the  Order  and  I 
think  that  was  good  legislation.  Then  we  started  in  to  build  our 
homes.  God  bless  the  man  who  ever  conceived  the  idea  that  we 
should  have  homes  for  our  orphaned  boys  and  girls  and  for  our  old 
people,  where  they  could  feel  they  were  part  and  parcel  of  an  organi¬ 
zation  where  they  would  be  taken  care  of,  that  was  not  charity,  but 
their  due,  where  when  old  age  or  misfortune  should  overtake  them 
they  would  have  a  place  of  refuge,  a  place  to  go  where  they  will  be 
received  with  friendship  and  love.  There  is  one  thing  I  wonder  about 
and  that  is  when  our  boys  and  girls  arrive  at  an  age  when  they  must 
leave  the  homes  whether  there  can  be  something  done  to  relieve  them 
from  the  temptations  that  are  always  present  to  young  people,  young 
men  and  young  women  as  they  go  out  in  the  world  to  take  care  of 
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themselves.  These  things  come  as  an  uplift  to  humanity  to  put  them 
in  a  higher  place.  I  know  the  State  of  Iowa  will  be  first  in  every¬ 
thing  that  will  uplift  humanity.  I  don’t  want  now  to  take  up  any  more 
of  your  time  because  you  are  busy  and  you  have  work  to  do.  I  want 
to  say  I  have  enjoyed  my  visit  in  Iowa.  It  has  taken  a  longer  time 
than  it  would  if  I  had  known  the  topography  of  the  country.  But  I 
did  not.  I  came  in  at  the  wrong  end.  I  came  in  the  short  end  instead 
of  the  long  end. 

Last  year  was  one  of  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Iowa  and  one  of  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  world.  We 
increased  our  membership  by  over  104,000  which  is  a  good  increase. 
What  we  want  today  is  to  go  on.  Onward  and  upward  undivided  in 
our  efforts,  and  do  everything  to  the  advancement  of  the  best  interest 
of  the  people  of  the  world. 

I  thank  you  for  the  reception  you  have  given  me  here.  I  leave 
tonight  feeling  that  I  have  received  one  of  the  finest  receptions  that  I 
ever  received  in  my  life.  It  will  always  be  a  pleasure  to  me  to  think 
that  the  second  official  visit  that  I  made  was  to  Iowa.  I  thank  you.

Appeals 

Reports  of  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  presented  the  following  two 
reports,  which  were  adopted : 

Olive  Lodge  No.  85, 1.  0.  O.  F. 
vs. 

F.  J.  Blake. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Complaint  was  made  that  the  defendant  had  violated  Sections  85 
and  88  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  and  that,  on  or  about  January 
23,  1920,  had  in  his  possession  a  quantity  of  liquor,  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  of  the  United  States,  and  that  said 
brother  had  been  arrested  and  bound  over  to  the  grand  jury  for 
keeping  said  liquor  unlawfully  in  his  possession,  and  in  support  of  the 
charge  a  transcript  of  the  record  of  Justice  Bryant’s  court  was  sub¬ 
mitted  and  a  statement  that  Brother  H.  C.  Brand  would  appear  and 
testify  orally. 

A  hearing  was  had  before  the  Lodge  and  after  trial  a  vote  was 
taken  which  resulted  17  for  conviction  and  22  against  conviction,  and 
the  brother  was  therefore  acquitted  by  the  Lodge. 
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John  A.  Forbes,  a  member  of  Olive  Lodge,  gave  notice  that  he 
would  take  an  appeal  “on  direct  representation”  to  the  Grand  Master. 
The  papers  were  in  fact  sent  to  the  Grand  Master  and  by  him  for¬ 
warded  to  L.  L.  Harmon,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  who  reversed 
the  decision  of  the  Lodge,  and  ordered  the  said  F.  J.  Blake  expelled 
from  the  Order. 

F.  J.  Blake  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  to  this  committee. 

The  appeal  committee  have  carefully  investigated  this  case  and 
find: 

First,  that  Section  125,  Subordinate  Constitution,  provides  that 
an  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  except 
under  certain  conditions  when  the  Grand  Master  may  order  an  appeal 
direct  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

We  hold  that  no  proper  notice  of  appeal  was  ever  given,  so  as  to 
confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  hear  and 
determine  said  cause,  and  that  therefore  any  action  taken  by  the  said 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Second,  Section  128,  Subordinate  Constitution,  provides  that  there 
shall  be  an  assignment  of  errors  committed  by  the  Lodge  and  of 
which  complaint  is  made.  The  so  called  assignment  of  errors  in  this 
case  is  incorporated  into  and  made  a  part  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  and 
complains  largely  of  the  action  of  the  attorneys  for  the  Lodge,  and 
further  charges  the  Noble  Grand  with  having  failed  to  do  his  duty 
as  set  forth  in  said  notice.  We  hold  that  this  is  no  assignment  of 
errors  as  contemplated  by  the  Subordinate  Constitution,  and  that  there¬ 
fore  even  had  a  proper  notice  of  appeal  been  served  there  was  noth¬ 
ing  properly  before  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  his  action. 

Third,  we  further  hold  that  Brother  John  A.  Forbes  was  not  such 
a  party  in  interest  that  he  might  take  an  appeal  in  any  circumstances 
in  this  case,  and  that  therefore  any  pretended  appeal  taken  by  him 
was  void. 

Fourth,  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  committee,  and  we  do  decide, 
that  there  was  no  competent  evidence  of  any  kind  or  character  prop¬ 
erly  before  the  Subordinate  Lodge  that  would  under  any  circumstances 
warrant  the  Lodge  or  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  this  com¬ 
mittee  in  finding  the  defendant  guilty  of  the  charges  preferred,  and 
that  the  Subordinate  Lodge  was  right  in  its  findings. 

Fifth,  Section  133,  Subordinate  Constitution,  provides  in  part  “The 
decision  of  a  Lodge  on  a  question  of  fact  shall  not  be  disturbed,  unless 
it  is  clearly  against  the  weight  of  evidence.”  Under  the  circumstances 
we  do  not  feel  warranted  in  disturbing  the  decision  of  the  Lodge. 
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Therefore,  this  committee  finds  that  the  action  of  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  in  reversing  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodge,  and  in  ordering  the  expulsion  of  the  defendant,  F.  J.  Blake, 
ought  to  be  and  is  hereby  set  aside  and  reversed  and  the  action  of 
the  Subordinate  Lodge  sustained.

Maple  Grove  Lodge  No.  605,  I.  0.  O.  F., 
vs. 

E.  B.  Davis. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  7.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

It  appears  from  the  transcript  in  this  case  that  an  information  was 
filed  on  September  13,  1919,  with  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  plaintiff 
Lodge,  which  information  accused  the  defendant  of  conduct  unbecom¬ 
ing  an  Odd  Fellow  and  that  a  committee  of  inquiry  was  appointed. 

It  further  appears  from  the  transcript  that  at  the  regular  meeting 
of  said  Lodge,  on  October  11,  1919,  the  committee  of  inquiry  reported 
that  the  charges  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  supposedly  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  the  information  were  true,  but  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
committee  of  inquiry  preferred  a  charge,  we  are  unable  to  state,  as 
it  is  not  shown  by  the  transcript  that  a  charge  was  preferred  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  100  of  the  Constitution. 

The  defendant,  in  response  to  a  citation  personally  served  upon 
him,  appeared  in  the  Lodge  on  October  18,  1919,  and  plead  guilty  and 
the  transcript  states,  “Then  a  ballot  was  taken  and  the  charge  was 
dismissed.” 

On  October  25,  1919,  upon  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting  objection  was  made  on  account  of  errors  made  in  dis¬ 
missing  the  charge  against  the  defendant. 

On  November  1,  1919,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the 
defendant  be  again  cited  to  appear  before  the  Lodge  and  answer  the 
charge. 

The  defendant  was  again  cited  to  appear  and  at  a  subsequent  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Lodge  held  either  two  or  three  weeks  later,  the  defendant 
appeared  and  the  defendant  again  plead  guilty.  The  defendant  in- 
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sisted  that  he  was  not  prepared  for  trial  at  that  time  but  the  Lodge 
voted  that  he  should  proceed  to  trial  at  once.  Although  the  brother 
plead  guilty,  evidence  of  brothers  was  taken  at  that  time,  but  no  rec¬ 
ord  of  the  evidence  was  preserved  as  required  by  the  Constitution. 
However,  under  the  defendant’s  plea  of  guilty  no  evidence  was  nec¬ 
essary  or  required  except  to  enable  the  Lodge  to  determine  upon  the 
punishment  to  be  inflicted. 

The  transcript  states  that  after  the  taking  of  the  evidence  the 
Vice  Grand  made  his  plea  and  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  vote  on  expul¬ 
sion.  First  and  second  ballots  found  illegal.  Third  ballot  stood  for 
expulsion,  and  Brother  Davis  notified  of  the  same.  The  transcript 
fails  to  show  the  facts  upon  which  the  conclusion  as  to  the  illegality 
of  the  first  and  second  ballots  was  reached,  nor  does  it  show  the  nec¬ 
essary  facts  as  to  number  of  members  present,  number  voting,  number 
voting  for  expulsion  and  number  voting  against  expulsion,  to  enable  us 
to  determine  the  correctness  of  the  conclusion  that  the  third  ballot 
stood  for  expulsion. 

We  are  unable  to  tell  from  the  transcript  whether  the  action  taken 
in  expelling  the  defendant  occurred  on  November  15th,  or  November 
22d.  From  the  record  before  us,  we  are  unable  to  discern  as  a  cer¬ 
tainty. 

The  defendant  gave  notice  of  appeal  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  his  assignment  of 
errors,  which  is  sufficient  in  form  and  substance,  which  notice  of  - 
appeal  and  assignment  of  errors  bears  date  of  December  18,  1919. 

If  the  action  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  defendant  complained  was 
on  November  22d,  then  the  appeal  was  taken  in  time.  If  said  action 
was  on  November  15th,  then  the  appeal  was  too  late,  as  no  appeal 
shall  be  allowed  under  our  Constitution  unless  written  notice  thereof 
be  filed  with  the  Lodge  on  or  before  thirty  days  after  the  action  of 
the  Lodge  from  which  an  appeal  is  attempted  to  be  taken.  (See 
Section  127,  Subordinate  Constitution.) 

However,  in  view  of  the  subsequent  actions  both  of  the  Lodge  and 
the  defendant,  we  deem  this  immaterial. 

On  December  27,  1919,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  ren¬ 
dered  his  decision  reversing  the  Lodge  and  ordered  a  new  trial.  On 
the  same  date  the  defendant  appeared,  waived  every  irregularity  in 
the  proceedings  and  consented  to  go  on  trial  at  once,  and  entered  a  plea 
of  guilty  and  the  defendant  was  suspended  for  six  months,  and  the 
defendant  was  notified  accordingly. 

From  the  action  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  reversing 
the  Lodge  for  the  action  taken  by  said  Lodge  in  November,  and  in 
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granting  a  new  trial  no  appeal  was  taken.  Therefore,  whether  the 
action  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  right  or  wrong  be¬ 
comes  immaterial  and  we  have  nothing  left  to  consider  except  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Lodge  on  December  27th,  and  the  subsequent  action  with 
reference  thereto. 

On  January  10,  1920,  the  Lodge  voted  to  send  the  case  to  this  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals. 

No  notice  of  appeal  was  filed  with  the  Lodge.  The  defendant  was 
not  notified  as  to  any  appeal  or  attempt  to  appeal  from  the  action  of 
the  Lodge  on  December  27,  1919,  nor  was  any  assignment  of  errors 
filed.  These  are  jurisdictional  matters,  therefore  this  committee  is 
without  right  or  authority  to  act  in  the  premises  and  we  recommend 
that  the  so  called  or  pretended  appeal  be  dismissed.

State  of  the  Order 

Report  of  Committee 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

No.  1.  We,  your  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  many  matters  included  in  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Grand  Representatives,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

It  is  of  great  gratification  to  the  Order  throughout  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  that  never  in  its  history  has  it  been  more  prosperous,  growing  in 
numbers,  and  not  only  in  numbers  but  in  practical  benefit  to  the  Order, 
its  members  and  to  the  great  State  of  Iowa.  The  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship  are  more  and  more  exemplified,  its  benevolent  purposes 
more  widely  extended,  and  its  attainment  has  reached  the  degree  of 
efficiency  and  accomplished  results  that  we  may  refer  to  with  pride 
and  congratulation.  The  reports  of  these  officers  show  the  increased 
interest  and  it  is  due  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  we  shall  give  just  and 
due  recognition  to  the  very  efficient  and  faithful  officers  who  have 
presided  over  and  had  charge  of  the  work  of  this  Order  in  all  of  its 
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ramifications  and  duties  during  the  past  year,  and  that  we  hope  that 
their  successors  may  well  emulate  the  good  work  that  has  been  done 
and  that  there  shall  continue  progress  and  the  uplifting  and  ennobling 
of  humanity. 

It  will  not  be  required,  nor  do  we  attempt  to  specifically  comment 
on  each  matter  which  has  been  referred  to  us  for  much  is  statistical,  a 
report  of  the  ordinary  routine  of  their  duties  and  recognition  of  the 
services  of  the  brethren  of  the  Order.  Therefore,  we  approve  of  the 
reports  so  made  and  that  being  published  in  our  reports  and  becom¬ 
ing  a  part  of  the  literature  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  be  a  permanent 
record  of  valuable  information  to  the  jurisdiction  now  and  hereafter 
and  a  just  memorial  to  those  who  have  performed  the  work. 

The  Grand  Master  at  the  close  of  the  year’s  service  with  becoming 
dignity  reports  the  work  of  the  year  and  gives  due  credit  to  those 
who  have  assisted  him,  and  in  the  submission  of  the  report  we  com¬ 
mend  the  facts  submitted,  the  way  in  which  submitted,  and  a  creditable 
presentation  of  his  year’s  work.  We  note  that  the  commissions  to 
lecture  are  increasing  as  the  brethren  become  more  interested  and 
more  qualified  in  the  work,  and  that  many  of  the  older  members  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  retain  their  interest  and  continue  to  appreciate  the 
commissions  issued  to  them  and  are  ready  to  respond  to  the  calls  of 
the  brethren  whenever  made  upon  them.  It  is  of  prime  importance 
that  our  membership  shall  be  fully  instructed  in  the  workings  of  the 
Lodges,  and  it  should  be  a  gratification  to  us  all  that  there  is  a  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  number  who  have  prepared  themselves  to  instruct 
and  are  recognized  in  the  commissions  issued  to  them  by  the  Grand 
Master. 

We  believe  that  it  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order  that  there  shall 
be  the  special  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  held  at  the  seat  of  the 
various  Lodges  where  the  Grand  Lodge  and  past  official  degrees  may 
be  conferred  when  in  many  cases  it  would  be  impossible  by  reason 
of  distance  and  otherwise  for  many  of  the  brothers  to  receive  these 
degrees  and  become  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  comparative 
slight  expense  is  wholly  immaterial  when  we  consider  the  interest  and 
the  enthusiasm  manifested  at  each  of  these  sessions  and  where  the 
principles  of  the  Order  are  more  fully  disseminated  and  missionaries 
are  enlisted  to  go  out  and  work  for  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  increased  use  and  sale  of  the  keys  to  the  Unwritten  Work 
should  be  especially  mentioned  in  this  report.  It  evidences  a  growing 
interest  and  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  brothers  in  the  various 
Lodges  for  the  highest  and  greatest  efficiency.  We  urge  that  even 
greater  interest  may  be  manifested. 
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The  good  state  of  the  Order  can  be  maintained  only  upon  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  sound  judgment,  wise  discretion,  a  knowledge  of  human  nature 
and  a  strict  regard  for  the  laws  of  the  Order,  it  is  therefore  with 
pleasure  that  we  approve  of  the  action  of  our  Grand  Master  in  the 
settlement  of  the  few  controversies  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  his  report  of  the  prosperous  condition  of 
the  Order  during  the  year  succintly  states  that  “The  success  of  each 
individual  Lodge  has  been  measured  by  the  efforts  of  its  members. 
There  is  plenty  of  good  material  in  all  localities,  but  it  requires  a  few 
good,  active  members  to  bring  it  into  the  Lodge.  Lodges  do  not  stand 
still,  they  either  go  forward  or  backward,  and  the  Lodge  that  succeeds 
must  be  constantly  adding  new  blood.”  We  commend  to  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion  that  there  be  an  observance  of  these  suggestions  together  with 
the  other  valuable  recommendations  of  our  Grand  Officers  so  that 
in  future  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order  may  be  able  to  make  even  much  more  favorable  report 
than  we  can  do  at  this  session. 

We  can  commend  the  report  of  our  Grand  Representatives  on  the 
clear  and  lucid  report  of  the  proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  It  must  not  be  understood  that  in  our  commendations  of  the 
Order  in  this  State,  and  our  abounding  prosperity  that  we  have  in 
any  wise  reached  perfection  or  even  attained  that  which  in  our 
strength  and  intelligence  we  should  attain.  We  must  look  to  the 
future  and  each  and  all  of  us  pledge  all  that  we  are  able  to  do  to 
advance  our  beloved  Order  along  all  lines  of  wise  and  noble  endeavor. 
We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  making  special  reference  to 
the  interest  which  has  been  taken  along  with  our  sister  jurisdictions 
in  the  building  and  maintenance  of  the  Orphans  Homes,  one  of  the 
most  worthy  purposes  and  duties  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  to  see  to  it 
that  the  interest  of  the  Homes  shall  be  carefully  guarded  and  sup¬ 
ported,  and  we  commend  the  present  administration  of  the  Homes.

The  Building  Committee  presented  the  following  report 
and  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee.  Rep¬ 
resentative  W.  H.  Winegar  then  moved,  as  a  substitute,  that 
the  report  be  indefinitely  postponed,  except  the  bills  which 
should  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Substitute 
motion  prevailed:

We,  Your  Building  Committee,  as  appointed  under  resolution  No. 
47  of  the  Finance  Committee  as  found  on  page  196  of  the  1919  Journal 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

After  some  delay,  in  waiting  for  matters  to  shape,  the  Chairman 
called  the  committee  together  on  M'arch  the  6th  to  consider  the  sketch 
and  the  detail  matters;  members  all  present  except  Brother  Adair. 
After  some  discussion  the  committee  adjourned  to  March  13th  at

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which  meeting  all  members  were  present.  We  had  also  notified  the 
Grand  Master  but  he  did  not  receive  the  notice  in  time  to  be  present. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  13th  Brother  E.  W.  Cutting  was  elected 
secretary  of  the  committee.  Mr.  E.  0.  Broaton,  of  Mason  City,  sub¬ 
mitted  sketches  for  the  prospective  building  and  offered  to  furnish 
plans,  specifications  and  detail  drawings  and  assist  in  making  con¬ 
tract,  and  give  it  his  personal  supervision  for  3  per  cent  of  the  contract 
price,  but  at  this  rate  no  superintendent  was  to  be  kept  on  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  on  condition  that  superintendent  being  kept  on  the  building 
he  ask  5  per  cent  of  the  contract  price. 

Mr.  Arthur  Kriehn,  representing  the  firm  of  J.  H.  Felt  &  Co.,  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  submitted  sketch  of  the  prospective  building  and 
offered  to  furnish  all  drawings,  plans,  details,  specifications  and  work¬ 
ing  plans,  also  furnish  contract  and  assist  in  the  making  of  contract 
and  write  the  advertisements  for  3  per  cent  of  the  contract  price, 
and  to  keep  a  superintendent  on  the  building  at  all  times  during  the 
construction  of  the  same  for  2  per  cent  of  the  contract. 

And  on  motion  that  if  the  building  is  built  J.  H.  Felt  &  Co. 
Were  to  be  employed  as  the  architects,  and  superintendent  for  the  same. 

Your  committee  then  adjourned  until  the  6th  day  of  April  at 
which  meeting  all  members  of  the  committee  were  present,  also  the 
Grand  Master. 

It  was  duly  moved,  seconded  and  carried  (the  Grand  Master  con¬ 
curring)  that  we  proceed  at  once  to  the  building  of  the  Boys’  Dormi¬ 
tory  in  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  em¬ 
bodied  in  Reports  Nos.  31  and  47  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  set  out  on  pages  191  and  196,  Grand 
Lodge  Journal,  1919,  and  the  Chairman  was  instructed  to  notify  J.  H. 
Felt  &  Co.  to  proceed  at  once  to  complete  the  plans  and  specifications 
in  accordance  with  the  general  plans  already  submitted  by  said  archi¬ 
tects  for  the  dormitory  and  that  advertisement  be  made  for  bids  for 
the  erection  of  said  building.  Under  the  above  instructions  the  Chair¬ 
man  so  notified  J.  H.  Felt  &  Co.,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  had  ads 
run  in  the  following  publications:  The  Register  and  Tribune,  of  Des 
Moines,  The  Cedar  Rapids  Republican,  Mason  City  Globe  Gazette,  The 
Iowa  Odd  Fellow,  The  Improvement  Bulletin,  of  Minneapolis,  and  the 
Western  Contractor,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  the  ads  calling  for  the 
opening  of  bids  on  June  9,  1920. 

On  or  about  the  17th  day  of  May  the  Secretary  of  the  Building 
Committee,  after  consulting  with  the  Chairman,  submitted  a  ques¬ 
tionnaire  to  the  Grand  Master  on  the  question  of  funds  and  the  mat- 
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ter  of  finances,  hoping  for  an  answer  before  the  10th  of  June  on  which 
date  the  bids  were  to  be  opened,  but  did  not  receive  an  answer  until 
the  21st  of  June.  The  committee  took  this  course  of  procedure  so  that 
if  the  answer  was  adverse  to  the  committee  we  would  not  need  enter 
into  any  form  of  a  contract  and  contract  no  debts  outside  of  the  bills 
for  the  advertisement  for  bids. 

The  committee  met  again  on  June  9th  at  2:00  P.  M.  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  receiving  and  the  opening  of  bids.  The  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Chairman;  on  call  of  the  roll  all  members  answered 
present.  We  then  proceeded  to  open  the  bids  on  the  general  contract 
as  follows:  Carl  G.  Stark,  of  Cedar  Rapids,  bid  $224,297.00;  Wells 
Construction  Company,  of  Mason  City,  submitted  a  bid  on  the  per¬ 
centage  basis,  but  did  not  state  the  amount;  J.  E.  Tusant  &  Son,  of 
Des  Moines,  bid  $105,980.00;  Cail  Construction  Company,  of  Cedar 
Rapids,  bid  $134,550.00;  M.  M.  Moen  &  Co.,  of  Mason  City,  bid 
$95,225.00;  H.  C.  Dye,  of  Marion,  bid  on  the  percentage  plan,  10  per 
cent  of  all  material  and  labor. 

Bids  on  the  plumbing  and  heating  were  opened  as  follows:  W.  J. 
Daly  Company,  of  Mason  City,  bid  $12,670.00;  W.  Christensen  &  Co., 
of  Mason  City,  bid  $12,218.00;  M.  F.  Banzhaf  Company,  of  Marshall¬ 
town,  bid  $12,972.50.  The  last  bid  was  not  received  by  the  committee 
until  the  morning  of  the  10th,  so  was  not  considered.  There  was  but 
one  bid  on  the  electric  work;  that  of  the  Mason  City  Electric  Supply 
Company,  for  $1,431.00. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  until  7:30,  at  which  time  we  met 
and  went  into  the  detail  work  of  the  bids  and  at  a  late  hour  we  ad¬ 
journed  until  9:00  A.  M.,  June  10th. 

The  committee  met  as  per  adjournment  at  9:00  A.  M.,  June  10, 
1920,  all  members  being  present.  Also  the  Grand  Master.  The  com¬ 
mittee  called  in  Mr.  Moen  of  Moen  &  Co.,  and  went  into  the  matter  of 
entering  into  the  contract  and  the  matter  of  finances.  The  Grand 
Master  being  present,  made  the  suggestion  that  he  would  call  a  special 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  passing  a  resolution 
to  authorize  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  to  draw  warrants 
on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  now  on  hand,  and  authorizing  them  to 
borrow  money  and  make  an  additional  appropriation,  and  advised  the 
committee  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  provision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  special  session  taking  favorable  action  thereon,  which  the 
committee  did.  We  accepted  Moen  &  Co.’s  bid  for  the  sum  of  $95,- 
225.00,  also  options  Nos.  2,  4  and  7,  option  No.  2,  $1,850.00,  option 
No.  4,  $800.00,  option  No.  7,  $7,880.00,  bringing  the  total  to  $105,755.00 
on  the  general  contract.  We  also  entered  into  a  contract  for  the 
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plumbing  and  heating  with  W.  Christensen  &  Co.  under  the  aforesaid 
provision  for  the  sum  of  $12,218.00,  and  accepted  option  No.  1  for 
$1,858.00,  making  a  total  of  $14,076.00,  and  for  the  electrical  work  we 
made  a  contract  with  the  same  provision  with  the  Mason  City  Electric 
Supply  Company  for  the  sum  of  $1,431.00.  The  committee  then  ad¬ 
journed,  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  was  to  be 
called  in  special  session. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  work  should  go  on  and  asks  that  this 
session  take  steps  to  so  authorize  the  committee  to  proceed  to  carry 
out  the  instructions  given  it  in  1919.

Report  of  Committee 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  presented  the  following  re¬ 
port  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

No.  1.  We,  your  Committee  on  Legislation,  have  had  under  con¬ 
sideration  the  Grand  Master’s  recommendations,  upon  the  subject  of 
nomination  and  election  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  we  re¬ 
port  that  we  do  not  approve  the  same  for  the  following  reasons: 

Section  16  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 

“Section  16.  The  Grand  Master  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
board  of  instruction  to  consist  of  five  members,  to  hold  schools  of 
instruction,  separately  or  together,  for  the  exemplification  of  the 
secret  work  of  the  Order,  during  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  such  time  and  place  near  to  said  meeting  as  may  be 
designated,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Grand  Master  may 
direct,  or  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

“And  the  Grand  Master  shall  also  have  power,  in  his  discretion,  to 
appoint  and  commission  special  deputies  other  than  members  of  said 
Board  to  hold  schools  of  instruction  for  the  exemplification  of  the 
secret  work  of  the  Order,  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  desig- 
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nate,  the  expense  of  any  school  of  instruction,  except  the  schools  held 
by  the  board  of  instruction  during  the  said  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  or  brothers  receiving  the 
instruction,  and  only  as  above  excepted  in  no  case  will  the  expenses 
of  any  schools  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge.”

of  the  Order,  keeping  in  mind  at  all  times  the  improvement  of  the 
smaller  and  weaker  Lodges.

We  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  representatives  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  no  Subordinate  charter  has  been  surrendered,  and  no 
condition  has  been  found  that  would  warrant  the  taking  up  of  any 
Subordinate  charter.  This  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  and  we  take 
this  opportunity  of  commending  the  administration  of  our  present 
Grand  Master  and  his  efficient  corps  of  Grand  Officers  and  District 
Deputies.

For  the  purpose  of  raising  a 
revenue  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  to  create 
a  Home  Fund,  a  per  capita  tax  of  30  cents  per  annum  shall  be  levied 
on  all  members  enrolled  in  the  several  chartered  Rebekah  Lodges  in 
the  State  of  Iowa,  and  all  Rebekah  Lodges  working  under  a  dispensa- 
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tion  instituted  in  the  first  half  of  this  term,  fifteen  cents  to  be  paid 
January  1st,  and  fifteen  cents  July  1st.  Five  cents  of  the  January 
payment  and  five  cents  of  the  July  payment  shall  be  set  aside  for  the 
Home  Fund.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Deputy  Presidents  to 
see  that  the  tax  is  paid  semi-annually  at  the  close  of  each  term,  on  or 
before  the  first  meeting  in  January  and  July,  and  said  tax  will  accom¬ 
pany  the  semi-annual  and  annual  reports.  These  reports  are  to  be 
made  out  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  and  mailed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Dormant  Lodges  having  failed  to  report,  and 
pay  tax  for  more  than  a  year,  shall,  upon  being  resuscitated  be  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  only  the  tax  for  the  previous  term  on  the  membership 
at  the  time  of  reorganization.  Any  Lodge  failing  to  comply  with 
the  foregoing  shall  not  be  entitled  to  and  shall  not  receive  the  S.  A. 

P.  W.;  neither  shall  said  Rebekah  Lodge  be  entitled  to  any  vote  in 
the  election  of  delegates. 

Section  2.  Any  Lodge  failing  to  report  and  pay  tax  for  a  year 
shall  be  deemed  an  extinct  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  is  empowered 
to  take  up  the  charter  of  the  same.

Section  12.  When  the  Investigating  Committee  has  reported  upon 
a  petition  of  an  applicant,  the  same  shall  be  balloted  for  with  ball 
ballots  at  a  regular  meeting  only,  and  if  not  more  than  two  black 
balls  appear  he  or  she  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  more  than  two 
black  balls  appear  he  or  she  shall  be  declared  rejected.  Previous  to 
balloting  for  said  applicant,  the  presiding  officer  shall  deliver  the  fol¬ 
lowing  charge  to  the  members,  which  shall  be  considered  binding  upon 
them: 

Sisters  and  Brothers:  You  are  about  to  decide  upon  the  election  of 
a  candidate  for  membership  to  this  Lodge.  Before  voting  let  me  ad¬ 
monish  you  to  permit  no  religious,  political  or  personal  prejudice  to 
influence  your  decision,  but  judge  of  the  character  of  the  applicant 
according  to  the  same  just  and  honorable  standard  by  which  you  would 
have  your  own  merits  appreciated;  by  adhering  to  such  rule  you  will 
insure  the  admission  of  none  but  worthy  members  into  our  Lodge, 
and  preserve  in  it  the  perpetual  harmony  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth. 

In  balloting  for  members,  the  ballot  box  must  be  inspected  by  the 
Noble  Grand  after  which  it  shall  be  placed  near  the  center  of  the 
hall,  in  full  view  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand;  but  one  mem¬ 
ber  shall  approach  the  same  at  a  time.  After  the  ballot  is  declared 
closed  by  the  Noble  Grand  the  same  shall  be  examined  by  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Vice  Grand  together  at  the  .center  of  the  room,  when  the 
Noble  Grand  shall  destroy  the  ballot.

Necrology 

Report  of  Special  Committee 


The  special  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial 
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on  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  M.  W.  White,  presented 
the  following  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Necrology,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part 
of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  in  relation  to  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Master  M.  W.  White,  as  found  on  page  152  of  said  report,  state 
that  we  have  given  the  same  consideration  and  say  to  this  Grand 
Body,  Past  Grand  Master  M.  W.  White  served  as  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  from  October,  1903,  to  October,  1904.  Brother 
White  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1854,  and  eleven  years  later,  with  his  par¬ 
ents  moved  to  Iowa.  He  joined  Van  Horn  Lodge  No.  249  in  1884, 
and  became  a  member  of  Western  Star  Lodge  No.  282  in  1889.  He 
died  August  11,  1920.  He  was  a  physician  by  profession.  We  might 
indeed  say  of  him,  as  was  said  of  one  long  ago,  “He  was  a  beloved 
physician.” 

Past  Grand  Master  White  was  one  of  the  best-known  Odd  Fellows 
in  Iowa.  He  had  in  an  unusual  degree  the  love,  respect  and  admiration 
of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Iowa.  Yes,  he  is  dead,  but  the  influence  of  such 
men  as  he  does  not  die.  No  words  of  this  committee  can  add  to  the 
standing  of  our  dead  brother,  and  we  can  only  join  in  voicing  our 
appreciation  of  his  worth  and  character.  As  our  Grand  Master  has 
said,  “He  lived  to  serve  mankind,”  and  he  had  in  a  pronounced  meas¬ 
ure  an  abiding  faith  in  “The  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brother¬ 
hood  of  Man,”  through  the  long  years  he  was  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  Odd  Fellowship  and  nurtured  its  growth  in  this  state  with  the  sin¬ 
cere  devotion  of  a  father.  He  was  busy  in  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  and  had  many  interests  in  the  community  where  he  resided 
and  always  he  was  true  to  the  best  in  manhood. 

We  now  say,  good-bye  Brother  White,  and  perhaps  the  only  me¬ 
morial  we  shall  build  to  your  name  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  that 
Odd  Fellowship  itself  shall  have  attained  a  higher  standard  in  all  of 
its  activities  because  you  lived  and  were  so  important  a  part  of  it.

A.  Darrah,  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  investigate  and  report  at  the  next  session  in  re¬ 
gard  to  fire  insurance. 

The  following  telegram  was  read  and  on  motion  was  or¬ 
dered  printed  in  the  journal:

No.  4.  We,  your  Committee  on  Homes,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans  Homes 
submitted  by  the  Trustees,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration  and  recommend  that  rules  be  adopted  as 
follows: 

Rule  1.  Applications  for  admission  to  the  Home  shall  be  made 
by  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  candidate  for  admission  may 
reside;  if  a  brother,  the  application  shall  be  made  by  the  Subordinate 
Lodge;  if  a  sister,  the  application  shall  be  made  by  the  Rebekah  Lodge. 
If  the  applicants  are  children  the  application  shall  be  made  through 
that  branch  of  the  Order  in  which  the  parent  may  hold  membership, 
provided,  that  should  the  applicant  or  parent  be  a  member  of  a  Sub¬ 
ordinate  or  Rebekah  Lodge  in  which  said  applicant  or  parent  may  hold 
membership,  or  did  hold  membership  at  the  time  of  said  parent’s  de¬ 
cease.  The  application  for  admission  of  an  Odd  Fellow’s  widow  shall 
be  made  by  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  rules  and  conditions  re-

quired  for  a  brother,  provided,  that  in  doubtful  cases,  before  an  appli¬ 
cant  is  admitted  to  the  Home,  at  least  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  make  a  personal  investigation  as  to  the  merits  of  the 
case. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  Home  shall  be  made  in  duplicate 
on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  Lodge  making  the  application  and  one 
to  be  sent  to  the  chairman,  who  shall  investigate  or  cause  to  be  inves¬ 
tigated  the  qualifications  of  such  applicant  or  applicants. 

Rule  2.  A  brother  or  sister  applying  for  admission  to  the  Home, 
and  who  has  no  wife  or  husband  living,  and  no  minor  child  or  chil¬ 
dren  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  shall,  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  admission,  be  required  to  surrender,  assign,  transfer,  and 
set  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Home,  all  of  his  or  her  property,  both  real  and  personal,  including 
life  insurance,  property  in  expectancy,  and  benefits  from  fraternal  or 
other  organizations;  provided,  however,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
not  be  empowered  to  expend  such  property,  or  the  income  or  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  sale  thereof,  except  in  such  an  amount  as  will  cover 
the  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  said  resident,  until  after  the  death 
of  said  resident,  in  which  event  the  remainder  of  the  estate  shall  be¬ 
come  the  absolute  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  to  be  used  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Home.  Provided,  however,  should  a  member  desire 
to  leave  the  Home  after  being  admitted,  or  should  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  decide  that  the  interests  of  the  Home  require  that  such  members 
should  leave  the  Home,  any  property  which  may  have  been  conveyed 
or  donated  to  the  Home  by  said  member,  after  deducting  a  pro  rata 
amount  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Home,  while  he  or  she  was  a  resi¬ 
dent  thereof,  shall  be  repaid  to  said  member. 

Rule  3.  If  a  child  for  whom  application  for  admission  to  the 
Home  has  been  made,  has  in  its  own  right  or  in  expectancy,  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  require,  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  admission  to  the  Home,  that  a  legal  guardian 
shall  be  appointed  for  estate  only  of  said  child. 

Rule  4.  In  case  the  living  parent  of  a  resident  of  the  Home  shall 
remarry,  thus  establishing  a  home  of  their  own,  the  father  or  mother, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  remove  said  child  or  children  from  the  Home; 
provided,  however,  the  Trustees  may  permit  such  child  or  children  to 
remain  at  the  Home  if  the  conditions  and  circumstances  shall  in  their 
opinion  warrant  it  and  it  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  such  resi¬ 
dent  or  residents.

Rule  5.  Admission  to  the  Home  shall  be  free  unless  otherwise  ar¬ 
ranged  by  contract  with  the  Trustees.  In  all  cases  the  relatives, 
friends  or  the  Lodge  making  the  application  shall  pay  the  necessary 
traveling  expenses  for  conveying  residents  to  the  Home. 

Rule  6.  If  desired  by  friends  or  Lodge,  placing  children  in  the 
Home,  children  may  be  placed  in  individual  homes  as  such  are  found 
to  admit  them;  and  the  strictest  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  these  homes;  and  they  shall,  as  occasion  requires,  be  visited 
by  some  one  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  if  at  any  time, 
such  individual  homes  are  found  to  be  not  satisfactory,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  reclaim  the 
children. 

In  all  cases  where  children  of  the  Home  are  by  mutual  consent 
placed  in  private  homes,  the  family  receiving  the  child  or  children 
must  pay  the  cost  of  transportation. 

Rule  7.  No  insane  or  idiotic  person,  nor  any  one  afflicted  with 
epilepsy  or  defective  mind,  or  addicted  to  the  use  of  morphine  or  in¬ 
toxicating  drugs  or  liquors,  nor  persons  of  immoral  character  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Home. 

Rule  8.  If  after  any  resident  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home 
it  shall  be  established  that  such  admission  was  obtained  through  mis¬ 
representation  or  through  some  concealment  of  facts,  which  if  known 
would  have  rendered  him  or  her  inadmissable,  the  same  shall  be  dis¬ 
charged  and  sent  back  by  the  Trustees. 

Rule  9.  The  Trustees  shall  employ  a  Superintendent  and  Matron 
who  shall  diligently  and  carefully  attend  to  the  morals,  diet,  health 
and  education  of  the  children,  and  the  general  order  and  economy  of 
the  Home,  shall  enter  the  names  in  a  book  of  the  residents  admitted, 
their  age  and  the  date  of  admission  to  the  Home.  Also  the  names 
and  residence  of  their  nearest  relatives,  and  such  other  proper  in¬ 
formation  relating  to  them  as  they  can  obtain  and  may  deem  useful; 
shall  also  see  that  the  children  shall  be  employed,  as  far  as  practicable, 
in  useful  domestic  and  agricultural  labor,  and  shall  grant  such  recre¬ 
ation  as  will  contribute  to  their  health  and  make  them  averse  to  idle¬ 
ness;  shall  report  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Trustees  in  writing 
the  first  day  of  each  month,  together  with  suggestions  tending  to  the 
improvement  of  the  Home,  and  list  of  articles  purchased  and  donated, 
and  required  for  the  same,  shall  see  that  all  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Home  and  its  grounds  are  strictly 
observed  by  the  employes  of  the  same;  shall  make  annually,  on  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  an  inventory  of  all  articles  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Home,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Board;  shall  see 
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that  the  children  are  kept  clean  and  their  clothes  in  order;  shall  be 
present  while  the  children  are  taking  their  meals,  and  see  that  thanks 
for  the  same  are  returned  before  each  meal,  and  that  the  children 
be  taught  the  Lord’s  prayer;  shall  receive  visitors  and  treat  them 
with  politeness.  Whenever  any  of  the  residents  meet  with  an  acci¬ 
dent,  or  are  ill,  shall  immediately  send  for  the  physician  named  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  also  inform  the  Trustees;  shall  see  that  the  entire 
premises  are  kept  in  order;  under  instructions  of  the  Board  shall  en¬ 
gage  servants  and  help,  and  discharge  them  upon  any  neglect  of  duty 
or  insubordination;  shall  see  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  clean,  whole¬ 
some  food  is  furnished  at  each  meal.  The  servants  and  employes 
shall  receive  their  orders  immediately  from  the  Superintendent  or 
Matron,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  conduct  themselves  in  strict 
conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  Home. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  to  purchase 
all  necessary  supplies  for  the  Home,  by  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Trustees;  taking  bills  in  triplicate,  fully  itemized  as  to  quantity 
and  price,  said  bills  to  be  receipted  by  the  seller.  These  bills  shall 
be  checked  and  o.  k.’d  as  to  quantity  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  as  to  price  by  the  Matron;  after  checking  one  copy  shall  be 
filed  in  the  Superintendent’s  office,  two  copies  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  all  supplies  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  a  bank  check.  The  Super¬ 
intendent  shall  give  a  surety  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  and  for  a  true  accounting  for  all  moneys  or  articles  of  value 
coming  into  his  possession,  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  said  bond  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  moneys  com¬ 
ing  into  his  possession  to  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Superintendent  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board  and  shall  be  responsible  for  all  properties  of  every  description 
that  may  come  into  his  hands,  or  into  any  of  the  buildings  of  the 
Home. 

Rule  10.  The  Matron  is  to  be  the  assistant  of  the  Superintendent 
in  the  execution  of  all  his  duties,  and  in  his  absence;  and  as  such  as¬ 
sistant,  is  clothed  with  the  duty  of  directing  and  managing  the  Homes, 
all  as  contemplated  in  these  rules  subject  only  to  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees. 

Rule  11.  When  the  annual  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  show  a  balance  on  the  first  day  of  September 
of  any  year  in  the  designated  bank  at  the  Home  of  the  Treasurer  of 
less  than  $6,000.00  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  shall  draw 
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a  warrant  for  such  amount  as  shall  supply  the  deficiency  below  said 
sum  of  $6,000.00,  and  shall  send  said  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  deposit  to  his  credit  as  Treasurer,  in  such 
designated  bank. 

The  first  of  each  month  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  check 
up  the  bills  paid  during  the  previous  month  and  report  the  amount  to 
the  Grand  Secretary;  on  receipt  of  this  report  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  shall  draw  a  warrant  for  said  amount,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  forward 
the  same  to  him  for  deposit  to  his  credit  as  Treasurer,  in  the  desig¬ 
nated  bank  at  the  Home  of  the  Treasurer. 

Rule  12.  The  Trustees  shall  set  aside  and  maintain  a  fund  for 
the  use  of  the  Superintendent,  not  to  exceed  $150.00,  to  pay  sundry 
small  bills.  The  Superintendent  to  make  a  complete  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  to  disbursements  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

Rule  13.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  employ  a  farm  manager 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  farm  and  the  labors  on  the  farm.  He 
shall  confer  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time  as  the 
necessities  of  his  position  and  work  may  require,  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  determine. 

Rule  14.  No  games  or  plays  having  a  tendency  to  gambling  or 
other  immorality  shall  be  permitted,  nor  will  the  use  of  tobacco  in 
any  form  be  allowed  to  the  children,  and  no  resident  shall  be  allowed 
the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form  except  in  a  room  designated  for  that 
purpose.  No  spirits  in  any  form  shall  be  allowed  to  be  used  in  the 
Home  or  about  the  buildings,  except  for  medical  purposes.  Nor  shall 
any  persons  be  permitted  to  remain  at  the  Home  in  any  capacity  who 
are  in  the  habit  of  becoming  intoxicated. 

Rule  15.  Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  Superintendent,  but 
no  cruel  punishment  shall  be  used.  No  insubordination  to  be  allowed 
by  the  residents  of  the  Home. 

Rule  16.  The  rooms  and  halls  shall  be  swept  every  morning  and 
all  uncarpeted  rooms  and  halls  washed  twice  a  week.  The  bedding 
shall  be  aired,  contents  of  mattresses  renewed  from  time  to  time  by 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  as  often  as  is  necessary  for  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  health.  Windows  and  doors  shall  be  left  open  whenever  the 
weather  will  permit,  and  clean  bedding  furnished  as  often  as  is 
necessary. 

\  •  .  . 

Rule  17.  When  children  do  not  attend  services  at  church,  there 
shall  be  family  prayers,  consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and  the 
singing  of  religious  hymns  every  Sunday,  including  a  Sunday  School 
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service,  or  other  similar  exercises  for  the  study  of  the  Holy  Bible. 
Kindness  and  politeness  among  employes  and  children  is  strictly  en¬ 
joined.  No  rudeness  or  violent  language  will  be  tolerated  from  any 
person  under  any  circumstances  whatever.  Residents  shall  not  leave 
the  Home  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  and  all  must 
be  obedient  and  respectful  to  the  orders  and  instructions  of  the  same. 
No  boarders  or  lodgers  will  be  allowed  at  the  Home. 

Rule  18.  The  hours  for  meals  shall  be  as  follows: 

Breakfast:  In  winter,  7:30  o’clock;  in  summer,  7:00  o’clock. 

Dinner:  In  winter,  12;00  o’clock;  in  summer,  12:00  o’clock. 

Supper:  In  winter,  5:00  o’clock;  in  summer,  6:00  o’clock. 

At  night  one  responsible  person  must  be  upon  each  floor  where 
residents  sleep. 

Rule  19.  Persons  admitted  to  the  Home,  not  complying  with  the 
rules  established  for  its  government,  or  whose  personal  habits  and 
conduct  may  be  such  as  to  disturb  the  peace  and  comfort  of  other  oc¬ 
cupants  and  endanger  its  discipline,  will  be  discharged  therefrom  and 
returned  to  the  Lodge  or  persons  from  whom  received  by  the  Chair¬ 
man,  by  and  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  Board. 

Rule  20.  Each  child  must  be  provided  with  suitable  clothing  at 
time  of  admission  by  the  parent,  Lodge  or  friends  procuring  its  ad¬ 
mission,  which  must  include  at  least  two  entire  suits,  including  under¬ 
wear. 

Rule  21.  The  Superintendent  has  absolute  authority  over  the  Home 
and  the  residents  thereof,  and  strict  obedience  must  be  given  to  him 
and  his  requests.  In  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  from  the 
Home  the  person  left  in  charge  by  him  shall  assume  his  place  and  be 
obeyed  and  respected  accordingly. 

Rule  22.  Members  of  the  Home  shall  keep  their  rooms  clean  and 
in  order  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition  thereof.  Those 
who  are  helpless  will  be  rendered  assistance  in  such  matters. 

Rule  23.  All  residents  shall  keep  themselves  neat  and  tidy  in 
appearance. 

Rule  24.  All  residents  of  the  Home  shall  perform  such  labor  as 
they  are  physically  able  and  as  shall  be  assigned  them  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent. 

Rule  25.  All  complaints  and  criticism  of  any  character  whatsoever 
in  matters  pertaining  to  the  Home  or  its  management  shall  be  made 
to  the  Superintendent,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Any  resident  of  the  Home  who  shall  make  known  their  complaints 
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to  other  persons  than  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  may  be  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Home. 

Rule  26.  Every  resident  of  the  Home  shall  have  the  privilege  to 
attend  worship  in  any  church  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  or  her 
conscience.  Every  resident  under  eighteen  years  of  age  is  required  to 
attend  family  worship  at  the  Home  unless  excused  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent;  residents  over  eighteen  years  of  age  are  invited  and  ex¬ 
pected  to  attend;  and  no  resident  of  the  Home  shall  in  any  manner 
whatsoever  influence,  prevent  or  persuade  others  from  attending  such 
worship  or  criticise  the  same. 

Rule  27.  Every  resident  of  the  Home  must  be  in  readiness  to  at¬ 
tend  meals  when  the  second  bell  rings.  First  bell  means  to  get  ready; 
the  second  bell  means  meal  ready. 

Rule  28.  Every  resident  of  the  Home  shall  fully  comply  with  all 
the  rules,  and  any  resident  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any  of  these 
rules  may  be  discharged  from  the  Home  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Rule  29.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  full  power  during  the 
recess  to  make  such  necessary  rules  for  the  peace  and  happiness  and 
comfort  of  the  Home,  as  his  judgment  may  dictate,  and  not  in  con¬ 
flict  with  these  or  other  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  of  the  Home  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting  with  reasons  for 
same.  Subject  to  approval  by  the  Board. 

Rule  30.  The  Board  of  Trustees  are  directed  and  required  to  ar¬ 
range  for  the  attendance  in  the  public  schools  of  Mason  City  of  all 
residents  of  school  age  who  have  attained  the  eighth  grade  or  upward. 

The  object  will  be  to  teach  every  child  to  be  industrious  and  self- 
reliant  and  to  place  within  his  or  her  reach  some  tangible  means  of 
support,  and  from  the  beginning  and  during  the  entire  period  of  resi¬ 
dence  at  the  Home  each  child  will  be  expected  and  required  to  per¬ 
form  his  or  her  share  of  the  work  of  the  Home,  the  part  or  share  to 
be  determined  by  the  age,  sex  and  ability  of  the  child. 

Rule  31.  The  Home  shall  be  open  to  visitors  on  Thursday  of  each 
week  from  2  o’clock  to  5  o’clock  p.  m.,  except  visitors  from  places 
outside  of  Mason  City,  who  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Superintendent.  No  visitors  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Home  on  Sun¬ 
day,  except  by  special  permission  of  Superintendent. 

Rule  32.  The  Trustees  shall  have  printed  and  posted  in  the  sleep¬ 
ing  rooms  or  other  places  about  the  Home  such  rules  of  discipline  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

Rule  33.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  to  determine  the 
amount  that  shall  be  paid  by  the  parent  for  the  maintenance  of  a  half 
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orphan  at  the  Home.  When  such  resident  reaches  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  it  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees  as  to  further  main¬ 
tenance  of  such  resident  and  to  prescribe  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
further  maintenance,  said  decision  to  be  governed  by  the  circumstances 
of  the  parent. 

Rule  34.  Residents  must  not  be  discharged  from  the  Home  or  per¬ 
mitted  to  leave  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Trustees.  No  resident  having  been  discharged  will  be  permitted  to 
return  except  by  regular  application  being  made  as  in  first  instance. 
Residents  granted  a  vacation  must  not  remain  away  for  a  longer  pe¬ 
riod  than  that  granted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  if  they  do 
so  it  will  be  at  the  risk  of  being  discharged  from  the  Home. 

Rule  35.  That  in  all  cases  where  a  resident  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
and  Orphans  Home  dies  and  the  remains  are  sent  from  the  Home  for 
burial  the  expenses  incurred  after  such  remains  shall  have  left  the 
Home  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  making  the  application  for  admis¬ 
sion  or  by  relatives  or  friends. 

Rule  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month  to  send  to  each  party  executing  contracts  for  the 
admission  of  residents,  and  also  to  each  Lodge  guaranteeing  the  same, 
demands  for  all  amounts  then  due,  under  said  contract,  and  on  the 
15th  day  of  each  month  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  all  of  such  amounts  then  remaining  unpaid. 

Rule  37.  In  going  to  meals  the  elevator  shall  not  be  used  for  less 
than  three  or  a  full  load,  ten  to  fourteen  people  being  the  capacity.

Near  East  or  Armenian  Relief  Association 

Report  of  Special  Committee 

The  following  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the 
Near  East  Relief  Association  was  presented  and  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

We,  your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of 
the  Grand  Master’s  report,  found  on  pages  71  and  72,  entitled  “The 
Near  East  or  Armenian  Relief  Association”  beg  to  report  as  follows: 
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We  find  through  evidence  submitted  to  this  committee,  that  Subor¬ 
dinate  and  Rebekah  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  have  been  cir¬ 
cularized  for  donations  to  be  used  for  relief  outside  of  our  Order, 
and  that  a  great  many  of  these  Lodges  have  responded  to  this  call, 
in  direct  violation  of  our  laws  embodied  in  Section  177,  Subordinate 
Constitution,  and  Section  316-j,  of  the  code. 

There  is  evidence  through  the  official  communications  of  our 
Grand  Master  that  Lodge  funds  are  trust  funds  that  could  not  be 
donated  to  the  aforesaid  association  or  cause.  Notwithstanding  this 
admonition  and  citation  of  law  regarding  such  donations,  we  find  that 
hundreds  of  dollars  were  misappropriated  in  this  way. 

In  view  of  the  possible  misinterpretation  of  such  portion  of  Sec¬ 
tion  167,  Subordinate  Constitution  relating  to  donations  or  appropria¬ 
tions  from  the  funds  of  a  Lodge  for  charitable  purposes,  we  would 
especially  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Lodges  that  such  donations  out¬ 
side  of  the  Order,  are  in  direct  violation  of  our  laws. 

We  commend  the  action  of  our  Grand  Master,  in  informing  the 
Lodges  that  the  Lodge  treasuries  must  be  reimbursed  to  the  extent 
of  such  contributions. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  our  Grand  Master,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  vested  in  him,  has  authority  and  full  jurisdiction  to  compel 
the  restitution  of  any  funds  thus  misappropriated,  and  upon  failure 
of  compliance  with  such  request  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  any  such  offending  Lodge  should  be  penalized, 
if  necessary,  to  the  extent  of  suspension,  and  taking  of  its  charter.

graph  3,  when  amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

III.  Whenever  a  Lodge  or  brother  desires  to  submit  an  amendment 
to  the  Subordinate  Constitution  to  be  acted  on  at  the  next  coming 
session,  said  Lodge  or  brother  shall  prepare  in  writing  the  proposed 
amendment  and  submit  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  day  of  opening  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  when  so  submitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  have  same 
printed  in  his  report.  Any  amendment  not  so  received  shall  lay  over 
until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  any  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  may  be  offered  and  acted  upon  if  proposed  by  any  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  Representative,  at  same  session.

Supplemental  report  to  report  No.  4.  About  two  years  ago  the 
charter  of  Franklin  Lodge  No.  59,  located  at  Quasqueton,  was  taken 
up,  and  through  purchase  in  a  foreclosure  sale,  the  Grand  Lodge  came 
into  possession  of  a  two-story  frame  building  formerly  owned  by  said 
Lodge.  A  sheriff’s  deed  has  been  issued  and  the  title  now  is  legally 
in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  session  of  1919  authorized  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  to  make  such  disposition  of  the  property  as  they  deemed  best, 
and  by  request  of  the  Grand  Master  I  have  endeavored  to  sell  it. 
A  conditional  offer  of  $650.00  was  received,  but  the  Grand  Master  and 
myself  considered  this  too  low.  Following  that  I  have  had  the  matter 
up  with  eight  or  ten  prospective  purchasers,  but  the  fact  is  the  build¬ 
ing  is  cheaply  constructed,  and  I  have  been  absolutely  unable  to  close 
a  deal.  The  siding  is  directly  on  the  studding,  and  it  is  covered  only 
with  boards  inside.  Three  or  four  carpenters  have  considered  buying 
it  for  the  lumber  it  contains,  but  are  unwilling  to  pay  more  than 
$600.00.  Business  property  in  Quasqueton  is  worth  little  as  their  rail¬ 
road  has  been  torn  up.  It  has  practically  no  rental  value. 

I  now  have  a  definite  offer  of  $650.00,  including  an  old  carpet,  and 
in  view  of  the  improbability  of  getting  more  and  as  this  amount  is 
$200.00  more  than  the  property  has  cost  the  Grand  Lodge,  its  sale 
is  recommended.

The  Special  Judiciary  Committee  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Your  special  committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  legal  liability 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  the  bill  presented  by  J.  H.  Felt  &  Company, 
architects,  in  preparing  the  plans,  specifications,  details,  and  writing 
advertisements  for  bids  and  attending  to  making  contracts,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  at  the  annual  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1919 
the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the  site  and  erecting 
the  boys’  dormitory  and  in  the  report,  said,  “And  that  said  special 
committee  shall  have  full  power  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  site  and  the  erection  of  said  building,”  and  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  consisted  of  the  then  Grand  Master,  J.  M.  Hazlett,  and  the 
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Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans  Home.  This  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee  was  duly  and  legally  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

We  have  had  before  us  the  record  as  kept  by  the  said  committee 
and  find  that  plans  and  specifications  of  architects  were  received 
from  a  number  of  architects  and  that  upon  consideration  the  said 
committee  accepted  the  plans  of  the  said  J.  H.  Felt  &  Company,  at  the 
agreed  price  of  three  per  cent  upon  the  contract  price  for  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  plans,  specification,  details,  etc.,  and  the  further  com¬ 
pensation  of  superintendents  during  the  process  of  construction,  of 
two  per  cent.  The  building  not  being  constructed  there  is  no  claim 
for  the  two  per  cent  compensation.  Bids  were  submitted  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  construction  of  the  building,  and  opened  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  upon  the  following  bids  thereon,  to-wit: 

General  contract,  $105,755.00. 

Heating  and  plumbing,  $14,076.00. 

Electric  wiring,  $1,431.00,  or  a  total  of  $121,262.00. 

The  percentage  under  the  contract  being  three  per  cent,  the  amount 
of  the  claim  is  as  filed  $3,637.86. 

We  further  find  that  the  plans,  specification,  details,  etc.,  were  fur¬ 
nished,  accepted  and  approved  by  the  committee,  and  that  they  have 
complied  with  the  terms  of  their  contract. 

Under  the  above  statement  of  fact  we  are  asked  to  report  upon  the 
legal  liability  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  payment  of  the  bill. 

Your  committee  finds  that  full  power  and  authority  was  given  to 
the  committee  appointed  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  all  that  was 
done  was  within  the  authority  so  conferred  and  we,  therefore,  find 
that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  legally  liable  for  the  amount  of  said  claim 
under  said  contract,  and  in  our  judgment  should  be  paid.

We  further  find  that  Section  450  of  the  Code  provides:  “Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  District  Deputies  by  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Patriarch,  prescribe  their  qualifications  and  define  their  duties  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  office  of  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  is  strictly  an  appointive  office  and  may  not  even  by  legislation 
be  made  elective.  We,  therefore,  ask  that  we  be  relieved  from  further 
consideration  of  the  subject  matter. 

In  this  connection  we  report  that  at  a  conference  between  the  chair¬ 
men  of  the  respective  committees  it  is  found  the  two  committees, 
to-wit  the  Judiciary  and  Legislation,  are  at  harmony  on  the  above  re¬ 
port  and  the  Legislative  Committee  will  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
the  amendment  reported  to  lay  over  until  the  coming  Grand  Lodge, 
for  action  under  the  Constitution  touching  the  matter  of  amendments.

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The  organic  law  of  the  land,  both  in  the  constitutions  and  statutes 
and  in  common  law  procedure,  is  settled  that  when  a  man  is  once 
put  in  jeopardy  and  has  been  acquitted  or  convicted  he  cannot  again 
be  tried  in  any  tribunal  on  appeal  or  otherwise  and  be  convicted  where 
he  had  hitherto  been  acquitted  by  proper  tribunal.  This  is  the  or¬ 
ganic,  constitutional  and  statute  law  of  Iowa,  as  well  as  the  law  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

Report  of  Committee 

The  Board  of  Instruction  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  herewith  submit  their 
report  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  1919-1920.  It  has  been  ap¬ 
parent  to  the  members  of  the  Board  that  there  has  been  a  somewhat 
greater  interest  than  usual  taken  by  the  members  in  the  Unwritten 
Work.  This  is  probably  due,  in  a  considerable  measure,  to  the  per¬ 
sistent  presentation  of  the  subject  by  the  Grand  Master  as  well  as  by 
the  co-operation  of  many  representatives,  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  and  others.

Your  committee  further  states  that  individually  we  are  of  the 
opinion  and  know  and  feel  that  every  Odd  Fellow  in  Iowa  knows  that 
Sister  Alta  Striker  is  a  woman  of  noble  character,  unquestioned  in¬ 
tegrity  and  sterling  worth,  and  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  that  we  extend  to  her  a  vote  of  confidence  in  her  honor,  in¬ 
tegrity  and  character,  and  that  this  Grand  Body,  and  Odd  Fellows 
of  Iowa  have  nothing  but  the  kindliest  of  feelings  toward  Sister 
Striker.

Eulogy  by  Harriett  Stevenson,  P.  P. 

This  hour  is  consecrated  to  the  memory  of  Lena  T.  Ring,  a  woman 
of  superior  endowments  of  heart  and  brain,  who  by  vote  of  the  Re- 
bekah  Assembly,  was  elevated  to  the  presidency  in  the  year  1911-12. 

Hers  was  a  leadership  full  of  precious  inspiration  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  principles  we  teach;  a  leadership  characterized  by  lofty 
ideals  and  the  love  of  right  and  justice. 

Many  could  be  described  by  a  word,  that  would  accentuate  some 
personal  trait,  but  Sister  Ring  was  a  woman  of  character  so  com¬ 
plete,  that  no  one  outstanding  excellency  can  convey  a  proper  mental 
picture.  Forcefulness  was  the  one  most  indicative  of  her  life  among  us. 

Mere  words,  however,  are  inadequate  and  immaterial,  when  our 
hearts  are  overflowing.  Multiply  the  love  of  one  of  us,  by  the  num¬ 
bers  who  have  attended  these  sessions  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and 
we  want  a  thousand  fold  more  the  power  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  this  hour. 

Though  we  miss  her  loved  presence,  we  shall  always  be  truly 
grateful  that  we  were  permitted  for  so  long  to  have  the  benefit  of 
her  valued  services  to  our  fraternity. 

The  physical  body  has  departed,  but  the  real  true  spirit  lives  most 
positively  in  the  deeds  of  kindness  and  acts  of  love,  inspired  in  the 
rest  of  us,  by  her  noble  life.  Her  influence  is  not  lost.  It  remains  with 
us  to  guide  us  along  the  paths  of  duty  impelling  us  to  the  practice  of 
altruism,  charity,  benevolence,  friendship  and  morality.

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So  while  we  are  inclined  to  mourn  her  death  and  think  of  the 
loss  of  her  companionship,  every  worthy  deed,  every  worthy  thought 
of  hers  bears  its  fruitage  and  she  is  still  with  us  and  in  us. 

The  grave  covers  every  error,  buries  every  defect,  and  extinguishes 
every  resentment,  leaving  nothing  but  fond  regrets  and  tender  recol¬ 
lections.  As  trees  display  their  most  radiant  colors  just  before  their 
winter’s  sleep,  so  do  the  virtues  of  men  and  women  shine  out  as  they 
fall  into  the  restfulness  of  the  tomb.  We  still  keep  the  best  of  her 
in  lasting  remembrance. 

Sister  Ring’s  administration  was  filled  with  many  and  varied 
activities.  She  counted  it  a  high  privilege  to  work  for  the  Homes. 
The  Old  Folks  Home  was  furnished  and  dedicated  during  her  year. 
It  was  largely  due  to  her  common  sense,  tact  and  sound  judgment, 
that  the  funds  to  meet  this  great  undertaking,  were  available,  as 
they  were  required  to  meet  the  obligations. 

Her  zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  Odd  Fellowship,  kept  its  teachings 
from  becoming  a  dead  letter  at  her  hands.  Its  ritual  was  interpreted 
by  her  great  strong  mind,  revealing  its  spirit,  and  adapting  its  les¬ 
sons  to  our  modem  daily  needs. 

In  her  own  words,  “Our  Order  is  truly  keeping  step  with  the  ad¬ 
vancing  procession  of  the  age,  and  as  we  meet  each  year,  we  carefully 
readjust  our  machinery  so  that  it  may  keep  in  harmony  with  the 
times  in  which  we  are  living.” 

She  was  a  splendid  official,  diligent  in  visitation  of  Lodges,  alert 
to  their  needs  and  finely  discriminating  in  the  application  of  remedies. 
She  vitalized  the  weak  Lodges  and  stimulated  the  strong. 

In  religion  she  was  a  Methodist.  She  loved  her  church  and  its 
teachings  and  was  firm  in  her  convictions.  She  had  an  untiring  inter¬ 
est  in  and  keen  sympathy  with  the  young  women  of  her  Sunday 
School  class,  the  members  of  which  she  influenced  strongly  in  the 
molding  of  their  characters. 

The  daughter  of  a  soldier,  she  was  herself  exceptionally  patriotic. 
She  was  the  state  president  of  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  and  during 
the  World  War  devoted  herself  to  the  Red  Cross  and  woman’s  work. 
She  ever  stood  for  home,  country  and  the  brotherhood  of  mankind. 

She  was  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  education  and  at  the  time 
of  her  death  was  the  leader  of  the  current  events’  department  of  the 
Cedar  Rapids  Woman’s  Club.  Her  capacity  for  work  seemed  almost 
unlimited. 
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She  has  probably  done  more  to  leave  her  impress  on  those  with 
whom  she  was  associated  than  any  other  woman  in  the  Assembly  and 
none  are  held  in  greater  esteem. 

Our  hearts  go  out  in  kindly  sympathy  to  her  devoted  husband, 
Past  Grand  Master  H.  C.  Ring.  Our  tears  mingle  with  his.  Her 
loyalty  to  him  was  one  of  her  chiefest  virtues. 

Her  final  address  should  rest  as  a  benediction  on  this  Assembly. 
She  confidently  believed  that  Odd  Fellowship  prospers  best,  when  the 
closest  bond  of  sympathy  prevails  between  its  different  branches.  In 
her  last  speech  she  pleaded  for  a  practical  co-operation  and  a  cordial 
and  intimate  interest  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Assembly. 

Our  monument  to  her  matchless  fidelity  to  duty  can  be  erected 
through  an  unfaltering  zeal  for  Odd  Fellowship,  dedicated  not  to  the 
woman,  nor  to  any  accomplishment  of  hers,  but  to  the  spirit  which 
kept  her  faithful  even  unto  death,  the  spirit  of  faith  and  hope. 

Let  us  pledge  anew  our  allegiance  to  the  great  principles  and  work 

that  bind  us  together  in  a  high  fellowship  of  unselfish  service.

ROSE  HALFERTY  CARNEY,  PAST  TREASURER 
Eulogy  by  Effie  Graham,  P.  P. 

In  the  passing  of  Rose  Halferty  Carney  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of 
Iowa  has  lost  another  pioneer  of  our  Order.  Sister  Carney  was  born 
July  24,  1852,  and  departed  this  life  May  17,  1920. 

When  quite  young  she  was  married  to  George  Halferty,  a  member 
of  the  Order.  To  this  union  three  children  were  born,  and  while  the 
children  were  still  quite  young  death  entered  the  home  and  took  the 
husband  and  father,  leaving  Sister  Carney  to  provide  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  education  of  her  little  family.  While  there  was  a  scarc¬ 
ity  of  this  world’s  goods  and  at  times  the  burdens  were  exceedingly 
heavy  she  was  strengthened  and  sustained  in  her  struggle  by  her  un¬ 
faltering  trust  in  the  Great  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  which  promises  to 
be  “a  guardian  to  the  widow,  a  father  to  the  fatherless.”  It  is  pleas- 
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mg  to  remember  that  her  trust  was  not  misplaced  and  in  all  the  years 
of  her  membership  she  never  wavered  but  proved  a  loyal  and  enthu¬ 
siastic  member  until  her  earthly  pilgrimage  ended. 

After  many  years  of  widowhood  and  after  her  children  had  estab¬ 
lished  homes  of  their  own  she  was  united  in  marriage  to  J.  H.  Carney, 
also  a  member  of  the  Order,  living  with  him  in  happiness  and  comfort, 
until  his  death  a  few  years  ago. 

We  first  learn  of  her  work  in  the  Rebekah  Assembly  as  a  delegate 
from  Rosetta  Lodge  No.  109,  of  What  Cheer,  at  the  Council  Bluffs 
session  in  the  year  1892,  and  at  which  session  President  Sarah  E.  Car¬ 
michael  appointed  her  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

At  the  session  in  1892  Sister  Carney  was  elected  Treasurer  and 
served  in  that  capacity  at  the  session  held  at  Clinton  in  1893. 

During  the  years  of  Sister  Carney’s  service  a  wonderful  growth  has 
taken  place  in  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Today  our  Treasurer  is  the 
custodian  of  sixteen  times  the  amount  of  money  that  was  entrusted  to 
Sister  Carney’s  care  in  1893,  the  year  of  her  service,  and  our  member¬ 
ship  has  increased  seven  fold.  It  was  Sister  Carney’s  pleasure  to 
watch  the  Rebekah  branch  grow  from  a  small  organization  into  the 
strong  body  we  represent  today.  The  splendid  work  and  achievements 
of  our  Order  were  always  a  source  of  pleasure  and  pride  to  Sister 
Carney. 

She  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  her  home  Lodge  and  dis¬ 
trict;  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Past  Noble  Grands  Association, 
.  and  a  loyal  worker  in  Harmony  Aid  Society,  and  by  her  interest  and 
untiring  efforts  contributed  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Rebekah  branch. 

It  was  my  pleasure  after  the  years  of  our  association  together  in 
the  Order,  as  well  as  a  personal  friendship  of  many  years,  to  appoint 
her  Chaplain  of  the  Assembly  at  the  1917  session,  an  office  which  she 
filled  with  credit  to  herself  and  the  Order.  I  do  not  know  how  many 
sessions  of  the  Assembly  Sister  Carney  attended,  but  am  quite  cer¬ 
tain  she  came  whenever  it  was  possible  for  her  to  do  so.  I  recall 
several  incidents  of  her  Lodge  experience  that  were  of  especial  interest 
to  her  and  of  which  she  often  spoke.  One  was  that  she  was  the  Insti¬ 
tuting  Officer  of  Electric  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  331,  the  home  Lodge  of 
our  President,  Margaret  Schechter,  and  of  which  Lodge  Sister  Carney 
later  became  a  member.  She  always  referred  to  herself  as  the 
“Lodge  Mother.” 

Another  pleasing  incident  to  her  was  when  The  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge  met  in  Springfield,  Ill.,  some  years  ago,  and  Electric  Lodge  ex¬ 
emplified  the  Beautified  work  for  the  members  in  attendance. 

Some  of  you  will  recall  her  childish  delight  last  year  when  Sister 
Schechter  was  installed  President.  Would  that  she  might  have  been 
permitted  to  meet  with  us  this  year,  but  it  was  not  to  be. 

“So  let  us  leave  her  with  a  smile, 

To  greet  her  in  the  afterwhile. 

Let  us  go  forth  and  learn  anew 
The  lessons  in  God’s  sky  of  blue. 

In  the  flowers,  and  the  budding  trees, 

The  sunshine,  and  the  gentle  breeze, 

The  grandeur  of  the  purple  hills, 

The  music  in  the  rippling  rills, 

The  sweetness  of  the  song  bird’s  notes 
As  they  come  trilling  from  their  throats; 

And  then  with  faith  and  hope  to  try, 

When  God’s  bright  stars  light  up  the  sky, 

To  read  the  message  He  would  tell: 

Our  loved  one  sleeps,  and  all  is  well.” 

OUR  DECEASED  SISTERS 
By  Sister  Nannie  Buckley,  Warden. 

Today  we  are  performing  one  of  our  duties,  a  sacred  duty,  one  we 
should  perform  lovingly,  willingly. 

Each  year  we  set  aside  a  few  hours,  from  our  work  of  the  different 
branches  of  our  beloved  Order,  to  bow  our  heads  and  hearts  in  solemn 
realization  that  members  of  our  Order  have  responded  to  the  call  of 
the  Grand  Master,  which  none  can  fail  to  heed. 

We  meet  to  commemorate  the  passing  of  our  beloved  sisters  of  the 
rank  and  file  into  the  great  beyond. 

In  the  most  unique  of  Hebrew  books,  “Revelation,”  we  read 
“Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord.”  St.  John  left  nothing 
to  be  said  except  for  us  who  are  left  behind. 

“We  never  wholly  lose 
What  God  hath  given. 

They  live  in  thought  and  deed 
As  truly  as  in  His  heaven.” 

Since  our  last  meeting  of  our  grand  Order,  many  of  our  dear  sisters 
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have  answered  the  call  to  come  up  higher.  They  have  gone  out  from 
among  us;  their  work  on  earth  is  over,  except  as  their  sweet  influence 
is  felt  on  the  lives  of  those  who  had  been  near  and  dear  to  them. 

We  can  do  nothing  for  them  now;  the  time  for  that  is  past,  but 
Sister  Rebekah’s,  we  CAN  if  we  WILL,  comfort  those  left  in  deep  sor¬ 
row.  To  you  who  sorrow,  let  me  give  you  a  sister’s  favorite  poem, 
one  of  Kipling’s: 

“When  earth’s  last  picture  has  faded, 

And  the  brush  is  all  twisted  and  dried, 

When  the  oldest  colors  have  faded 
And  the  youngest  critic  has  died; 

We  shall  rest,  and  faith  we  shall  need  it; 

Lie  down  for  an  hour  or  two 
Till  the  Master  of  all  good  workmen 
Shall  find  us  some  work  anew. 

“And  those  who’ve  been  good  shall  be  happy 
They  shall  sit  in  a  golden  fchair 
They  shall  paint  on  a  ten  league  canvas, 

With  brushes  of  camel’s  hair. 

They  shall  have  real  saints  to  paint  from: 

Magdalene,  Peter,  and  Paul; 

They  shall  paint  for  an  age  at  a  sitting, 

And  never  grow  tired  at  all.” 

“And  only  the  Master  shall  praise  them 
And  only  the  Master  shall  blame, 

And  no  one  shall  work  for  money 
And  no  one  shall  work  for  fame. 

But  each  in  his  separate  star 

Shall  draw  the  thing  as  he  sees  it 
For  the  God  of  things  as  they  are.” 

Happy  are  they  who  can  look  upon  death  as  simply  a  change  in  the 
great  life  cycle,  when  a  complete  earth  existence  has  been  spent,  and 
years  of  usefulness  have  accorded  to  one’s  account,  it  becomes  a  less 
tragic  experience  to  say  the  last  good-bye  and  to  put  away  our  dear 
dead  ones  unto  the  great  day. 

We  persuade  ourselves  to  dry  our  tears  and  to  console  our  loneli¬ 
ness  with  the  recounting  of  past  intercourse  and  of  accomplished  ef¬ 
forts. 
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We  let  the  life  that  has  been  near  to  us  sweeten,  uplift,  and 
strengthen,  until  thought  becomes  a  habit,  and — we  are  saved. 

The  work  that  our  dear  sisters  were  doing  in  the  Lodge  room, 
shall  that  work  stop?  No,  it  must  be  carried  on  by  others.  Shall  we 
bear  the  cross  left  for  us?  Yes,  we  can  if  we  will  and  bring  comfort 
and  joy  to  a  great  many.  But  there  are  other  duties.  Each  one  must 
feel  like  Elisha  of  old,  that  the  mantle  has  fallen  upon  her  shoulders 
to  strengthen,  empower,  and  spiritualize.  Are  we  ready?  You  re¬ 
member  the  call  to  the  youth  Samuel?  We,  too,  say,  “Here  am  I.” 
Let  us  not  work  for  personal  glory,  but  for  the  glory  and  good  of 
our  wonderful  sisterhood  and  then  great  returns  will  be  ours. 

Why  these  Memorial  Stones?  The  many  that  dot  our  world  over. 
Sister,  there  is  a  lesson  to  be  taken  from  each  one.  Some  of  these 
monuments  are  not  completed  as  yet — we  must  go  on  building,  we 
must  go  on  with  the  work  of  adding  to  our  Beautiful  Monument,  “The 
Home  at  Mason  City,”  the  one  that  those  dear  sisters  had  helped  to 
plan  and  build,  it  is  their  monument.  I  would  liken  it  to  the  one  being 
built  to  the  memory  of  sweet  Helen  Hunt  Jackson.  A  few  years  ago 
it  was  my  privilege  to  stand  beside  the  Seven  Falls  in  south  Cheyenne 
Canyon  and  to  look  upon  the  place  where  this  noble  woman  was  laid 
to  rest.  Her  monument  is  being  built  by  her  admirers.  Those  that 
visit  this  beautiful  spot  will  add  to  her  monument  by  placing  two 
stones  thereon  and  taking  one  away.  Her  sweet  influence  is  being 
felt.  Her  influence  was  a  power  for  good  she  exerted  over  others  by 
her  beautiful  thoughts,  her  words  and  actions. 

So  shall  the  influence  of  our  dear  sisters  be  felt  and  we  shall  add  to 
their  monument — “None  of  us  liveth  to  himself” — everything  leaves 
a  history  and  an  influence.  It  is  what  man  WAS  that  lives  and  acts 
after  him.  What  he  said  sounds  along  the  years  like  voices  amid  the 
mountain  gorges,  and  what  he  did  is  repeated  after  him  in  ever  mul¬ 
tiplying  and  never  ceasing  reverberations.  Every  man  has  left  behind 
him  influence  for  good  or  evil.  What  kind  of  a  monument  are  you 
then  building?  You  will  remember  that  this  memorial  stands  for 
more  than  sympathy. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  visit  in  the  “Sunny  South”  the  past  winter 
and  to  visit  “Historical  Chattanooga,”  to  stand  beside  some  of  those 
beautiful  monuments  that  had  been  erected  by  the  different  states  in 
memory  of  their  brave  heroes.  Was  it  the  different  inscriptions 
that  were  placed  thereon  that  held  me  spellbound,  as  it  were?  No! 
Grand  and  most  wonderful  as  they  were,  there  was  that  influence  I  felt 
reaching  down  to  me  from  some  of  those  whose  lives  had  gone  on, 
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their  sweet  memory  came  to  me  crowding  out  all  other  thought.  If 
we,  too,  could  only  remember  our  lives  will  go  on  and  on  long  years 
after  this  frail  house  of  clay  has  returned  to  dust,  methinks  we  would 
be  more  ready  to  speak  kindly  and  send  our  roses  while  it  is  day. 

The  year’s  history  has  been  written  and  we  find  that  many  names 
have  been  enrolled  in  the  “Lamb’s  Book  of  Life.”  This  day,  “Memorial 
Day,”  which  always  comes  to  us  laden  with  sweetly  sad  and  happy 
memories.  We  love  to  call  up  memories  of  days  that  are  gone. 

Our  blessed  Christian  land  has  its  memorial  day,  when  we  love 
to  recount  the  deeds  of  our  fallen  heroes.  And  we  drop  our  flowers 
wet  with  tears,  because  we  love  to  remember.  Why?  Again!  Be¬ 
cause  their  sweet  influence  is  guiding  us.  Every  Christian  college, 
every  Christian  society,  every  branch  of  the  Christian  church,  has  its 
memorial  day  in  which  we  call  to  mind  the  death  and  dying  love  of 
Him  who  died  that  we  might  live.  And  the  Lord’s  memorial  day  we 
keep  because  He  himself  commanded  it.  He  said,  “Do  this  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  me.”  So  the  constraining  memories  of  the  cross  of  that 
great  and  wondrous  love  wherewith  He  loved  us,  causes  us  to  observe 
memorial  day  for  Him.  Is  it  not  this  Christian  love  which  is  at  the 
foundation  of  all  memorial  exercises? 

No  brilliancy  of  mind,  no  beauty  of  character,  no  power  of  wealth, 
can  escape  this  final  decree  that  God  has  written. 

All  of  us,  regardless  of  rank  or  power,  must,  sooner  or  later,  take 
that  pilgrimage  to  the  “Isle  of  Somewhere.”  This  is  His  will.  Then 
let  us  be  guided  by  the  gentle  influence  of  those  who  have  gone  to 
that  “Beautiful  Isle”  and  gather  up  the  sunbeams  that  they  scattered 
and  weave  them  into  memory’s  golden  chain.

Eulogy  by  George  M.  Kellogg,  P.  G.  P. 

Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Milton  W. 
White  was  born  in  Muskingum  county,  Ohio,  April  2,  1854,  where  he 
lived  until  he  was  eleven  years  of  age,  when  he  moved  with  his  parents 
to  Iowa  county,  Iowa,  and  settled  on  a  farm.  He  attended  West  Irving 
Academy  for  a  time  and  then  attended  the  Iowa  State  University 
where  he  graduated  in  1882.  After  graduating  he  moved  to  Van 
Horn,  Iowa,  where  he  practiced  medicine  about  four  years;  he  then 
attended  Belleview  Hospital  Medical  College,  New  York,  where  he 
graduated  in  1888.  From  there  he  came  to  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  where 
he  carried  on  a  successful  practice  until  ill  health  forced  him  to  re¬ 
tire  on  May  25,  1919.  He  died  August  11,  1920,  surrounded  by  his 
faithful,  loving  wife  and  friends.

APPENDIX 


In  the  death  of  Brother  Past  Grand  Master  White  the  community 
has  lost  a  respected,  Christian  citizen;  his  wife,  a  loving,  devoted 
husband  and  the  Order  a  faithful  member. 

Brother  White  joined  the  Order  in  Van  Horn,  Iowa,  in  1883  and 
passed  through  the  chairs  ending  his  term  as  Noble  Grand  June  30, 
1886.  He  joined  Western  Star  Lodge  No.  282,  by  card,  February 
12,  1889,  where  he  passed  through  the  chairs  of  the  Lodge  as  he  also 
did  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  was  installed  Grand  Master  in  October, 
1903,  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  Brother  White  was  a  consistent  Odd  Fellow 
and  he  loved  the  work  with  all  his  heart.  After  he  retired  as  Grand 
Master  he  did  not  rest  on  his  laurels  as  a  great  many  members  do  who 
pass  the  chairs  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  but  continued  to  work  in 
his  Lodge,  taking  part  in  the  degree  work  even  up  to  the  time  that 
he  was  compelled  to  retire  on  account  of  sickness. 

There  was  probably  no  Grand  Master  in  Iowa  that  was  better 
known  and  more  loved  and  respected  by  the  entire  membership  than 
was  Brother  Past  Grand  Master  White.  He  was  a  man  of  pleasing 
address;  he  had  a  genial,  kindly  disposition;  he  had  a  big  heart;  he 
was  ever  ready  to  hear  the  cry  of  affliction  and  aid  those  in  distress, 
and  it  was  probably  in  the  aid  of  those  in  distress  that  helped  to  bring 
on  the  sickness  that  caused  his  death.  It  was  said  of  Dr.  White  that 
the  night  was  never  too  stormy  nor  the  distance  too  great  for  him 
to  visit  a  sick  patient  when  his  presence  was  needed  at  their  bedside. 

His  life  was  a  busy,  useful  one;  we  will  miss  him.  In  our  day 
dreams  we  can  recall  that  for  which  the  poet  Tennyson  expressed  the 
heart’s  desire,  “The  touch  of  a  vanished  hand,  and  the  sound  of  a 
voice  that  is  still.” 

He  was  capable  and  efficient  in  all  that  he  undertook  to  do  and 
his  record  as  Grand  Master  of  this  jurisdiction  bespeaks  his  ever 
ready  assistance  that  was  his  to  give  in  making  the  Order  he  loved 
so  well  a  part  of  his  daily  life.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Appeals 
Committee  in  the  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years  and  had  wisely  and 
judiciously  helped  settle  most  of  the  difficulties  that  naturally  came 
to  that  committee,  but  I  have  never  heard  where  an  enemy  was  made 
by  his  decisions. 

The  entire  Order  in  Iowa  will  feel  his  loss;  a  moment’s  reflection 
will  bring  us  to  the  realization  that  our  ranks  are  thinning  fast. 
Each  year  our  distinguished  and  beloved  brothers  are  joining  the 
Order  in  that  wonderful  land  of  “Somewhere.”  Our  pilgrimage  on 
earth  is  short,  even  though  we  are  spared  to  live  the  allotted  span, 
three  score  years  and  ten.  Past  Grand  Master  White  was  still  in  the 
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prime  of  life  when  afflicted  with  the  terrible  disease  that  caused  his 
death.  He  bore  his  pain  with  great  fortitude  and  when  the  end  drew 
near  he  said  that  he  was  prepared  and  ready  to  go.  May  the  memory 
of  his  life  which  was  faithful  in  all  of  his  duties  be  an  incentive  to  us, 
to  be  more  faithful  to  our  obligations  and  with  earnest  endeavor  labor 
for  the  cause  of  humanity. 

Brother  White  left  a  widow,  three  sisters,  two  brothers  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  friends  to  mourn  his  death. 

“So  let  him  sleep  that  dreamless  sleep, 

Our  sorrows  clustering  round  his  head. 

Be  comforted  ye  loved  who  weep 

He  lives  with  God — he  is  not  dead.” 

THE  RANK  AND  FILE 
Eulogy  by  Z.  A.  Church,  P.  G.  M. 

The  great  trouble  in  making  a  study  of  the  Bible  is  that  the  sudent 
generally  feels  that  he  is  approaching  a  subject  so  much  of  the  un¬ 
known  and  so  far  removed  from  the  ordinary  affairs  and  matters  of 
proof  that  he  cannot  understand  it.  That  is,  that  there  is  something 
that  cannot  be  explained  and  something  around  which  the  evidence 
gathers  that  cannot  be  made  plain.  The  student  fails  to  appreciate 
the  fact  that  he  must  deal  with  this  study,  as  he  would  deal  with  any 
other  study,  with  an  open  mind  and  with  a  desire  to  accept  facts  when 
presented  to  him,  as  he  would  in  the  study  of  chemistry,  physiology 
or  astronomy.  I  present  to  you  today,  in  a  form  such  as  I  would  pre¬ 
sent,  as  a  lawyer,  the  evidence  which  we  have  touching  the  birth,  the 
life,  the  work,  the  crucifixion,  the  burial  and  the  resurrection  of  the  Sav¬ 
ior,  and  I  ask  your  candid  consideration,  as  a  jury,  as  I  would  ask  the 
candid  consideration  of  a  jury  in  a  lawsuit  touching  material  matters. 
If  a  juror,  when  accepted,  agrees  to  and  does  remove  from  his  mind 
any  pre-conceived  notions,  or  opinions  or  so  called  evidence,  coming 
to  his  knowledge  prior  to  his  acceptance  as  a  juror,  he  is  sworn  in  the 
box,  to  be  governed  only  by  the  evidence  submitted  in  the  case  and  the 
deductions  to  be  drawn  therefrom  without  prejudice  or  passion  or  pre¬ 
conceived  notions;  that  his  mind  will  be  free  and  open  to  accept  all  the 
evidence  submitted  and  to  be  governed  by  the  rules  of  law  both  de¬ 
clared  and  natural,  in  reaching  his  verdict.  I  ask  you  then  to  make 
yourself  a  juror,  under  such  circumstances,  and  asking  this  I  presume 
you  accept  it  and  take  the  position  to  accept  the  evidence  that  I 
offer  to  you  upon  this  subject.  I  offer  you  the  evidence  of  four 
principal  witnesses  and  incidentally  evidence  of  material  but  not 
principal  witnesses.  Before  offering  this  testimony  it  will  be  well  to 
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remember  that  a  long  time  has  elapsed  and  matters  of  a  long  time  ago 
are  to  be  proven,  that  are  proven  by  the  very  best  evidence  that  may 
be  offered  under  this  rule. 

If  a  matter  of  title  to  real  estate  were  in  issue  and  no  living  wit¬ 
nesses  could  be  found,  courts,  judges  and  people  have  gone  to  certain 
place  or  places  to  discover  if,  in  the  recording  place  where  such 
evidence  could  be  found  ordinarily,  to  see  if  any  paper,  book,  pamphlet, 
printed  matter  or  record  could  be  found,  and  if  found  in  the  proper  and 
ordinary  place  where  such  books,  papers,  pamphlets,  records  or  printed 
material  could  be  naturally  found,  such  evidence  is  accepted  as  being 
true  and  correct.  The  objectors  and  critics  of  the  testimony  offered 
by  the  four  Evangelists,  to-wit:  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John  do 
not  hesiatate  to  accept  the  history  written  by  Tacitus  or  Josephus  but 
accept  without  objections  anything  that  non-scriptured  historians 
have  written  as  true,  forgetting  that  when  they  do  so  that  they  are 
accepting  the  history  written  by  men  co-temporaneous  with  the  Christ 
and  to  be  consistent  one  can  as  well  be  accepted  as  the  other. 

Many  years  ago  France  was  in  great  trouble.  She  was  having  a 
great  war  with  England.  She  had  no  leader  of  the  people  of  France. 
A  young,  immature,  uneducated  peasant  girl  claimed  to  see  visions  and 
to  hear  voices,  her  name  being  Joan  of  Arc,  and  she  took  it  upon  her¬ 
self  to  become  the  leader  of  the  French  people  and  to  lead  successfully 
in  the  battles  against  the  English,  but  was  given  over  by  the  French 
people  to  the  theologians  and  tried  as  a  heretic;  condemned,  and 
her  life  taken,  although  in  later  years  she  was  declared  a  Saint  and 
within  a  very  few  months  she  was  canonized  as  such  and  a  great 
people  met  in  solemn  conclave  to  pay  honor  to  the  dead  savior  of 
France.  In  this  conclave  and  in  the  world,  no  one  who  reads  the 
history  and  the  life  of  Joan  of  Arc  doubts  the  history  as  so  related. 
There  is  not  a  living  witness  who  can  give  testimony  touching  the 
fact  that  she  lived;  that  she  claimed  to  have  spiritual  visions  and 
heard  spiritual  voices;  that  she  led  the  troops  of  France  and  became 
the  idol  of  a  soldiery  and  the  savior  of  the  peoples  of  France,  and 
there  is  not  a  scrap  of  evidence  to  prove  this  fact  except  the  written 
and  printed  history  of  these  times  and  the  man  who  would  doubt  the 
fact,  as  it  is  a  fact,  that  Joan  of  Arc  lived  and  did  the  things  as 
claimed  she  did,  was  burned  at  the  stake,  would  be  the  laughing  stock 
of  any  community  in  civilized  land;  in  fact  no  one  denies  it. 

When  the  great  Napoleon  was  dominating  the  old  world  and  the 
allies  of  those  days  joined  together  to  curb  his  ambition  and  destroy 
his  power  a  critical  battle  was  fought  at  Waterloo.  Years  have 
passed,  time  flows  along,  participants  in  said  battle  are  dead,  non- 
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combatants  have  passed  away,  the  sunken  road  down  which  charged 
the  flower  of  Napoleon’s  army  has  been  smoothed  over  so  that  no 
trace  could  be  found  by  a  stranger,  that  it  ever  existed.  Probably  no 
battle  of  the  world  is  studied  more,  referred  to  more  frequently,  than 
this  battle  at  Waterloo.  There  is  not  a  living  witness  of  that  affray 
to  prove  that  it  was  an  existing  fact;  that  the  battle  occurred;  that 
Napoleon  was  a  French  general  and  leader  and  Emperor;  that  he 
opposed  the  allied  forces  of  the  different  nations  of  Europe;  that 
Napoleon’s  aid  did  not  come  to  his  support  in  time;  that  Napoleon 
was  defeated;  that  the  map  of  Europe  was  entirely  changed  and  that 
Napoleon’s  star  commenced  to  set.  This  is  all  given  by  historical 
references,  printed  matter  and  written  reports  made  at  that  time  or 
since.  If  an  issue  were  made  and  offered  in  any  court  of  justice  one 
could  establish  all  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  referred  to  regarding 
the  matter  of  Joan  of  Arc  and  a  verdict  would  be  rendered  that  it  was 
all  true  without  a  single  witness  going  upon  the  stand.  If  an  issue 
were  made  that  the  battle  of  Waterloo  was  fought;  that  Napoleon  led 
forces  in  France  with  the  result  so  serious  to  that  nation,  the  issue 
would  be  returned  in  an  answer  by  the  jury  that  it  did  happen  and 
that  the  facts  were  as  claimed,  and  I  do  not  think  that  one  could 
better  prove  all  of  the  facts  surrounding  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  be¬ 
fore  a  court  of  justice  of  today  than  to  offer  in  evidence,  Victor  Hugo’s 
historical  report  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  being  found  in  Les  Miser- 
ables,  for  it  is  accepted  as  the  clearest  and  the  best  history,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  histories  written  by  Lord,  Ridpath  and  others. 

This  leads  me  to  attempt  to  show  you  the  evidence  that  I  offer, 
of  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the  Savior,  and  in  first 
submitting  the  testimony  of  the  four  Evangelists,  before  mentioned, 
I  will  attempt  to  tell  you  who  they  were  and  how  they  came  to  hand 
down  this  history  for  the  generations  to  come. 

They  are  all  referred  to  by  many  peoples  as  four  fishermen.  In  that 
climate  and  in  that  country  and  at  that  time  the  fishermen  were  very 
great  and  the  climate  being  mild,  the  fish  taken  were  far  in  excess 
of  meats  from  animals,  hence  the  often  reference  in  the  Bible  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  fisher  folk  and  the  result  of  their  netting.  Matthew,  the 
first  of  the  four,  had  been  a  tax  collector.  The  languages  spoken  by 
the  people  were  so  different  it  became  neccessary  to  have  a  tax  collect¬ 
or  who  could  speak  the  language  of  several  nations,  as  then,  as  now, 
many  men  were  tax  dodgers,  and  it  required  a  sharp,  shrewd,  well 
posted  business  man  to  collect  the  taxes  due,  and  necessary  to  pay 
the  running  expense  of  the  government,  and  Matthew  had  been  select¬ 
ed  because  he  was  fit  for  the  place;  he  knew  the  peoples  of  the  differ- 
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ent  nationalities,  their  characteristics  and  mental  effort,  their  style 
of  analysis,  their  types  of  honesty,  their  deficiencies,  their  un-scrup¬ 
ulousness  and  was  able  to  cope  with  them  and  he  was  said  to  have  col¬ 
lected  some  $22,000,000.00  each  year  for  the  support  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Such  a  man  as  this  ought  to  be  able  and  was  able  to  write 
the  history  of  the  life  of  Christ  as  he  knew  it,  so  that  it  would  be  a 
true  presentation  of  the  great  character  of  the  Savior.  The  proba¬ 
bilities  are  that  all  four  Evangelists  were  either  eye  witnesses  or 
wrote  what  they  knew  not  later  than  ninety  years  after  the  time  of 
Christ,  that  during  that  time  they  collected  the  history,  the  written 
history  either  in  shorthand,  for  shorthand  existed  at  that  time,  or  in 
writing  and  in  the  unwritten  history  passed  down  in  the  family  line 
like  the  unwritten  history  of  our  order  of  the  secret  work,  and  when 
Matthew  wrote  he  wrote  for  the  Jewish  people  because  he  knew,  as  I 
have  said  before  their  mental  efforts  and  personal  characteristics. 

Matthew  was  constituted  one  of  the  twelve  Apostles  and  constant¬ 
ly  he  attended  the  person  of  Jesus  until  the  crucifixion  so  that  he  had 
personal  knowledge  of  which  he  wrote  and  the  probabilities  are  that 
he  wrote  some  time  on  or  about  the  year  A.  D.  37,  and  from  all  of  his 
writings,  he  being  a  Jew,  familiar  with  the  opinions,  ceremonies  and 
customs  he  wrote  for  the  Jewish  People.  His  familiarity  with  the 
people,  the  broad  business  in  which  he  was  engaged  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  he  exacted  from  the  Asiatic  provinces  of  which  Judea  was 
one,  about  $22,000,000.00  yearly,  as  aforesaid. 

Mark  was  the  son  of  a  pious  sister  of  Barnabas.  His  Hebrew 
name  was  John  but  was  changed  to  Mark  when  he  took  up  his  position 
as  the  follower  of  the  Christ,  and  as  Matthew  wrote  for  the  Jews  so  it 
is  finally  concluded  that  Mark  wrote  for  the  Gentiles.  The  manner  of 
treating  the  subject  by  him  was  in  accordance  with  the  manner  and 
customs  of  the  Gentiles,  and  although  he  wrote  differently  than  Mat¬ 
thew,  still  in  some  places  he  will  have  a  statement  made  by  Matthew, 
and  include  ethers  not  made  by  Matthew.  It  is  proof  that  Mark  did 
not  copy  from  Matthew,  but  it  may  be  said  that  there  is  a  very  strong 
probability  that  Mark  took  some  of  his  narrative  from  the  statements 
of  Peter  who  was  as  familiar  with  the  life  of  the  Savior  as  Matthew. 

Luke  was  a  physician  and  as  the  historians  obtained  a  man  of 
worth  and  active  life.  He  wrote  for  the  Gentile  converts.  I  have 
often  wondered  why  it  was  that  out  of  the  four  there  should  be  a  phy¬ 
sician.  The  best  picture  ever  written  of  the  physicians  of  unselfish 
labor  and  their  work  is  the  picture  of  Dr.  McClure  as  presented  by 
McLaren  in  the  Bonny  Briar  Bush.  There  he  presents  the  composite 
picture  in  part,  of  the  great  doctor  doing  good  to  suffering  humanity. 
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But  my  experience  has  been  that  physicians  do  not  attend  church  serv¬ 
ices*  regularly.  In  my  own  town  with  a  dozen  or  more  physicians 
there  is  not  one  of  them  that  is  a  regular  attendant  to  church  services 
or  prayer  meeting.  This  does  not  detract  from  the  Christian  charac¬ 
ter  or  their  philanthropic  and  unselfish  work  but  it  leads  me  to  be  sur¬ 
prised  that  the  physician  Luke  should  have  been  one  of  the  four  to 
write  the  history  of  the  Savior  and  he  presents  his  book  in  a  historical 
manner  of  the  life  of  the  Savior. 

Fourth  was  John.  The  best  evidence  is  that  the  Gospel,  written 
by  John,  was  about  the  year  of  68  but  is  generally  considered  to  have 
been  written  after  the  other  three.  John  stood  afar  off  at  crucifixion 
and  it  was  to  him  the  Savior  confided  the  care  and  keeping  of  His 
mother.  He  knew  personally  about  the  fact  and  the  facts  of  which 
he  wrote,  and  he  gave  to  us  his  book  of  historical  narrative  of  the 
facts  surrounding  the  birth,  the  youth,  the  life,  the  work,  the  trial,  the 
crucifixion  and  the  resurrection  of  the  Savior.  Keeping  in  mind  my 
references  to  Joan  of  Arc,  and  your  acceptance  of  the  story  told  by  the 
historians,  keeping  in  mind  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  and  the  historical 
story  told  to  us  by  Victor  Hugo,  Historians  Lord  and  Ridpath,  histor¬ 
ians  of  the  world,  and  after  accepting  the  truth  of  the  statements 
regarding  Joan  of  Arc  and  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  may  I  not  ask  a 
verdict  at  your  hands  that  the  story  told  in  the  four  books  as  presented 
by  the  historians  and  writers,  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John  is  true 
as  presented  to  us  in  this  commonplace  and  businesslike  way,  ask¬ 
ing  you  in  the  close  as  I  did  at  the  start  to  disabuse  your  mind  of 
anything  other  than  to  apply  your  best  judgment  to  proven  facts  and 
reach  a  verdict  on  this  momentous  matter  as  you  would  upon  other 
matter  submitted  to  you  under  evidence. 

The  Rank  and  File  of  the  Order  have  lived,  they  have  been  a  part  of 
the  great  past,  they  have  lived  in  more  or  less  of  years  and  in  years 
and  in  time  surpassing  anything  that  has  occurred  in  history  before 
them,  or  is  liable  to  occur  in  the  unknown  and  great  looked  forward 
future.  Each  one  of  them  has  filled  his  place  in  more  or  less  of  a 
degree  the  best  that  he  knew  how  and  in  the  work  in  which  he  was 
engaged.  Each  one  came  into  the  field  of  action  without  any  volition 
on  his  part  and  went  out  of  the  world’s  work  and  activities  at  the  call 
of  the  same  force  and  power  that  brought  him  into  existence.  The 
poverty  stricken  man  living  upon  the  willing  benevolence  of  the 
Brothers  of  the  Order,  the  millionaire  member  of  the  Order  asking  no 
financial  aid  of  any  one  or  of  the  order,  each  and  both  passing  away 
as  a  member  of  the  Rank  and  File  will  be  found  in  the  great  judg¬ 
ment  time  to  have  their  work  and  each  his  work  judged,  based  upon 
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the  results  obtained  in  the  time  that  he  lived  upon  this  earth  and  not 
because  of  his  poverty  or  of  the  riches  that  he  had  obtained.  The 
great,  plan  and  philosophy  of  life,  as  it  appears  to  me,  was,  on  the 
part  of  the  Creator  that  each  member  of  the  Rank  and  File  should 
be  born  into  the  time  and  place  where  it  was  intended,  and  when  it  was 
intended  that  he  should  commence  his  work,  the  work  that  was  in¬ 
tended  for  him  to  take  charge  of  and  perform  and  if  the  poorest  mem¬ 
ber  or  the  millionaire  has  fulfilled  each  and  in  his  way  that  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  great  Power  or  Creator,  then  he  has  lived  his  life 
well.  Surely  an  Order  like  this  with  its  beautiful  and  uplifting  pre¬ 
cepts,  its  moral  obligations  and  its  high  ideals  should  present  in  their 
merits  to  those  representatives  of  the  Rank  and  File  a  platform  upon 
which  each  could  stand  and  work  and  give  a  satisfactory  report  at  the 
end  of  his  days.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  living  of  this  Order  that  the 
Rank  and  File  has  fulfilled  collectively  its  duty,  has  filled  its  place, 
has  done  its  work  and  that  it  can  receive  the  commendation  of  good 
men  and  true.

Eulogy  by  J.  S.  Bellamy,  P.  G.  P. 

Aimer  D.  Steele  was  born  in  Alexandria,  Licking  county,  Ohio, 
September  17,  1839,  and  passed  away  at  his  home  in  Knoxville,  Iowa, 
August  11,  1920. 

When  sixteen  years  of  age  he  came  with  his  parents  to  Marion 
county,  Iowa,  where  he  resided  until  his  death. 

* 

In  August,  1861,  Brother  Steele  enlisted  in  Company  K,  3rd  Iowa 
Cavalry  and  served  during  the  war  in  that  Regiment,  re-enlisting 
making  a  service  of  over  four  years,  participating  in  a  number  of 
battles  in  which  the  regiment  was  engaged. 

He  was  married  to  Rosetta  S.  Knowlton,  of  Albia,  Iowa,  March 
1st,  1864,  while  at  home  on  a  veteran  furlough.  Twelve  days  after 
his  marriage,  March  12,  1864,  he  was  initiated  into  Hamilton  Lodge 
No.  78.  He  held  continuous  membership  in  Hamilton  Lodge  until  his 
death,  a  period  of  more  than  fifty-six  years. 

On  his  return  from  the  war  he  became  active  in  the  affairs  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  Passed  the  chairs  in  Hamilton  Lodge  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1871. 

Brother  Steele  was  a  member  of  all  branches  of  the  Order,  he  held 
membership  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  at  Hamilton,  the  Encampment 
and  Rebekah  Lodges  at  Knoxville,  and  Canton  Pioneer  at  Des  Moines. 
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Brother  Steele  and  his  wife  were  instrumental  in  organizing 
Mistletoe  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  38,  at  Hamilton,  in  1870.  He  was  the 
first  Noble  Grand  and  Mrs.  Steele  the  first  Secretary.  This  was  the 
first  Rebekah  Lodge  organised  in  Marion  county. 

Mrs.  Steele  received  the  Rebekah  Degree  in  Hamilton  Lodge  Sep¬ 
tember,  1865.  At  the  time  of  her  death  in  April,  1919,  she  and  Broth¬ 
er  Steele  held  the  longest  continuous  membership  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge 
of  any  one  in  Marion  county.  They  with  their  two  daughters  were 
active  members  of  Marion  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  70,  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  all  four  being  Past  Noble  Grands.  Mrs.  Steele  served 
as  Chaplain  of  the  State  Assembly  and  each  of  the  daughters  have 
represented  their  district  in  the  State  Assembly. 

Brother  Steele  was  installed  Grand  Patriarch  in  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Iowa  in  1909  at  Davenport,  and  served  as  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1911  and  1912. 

Brother  Steele  at  all  times  took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  his 
country,  never  neglecting  his  duty  as  a  citizen.  He  believed  in  party 
organization.  On  all  occasions  he  was  ready  to  uphold  the  principles 
of  the  political  party  of  his  choice,  never  failing  to  vote  at  all  elec¬ 
tions,  either  school,  city,  state  or  national. 

Brother  Steele  was  not  a  man  of  wealth.  He  surrendered  his  life 
to  his  Creator,  leaving  as  a  heritage  to  his  family  a  good  name,  a 
clean  home  life,  beloved  by  friends  and  neighbors.  Farewell,  Brother. 

FRED  CHRISTIANER 

Eulogy  by  Thomas  S.  Humphrey 
(Read  by  Past  Grand  Master  H.  F.  Wagner.) 

What  can  I  say  of  Brother  Fred  Christianer,  what  tribute  can  any 
of  us  pay  to  this  great  Odd  Fellow  which  the  grateful  heart  of  this 
Order  has  not  already  paid  more  abundantly. 

It  was  not  because  of  his  brilliant  abilities,  whose  splendor  has  so 
often  illuminated  this  great  gathering  and  reached  out  to  the  con¬ 
fines  of  the  Order.  It  was  not  because  his  greatheartedness  claimed 
the  affection  of  all  who  came  within  the  radiance  of  its  charm.  It 
was  not  because  of  his  kindly  humor  which  threw  over  all  he  said  and 
did  a  mellow  geniality  more  compelling  than  the  sterner  methods 
which  many  others  employ.  But  we  have  enshrined  Fred  Christianer 
in  the  temple  of  our  regard  because  he  gave  to  the  uttermost,  all  of 
the  powers  of  his  being  in  this  cause  with  an  abandonment  of  devotion. 
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But  I  have  not  come  here  today  to  pay  either  an  adequate  or  a 
studied  eulogy  to  him.  Neither  do  I  rise  to  lift  up  a  glorious  monu¬ 
ment  to  his  memory.  I  am  come,  however,  to  plant  a  flower  upon  his 
grave  and  to  pay  a  loving  tribute  to  his  services  and  to  his  character. 

We  do  honor  to  ourselves  in  the  observance  of  this  annual  custom  in 
connection  with  this  great  gathering.  Members  of  the  tribe  who 
were  loved  in  life  and  lamented  in  death  were  held  in  affectionate  re¬ 
membrance  by  the  savages  of  the  wildwood.  How  much  the  more 
fitting  that  we,  walking  the  front  ranks  of  civilization,  should  com¬ 
memorate  the  deeds  of  our  beloved  dead,  whose  spirits  rule  us  still 
from  the  sacred  urn,  and  who  live  greenly  in  our  memory.  How  ap¬ 
propriate  that  we  should  thus  commemorate  the  services  of  those  who 
have  bequeathed  to  us  such  inspiring  examples  and  legacies  that  shall 
stand  before  us  and  our  successors  so  long  as  the  principles  of  the 
Golden  Rule  are  reverenced  by  the  sons  of  men. 

Yes,  they  live  whom  we  call  dead.  In  every  age  the  undying  dead 
have  come  forth  from  their  silent  tombs.  Their  shadowy  train  fills 
all  presence.  In  every  time  some  have  lived  again  in  beaten  bronze 
cr  sculptured  marble.  Some  have  lived  in  song  and  story,  but 
these  tributes  have  passed  with  their  authors  to  the  oblivious  tomb. 
The  sculptured  marble  may  molder  and  surrender  its  epitaph  to  the 
ravages  of  time  and  the  rolling  years.  Even  the  beaten  bronze  may 
buried  lie  beneath  the  accumulating  dust  of  the  ages;  “its  grace  and 
form  gone,  its  loveliness  vanished  away.”  Such  tributes,  such  mem¬ 
orials  await  the  inevitable  hour.  They  too,  pursue  those  paths  that 
lead  but  to  the  grave.  The  best  and  brightest  monument  which  we  can 
dedicate  to  our  comrades  that  have  departed,  the  holiest  shrine  that 
we  can  consecrate  to  the  ones  that  are  gone,  must  be  found  in  the 
hearts  and  the  memories  of  their  fellow  men. 

The  name  of  Fred  Christianer  is  securely  enshrined  in  the  hearts 
of  the  members  of  this  great  fraternity.  He  won  his  way  to  the  exalted 
station  in  our  estimation  which  he  occupied  and  adorned.  For  more 
than  half  a  century  he  lived  the  life  of  a  true  Odd  Fellow.  It  beau¬ 
tified  and  enriched  his  character,  and  his  life  has  cast  a  beautiful  and 
radiant  influence  upon  every  adherent  to  this  great  cause  and  upon  all 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

The  richest  possession  of  this  great  Order  is  its  men  and  women 
of  high  character  and  unspotted  integrity.  Its  most  valued  inheri¬ 
tance  is  the  influence  of  such  characters. 

The  lesson  of  this  honored  patriarch’s  life  is  this,  that  he  loved 
his  fellow  men,  and  he  was  in  turn  loved  by  them.  He  was  consid- 
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erate  even  to  a  fault.  He  was  just.  His  friends  were  legion  be¬ 
cause  they  found  him  friendly. 

In  his  earlier  years  his  life  was  one  of  struggle,  yet  he  surmounted 
many  difficulties  by  his  persistency  of  purpose.  He  was  a  man  of 
power  and  action.  It  might  be  said  of  him  that  he  was  impetuous, 
yet  gentle  and  forgiving.  He  loved  all  that  God  had  made. 

It  was  in  the  afternoon  of  his  life  and  as  his  face  was  turned  to¬ 
ward  the  western  horizon  of  life  that  his  character  became  peculiar¬ 
ly  sweetened  and  mellowed  by  a  great  love  for  his  fellow  man.  He 
found  his  greatest  joy  in  service  to  others. 

While  a  patient  in  a  hospital  in  Southern  France,  my  attention 
was  called  to  a  most  beautiful  crimson  rose  out  across  the  garden 
which  seemed  to  be  growing  out  from  the  side  of  an  old  stone  wall. 
Each  day,  from  my  window,  I  watched  its  gradual  unfolding.  It 
offered  to  everyone  who  looked  upon  it,  a  smile  and  an  eloquence  of 
beauty.  One  day  I  was  permitted  to  wander  out  to  discover,  if  I 
might,  how  this  crimson  rose  could  be  growing  out  from  the  solid  wall. 
I  was  surprised  to  find  that  it  had  clambered  laboriously  up  from  the 
opposite  side  of  the  rough  stones  in  a  dark  and  uninviting  narrow 
passage  until  it  came  to  a  crevice  through  which  beamed  the  light, 
still  clinging  fast  to  the  rugged  wall  and  it  had  forced  its  way  through, 
where  kissed  by  the  morning  light,  it  burst  into  bloom  of  radiant  sun¬ 
set  hue. 

Brother  Christianer’s  life  might  easily  offer  a  comparison  to  this 
flower.  For  many  years  he  climbed  to  the  light,  and  finally  when  it 
burst  upon  his  view,  he  gave  forth  a  blessing  and  joy  to  all  who 
knew  him.  He  was  a  rare  comrade  who  was  loved,  respected  and 
admired  by  all,  he  has  left  a  heritage  as  enduring  as  time  itself. 

His  life’s  labors  are  ended.  The  summons  came  while  he  stood  at 
the  door  of  my  church,  where  he  had  come  with  the  Odd  Fellows  chorus 
to  render  an  evening  program  of  song.  He  was  borne  by  some  of 
the  brothers  to  the  hospital  where  he  received  every  attention.  It  was 
here  that  I  saw  him  for  the  last  time  in  life.  He  confided  to  me  his 
final  message  to  you.  These  were  his  words,  “The  angels  are  singing, 
yes,  they  are  calling  me  home.  Tell  the  folks  at  Grand  Lodge  that 
I’ll  meet  them  bye  and  bye.” 

With  eyes  bedimmed  with  tears,  and  with  sorrow  in  our  hearts 
we  carried  his  remains  to  his  final  resting  place  in  beautiful  Wood¬ 
land,  following  a  vast  throng,  who  with  uncovered  heads,  laid  at  his 
grave  that  tribute  of  mingled  grief  and  gratitude  seldom  given  to  any 
one,  and  reserved  only  for  their  rare  beloved  who  have  fallen  in  the 
service  of  the  common  good. 
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It  is  very  hard  to  be  reconciled  to  the  loss  which  the  Order  has 
sustained  when  he  was  summoned.  We  cannot  understand.  We  can 
only  bow  in  submission,  grateful  to  God  who  spared  him  to  us  for  so 
many  years  to  do  the  work  which  rounded  out  his  long  career.  He  had 
climbed  to  the  summit  of  the  mountain.  His  vision  swept  the  wide 
horizon.  He  heard  the  angel  voices  calling  him.  He  was  obedient 
to  the  final  summons. 

The  impenetrable  shadows  fell  about  him,  and  he  was  gone.  We 
look  for  him  in  vain,  he  has  gone  up  higher,  that  is  all.  We  cry  aloud, 
but  death  makes  no  answer  to  the  living.  We  “carry  on,”  groping  our 
way.  Baffled,  we  can  only  blindly  call  across  the  dark  valley  to  our 
beloved  companion,  Hail,  Hail,  and  farewell.
